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Storm over benefit curbs plan 

Lilley moves 
to reassure 
lone parents

PETER Utley attempted last 
night to reassure single par¬ 
ents as a political storm erupt¬ 
ed over a leaked cabinet paper 
disclosing that cutbacks in 
benefits are under detailed 
consideration. 

The social security secretary 
angrily denied that lone par¬ 
ents were being made scape¬ 
goats. He also said that 
“bearing down on benefits" 
would not cure the growth of 
one-parent families, but added 
that “the structure of benefits" 
was being looked at to see 
whether it was right, 

He intervened in a series of 
broadcasts after Conservative 
MPs lined up with labour 
and interest groups to voice 
concern at confidential infor¬ 
mation that gave an impres¬ 
sion of Whitehall's most senior 
officials being at odds with a 
large part of the cabinet over 
the moral arguments ad¬ 
vanced for curbing lone par¬ 
enthood. The apparently 

RAF chief 
apologises 
to Clarke

RAF chief Sir Michael 
Gray don last night made 
an extraordinary personal 
apology in writing to the 
Chancellor and his chief 
secretary for implying that 
the Treasury had mounted 
a "disreputable campaign" 
against the RAF in the 
public expenditure round. 

His two letters delivered 
to Kenneth Clarke, the 
Chancellor, and Michael 
Portillo, the Chief Secre¬ 
tary, blamed the media for 
misinterpreting his lecture 
to the Air League on 
Monday night. 

The dim bdown by Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Mich¬ 
ael Graydon, the Chief of 
the Air Staff, followed a 
meeting with Malcolm 
Rifkind, the defence secre¬ 
tary. Defence ministry 
officials said the two letters 
were written by Sir Mich¬ 
ael. They refused to say 
whether he had been 
forced to apologise or had 
volunteered, but it is be¬ 
lieved he had little choice. 

In a statement last night 
on behalf of himself and 
the Chancellor. Mr 
Portillo said: “Having

sceptical tone of the officials 
who wrote the paper was 
seized upon by government 
opponents. 

In the paper, officials dis¬ 
miss theories about single 
parenthood advanced recently 
by ministers,, including Mich¬ 
ael Howard, the home secre¬ 
tary. They speak of there being 
“little clear evidence" that 
higher benefit rates for lone 
parents encouraged women to 
have children on their own. or 
that the availability of benefits 
encouraged women to get 
pregnant. The paper says 
there was “no evidence- 
women got pregnant to jump 
council housing queues. 

Mr inky's remarks sug¬ 
gested that there were unlikely 
to be cuts in the single-parent 
benefit However, informed 
sources confirmed that mea¬ 
sures aimed at curbing the 
growing number of lone par¬ 
ents —1.4 rofllkm are expected 
to claim benefit by the year 
2000—were being considered 
by Mr lilley and Michael 
Portilto, the Treasury chief 
secretary, as part of this year’s 
spending round and the long¬ 
er-term review of social sec¬ 
urity expenditure. 

Measures could be included 
in the Budget on November 30 
although it is thought the 
more radical moves could 
came later. 

The only proposal specifi¬ 
cally ruled out last night was a 
suggestion in the paper that 
the age of consent might be 
reduced to 13 to make it easier 
for the under-16s to get contra¬ 
ceptive advice and services. 

The paper reveals that Mr 
Li [ley's review is aimed at 
reducing incentives to become 
or remain a lone parent, 
giving incentives for lone par¬ 
ents to support themselves 
through work and child main¬ 



tenance and increasing the 
responsibility of foe lone par¬ 
ent's own parents to help. 

Under discussion are the 
level of one-parent benefit and 
the special prannun for single 
parents on income support 
cutting foe amounts paid to 
separated couples who are 
dependent on benefits; intro¬ 
ducing limits to discourage 
lone-parent claimants from 
having more children, and 
increasing foe amounts paid 
by absent parents for the 
upkeep of their children. 

The paper admits foal 
“many of the possible options 
would be controversial in¬ 
volving substantial losses of 
income which would affect not 
just the lone parent but foe 
children, or overt discrimina¬ 
tion against lone parents confc 
pared with two-parent 
famfiies". 

Mr Howard disagreed with 
officials and strongly de¬ 
fended his assertion, made at 
Blackpool, that children from 
single parent families were 
more likely to become 
delinquents. It was empha¬ 
sised that he had relied cm 
research by socialist academ¬ 
ics for his key speech. 

Sue Slipman, director of the 
National Coundl for One 
Parent Families, said the 
leaked document was “outra¬ 
geous” and would have a 
devastating effect on lone par¬ 
ents and their children. 

Hilary Armstrong. Labour 
MP for Durham North-West, 
to whom the document was 
leaked, said: “What this docu¬ 
ment shows is that the policies 
ministers espouse will make 
tilings worse. Cutting benefits 
will push more families into 
poverty and put even more 
strain on relationships within 
families. Lone parents do not 
need more lectures; they need 
practical support" 

Mary Honeyball, director of 
the Gingerbread organisation 
for lone parents and their 
children, said of the discussion 
paper “It is shocking that the 
government had this informa¬ 
tion but continued to spin 
moral myths about lone par¬ 
ents being responsible for foe 
crime wave or having babies 
to get benefits.” 

The childcare charity. 
Daycare Trust, said lone-par¬ 
ent families needed “sensible 
support with childcare and 
training".

Police hunt for kidnap father

POLICE forces across Britain 

were last night searching for a 
boy. 12, kidnapped for the 
thnri time by his rather after a 
High Court judge ordered 
that the man be arrested on 
sight 

The last time the child was 
abducted he was held for a 
year in a concealed attic room 
at a country house hotel in 
Kent before being found and 
reunited with bis mother, who 
lives in France. The search 
was launched yesterday after 


a court heard how Oliver 
Malkin was snatched fay bis 
father and three accomplices 
from his home in Brittany. 
The boy was getting off ms 
school bus on Monday when 
tiie abductors struck. 

Three men held back his 
grandmother and two uncles 
who had gone to meet ham, 
and Oliver was bundled into a 
car with no number plates fay 
bis father, Peter Malkin, own¬ 
er of a Kent country dub. 
Oliver's granduto&er was 
dragged along the road be¬ 
hind the vehide as she tried to 


rescue him. lawyers for foe 
boy’s mother. Eliza Pridmore, 
believe Oliver will be brought 
back to England, ifheisnotin 
the country already. 

Hugh Bennett QC deputy 
High Court judge, yesterday 
ordered the arrest of Mr 
Malkin. 54. for breach of a 
court order not to remove 
Oliver from foe care of his 
former wife, who lives at 
£and£vsnt near Lorient in 
Brittany. 

Oliva 1 is a ward of court

Peace hope in Jordan poll

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ISRAEL and Jordan may be 
on the verge of signing a 
formal peace mealy after the 
election in Jordan gave sub¬ 
stantial backing to moderates 
supporting King Husain and 
rebuffed hardline Islamists. 

Israel yesterday described 
the defeat of mflitant Muslim 
candidates as a victory for 
peafp, and hinted that the 
results could accelerate the 
pending peace agreement be¬ 
tween foe two neighbours. 

Yassir Arafat, foe Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
chairman, said in Brussels 
that Israel and Jordan would 
sign a “friendly agreement; m 
the next few days. He has just 
briefed European Community 
foreign ministers on foe peace 
process. There was no com¬ 
ment from Amman. 


Shimon Peres, the Israeli 
foreign minister, who met 
King Husain last week during 
a secret visit to Amman, said 
the election results had vindi¬ 
cated the peace agreement that 
he helped to negotiate- “De¬ 
spite all foe Weak forecasts, it 
has emerged that foe Islamic 
wave was curbed a bit," he 
said, after a meeting with the 
visiting Spanish monarch. 
King Juan Carlos. “It will help 
the peace process." 

The veteran Israeli politi¬ 
cian was earlier quoted as 
telling the Knesset (foe Israeli 
parliament) foreign affairs 
and defence committee that a 
summit meeting between 
President Gin ton, Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin, the Israeli prime minister, 
and King Husain could take 
place shortly to complete a 


normalisation of relations. In¬ 
cluded in a peace deal would 
be evening erf borders between 
foe two countries and ambi¬ 
tious plans for building a joint 
airport and a joint seaport in 
foe Gulf of Aqaba. 

The renewed speculation 
about an imminent break¬ 
through in the talks with 
Jordan was tempered by fresh 
violence in the occupied terri¬ 
tories. In the Gaza Strip, 
masked gunmen hijacked a 
tony and rammed a car with 
Israeli licence plates, killing 
an Arab Israeli driver. The 
incident followed renewed dis¬ 
turbances by Jewish settlers, 
who set up road blocks yester¬ 
day in protest at the murder 
on Sunday of a Gaza settler.

Paisley asks Major to 
reject ‘Dublin blarney 1

JOHN Major's hopes of reviv¬ 
ing constitutional party talks 
on the future of Northern 
Ireland were dealt a blow by ■ 
the Rev Ian Paisley yesterday. 

The Democratic Unionist 
leader told Mr Major in 
Downing Street that he would 
not go back to foe negotiating 
table unless Dublin re¬ 
nounced its constitutional 
claim cm Ulster and while 
John Hume, the SDLP leader, 
continued to talk to Gerry 
Adams. 

But Downing Street was 
able to draw mare comfort 
from later talks between Mr 
Major and James Molyneaux. 
leader of foe Official Unionists 
and welcomed his agreement 
on foe importance of renewed 


impetus for the talks process. 
Mr Major was reported to 
have thanked him for his 
“constructive line." 

The encounter with Mr 
Paisley underlined foe difficul¬ 
ties faring Mr Major as he 
pursues his latest initiative. 
Mr Paisley called on Mr 
Major to close his ears to the 
“Harney and lying" from 
Dublin. The province's future 
should be a matter for Ulste - 
and Britain and not the Irish 
government, he insisted. He 
said after the meeting: “I am 
sony today that the Prime 
Minister doesn't grasp the 
nettle. 1 am sorry today that he 
doesn’t dose his ears to foe 
blarney and prevarications 
that are coming from Dublin." 


Princess seeks 
cash details of 
‘Peeping Tom’ 
photographs

THE Princess of Wales has 
demanded that photographs 
taken secretly of her exercis¬ 
ing at a gym should be 
handed over to her lawyers, 
together with details of how 
much money has been made 
out of them. 

The princess's lawyers is¬ 
sued foe ultimatum in the 
form of a series of writs 
against Mirror Group 
Newspapers, which pub¬ 
lished foe pictures, and 
Bryce Taylor, the gym owner 
who took the “Peeping Tom" 
photographs with a con¬ 
cealed camera. 

As the Press Complaints 
Commission, the newspaper 
industry's voluntary watch¬ 
dog, prepares tor an emer¬ 
gency session this afternoon 
to deride what action to take 
against the Mirror group, 
the newspaper industry is 
mounting an intense behind- 
the-scenes campaign to per¬ 
suade David Montgomery, 
chief executive of MGN. to 
apologise for publishing foe 
photographs. 

Painfuily aware that foe 
most the commission can do 
is to rebuke the Mirror titles 
and request them to publish 
its adjudication, representa¬ 
tives from national papers 
are also urging Mr Mont¬ 
gomery to reverse his deci¬ 
sion to withdraw his papers 
from the commission. They 
said foe move would make 
Self-regulation unworkable. 

Dr Marjorie Mowlam, 
shadow national heritage 
secretary, last night attempt¬ 
ed to call a media truce by 
requesting a meeting with 
Mr Montgomery. Dr Mow¬ 
lam, who hopes to discuss 
the matter with Peter 
Brooke, national heritage 
secretary, said: “1 am con¬ 
cerned we will get into a 
downward spiral of name- 
calling between papers. 


which will get nowhere 
apart from leading to heavy- 
handed privacy laws." 

But in a dear sign of 
defiance towards attempts at 
reconciliation. David Banks, 
editor of the Daify Mirror, 
mocked the legal action tak¬ 
en against his paper. He 
described himself and Mr 
Taylor as “ratbags” and 
published pictures of a Prin¬ 
cess of Wales lookallke mod¬ 
el working out in a gym. 

In a radio interview, Mr 
Banks said that Mr Taylor 
had played a “sneaky trick" 
on the princess. "(MrTaylor) 
has got to go down as one of 
the ratbags of foe year ... 1 
don't exdude myself from a 
scale of ratbaggery. but I

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Compromise 
proposed on 
opponents to 
women priests 


Big guns of defence train sights on a favourite target 


■ A brisk debate in synod demonstrated a 
determination to move on from argument 
about the ordination of women

A COMPROMISE proposal 
that would allow opponents of 
women priests to remain with¬ 
in the Church of England won 
support from the Synod yes¬ 
terday and could help to avert 
a schism. 

After months of debate, 
dissenters failed to overthrow 
plans to create three new 
“flying bishops" who will give 
pakoral care to Anglo-Catho- 
lies and evangelicals who can¬ 
not accept the ministry of 
women priests. 

Attempts effectively to cas¬ 
trate the measure, which pro¬ 
vides for three "provincial 
episcopal visitors" to ordain 
and confirm opponents, were 
successively thrown out by the 
synod, the parliament of the 
church, at its meeting at 
Westminster. 

The six-hour debate showed 
a new determination in the 
church to move on from the 
argument over the ordination 
of women which ended a year 
ago with a synod vote in 
favour. 

But the final vote to approve 
the Act of Synod drawn up by 
bishops was delayed until 
tomorrow “to allow a reason¬ 
able period for reflection." 

The Bishop of Sodor and 
Man. the Right Rev Noel 
Jones, a leading traditionalist, 
indicated he would resign if 
the act failed. 

The Archbishop of York. Dr 
John Habgood, said: "What 
we are really debating here is 
the character of the Church of 
England. It is on that level that 
we need to make our decision 
about this act" He urged 
church members to “use their 
common sense”. In his open¬ 
ing address, he said the act 
was “not a botched-up com¬ 
promise to secure peace at any 
price.” It sprang from “an 
attempt to think through in a 
principled way how a church 
can remain united in the lace 
of a deep disagreement about 


ministry." He criticised the 
use of the term "flying bisbr 
ops" who “will not rush 
around conducting services 
here, there and everywhere" 
but will act more as Mends 
and advisers for clergy and 
parishes. 

The act represented “our 
best hope of going forward as 
a united church," be said. 

Three suffragan bishops out 
of 11 appointed since March 
are opposed to women priests. 
Of seven new archdeacons, 
two are known to be opposed, 
Dr Habgood said last night 

The Bishop of London. Dr 
David Hope, one of the most 
outspoken critics of the legisla¬ 
tion to ordain women priests, 
which received the Royal As¬ 
sent last week, said it was 
“vitally important" that space 
be made for opponents who 
wished to remain in the 
church. 

While still awaiting today’s 
vote to seal its authority the act 
faced strong criticism from 
clergy and laity. Margaret 
Brown, of Women Against the 
Ordination of Women, said: 
“We cannot really trust our 
house of bishops." 

The Preb Donald Barnes, of 
St Peter's, north-west London, 
said: “This act undermines the 
authority of our synodical 
processes.” 

The Rev Martin Flatznan. a 
vicar in the Oxford diocese 
who intends to leave the 
church after it becomes legally 
possible to ordain women next 
February, accused the church 
of legislating “for a strange 
diversity within itself". 

■ The Very Rev David Ed¬ 
wards, provost of Southwark, 
is urging the Church of Eng¬ 
land to set up an enquiry to 
examine its links with the 
state. It could be facing 
uncomfortable changes which 
amount to “a new Reforma¬ 
tion" he says in a paper to be 
presented to the synod today. 


D efence ministers and 
service chiefs have 
always aimed their 
guns as much at the Treasury 
as against Britain’s supposed 
enemy of the day. whether it 
be the French, the Germans or 
the Soviet Union. Sir Michael 
Graydon is only the latest in a 
long line to protest about the 

Treasury's attitude, despite 
last night’s apology. 

It is partly a dash of 
cultures. The Treasury, with 
its ascetic tradition, has al¬ 
ways regarded the armed 
forces, with their vast budgets, 
as wasteful and inefficient; 
while service chiefs have 
viewed the Treasury as inter¬ 
fering and cheese-paring civil 
servants who do not under¬ 
stand national security. In 


December 1886, the war min¬ 
ister W.H. Smith wrote to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
“I am as much committed to 
economy as you are, but I 
cannot be the head of a great 
department in times like these 
and ask for less than the 
absolute minimum required 
for the safety of the country." 
The Chancellor, the wayward 
Lord Randolph CburchflL in 
turn wrote to the prime minis¬ 
ter “You will shortly have to 
decide whose services you will 
retain, those of your war 
minister or those of your 
Chancellor." Lord Salisbury 
backed his war minister and 
Lord Randolph resigned, nev¬ 
er to return to office. 

More often, the Treasmy 
has won and defence minis- 




ters and service chiefs have 
lost and occasionally re¬ 
signed. Winston Churchill. 
Lord Randolph's son, was 
tough on defence spending 
when be was Chancellor in 
the late 1920s. 

In February 1966. after De¬ 
nis Healey’s first defence re¬ 
view, the navy minister 
Christopher Mayhew and Sir 
David Luce, the First Sea 
Lord, resigned over the deri-' 
skm to abandon aircraft carri¬ 
ers as the main strike force for 
the 1970s. But their departures 
made no difference. Richard 
Crossman recorded in his 
diary a discussion with Har¬ 


old Wilson about Mayhew: 
"He's been coming day after 
day trying to talk to me about 
his resignation. I wish to God 
be would finish it quickly and 
let us forget him-" 

Arguments over defence 
spending recurred during the 
Thatcher era. In May 1981, 
when John Nott was conclud¬ 
ing yet another review, Keith 
Speed, then navy minister, 
niode a speedi that rejected 
the whole approach. As she 
notes in her memoirs, Mrs 
Thatcher acted quickly to 
dismiss him. Soon afterwards 
she met foe chiefs of foe 
defence staff at foeir request to 
hear their concerns. She also 
talked with Sir Henry Leach, 
the First Sea Lord, who vigor¬ 
ously defended the impor¬ 


tance of the surface fleet He 
was later one of her heroes of 
the Falkfands conflict. 

Successive Treasury minis¬ 
ters have grumbled about foe 
difficulty of bringing the de¬ 
fence budget under control. 


L ord Lawson writes in 
his book The View from 
Number // about the 
"gain" in ending the previous 
Nato pledge to increase de¬ 
fence spending by 3 per cent a 
year in real terms, and about 
how he reached an “unrecord¬ 
ed concordat” with George 
Younger over opening up the 
previously secret defence bud¬ 
get fo detailed scrutiny by a 
very few Treasury ministers 
and officials. 

Relations between the two 


departments have general, 
been tense; with each side 
muttering about the other. Sir 
Michael's complaint about 
Treasury propaganda against 
the services was a bit rich 
since no department is mor* 
active in briefing during the 
annual reviews of public 
spending than the MoD. Mal¬ 
colm Rifkind, the Secretary of 
State, made public his case 
against big cuts at the patty 
conference last month and the 
defence select committee has, 
as usuaL been active on the 
side of the services. By coo- 
trasL foe Treasury has been 
remarkably discreet Perhaps 
it should have been more 
vocal, on behalf of taxpayers.

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Princess acts to 


ban photographs

THE Princess of Wales’s solici¬ 
tors, Mishcon de Reya, yester¬ 
day issued two High Court 
writs over the publication of 
photographs of the princess 
exercising in a gymnasium. 

The writs, against Mirror 
Group Newspapers (MGN) 
and the editors of the Sunday 
Mirror and Daily Mirror, and 
against foe gymnasium, foe 
LA Fitness Chib, and its owner 
Bryce Taylor, seek permanent 
injunctions banning further 
publication and surrender of 
any pictures and negatives in 
their possession. 

They also claim an order 
requiring any photographs or 
negatives in their possession 
to be kept in a safe and secure 
place, £md an account of all 
profits made by foe defen¬ 
dants from publication or 
exploitation of the photo¬ 
graphs. 

No mention is made of 
damages being claimed, but 
the writs seek "further or other 
relief” and costs. 

The princess's claim is 
based on alleged breach of 
confidence by MGN. Colin 
Myler, editor of the Sunday 
Mirror, and David Banks, 
editor of the Daily Mirror, 
and by LA Fitness Club and 
Mr Taylor. 

The gym and Mr Taylor are 
also accused of breaching the 
princess’s contract with the 
dub, and MGN and the 
editors of inducing breach of 
contract- 

Defence lawyers have 14 
days in. which to lodge an 
“acknowledgement of service" 


with the court, stating whether 
they intend fo contest the case. 

If there is no response to the 
writs, the princess's lawyers 
can apply for summary judg¬ 
ment without further notice. If 
defences are lodged in the time 
limit and the princess presses 
ahead with the actions, she 
may have to appear in court to 
give evidence. 

However, her evidence 
could be given by way of 
affidavit 

The case will turn on wheth¬ 
er she had a contract with the 
gym dub (a contract does rut 
have to written, nor does the 
princess have to have paid a 
fee}; whether confidentiality 
was an implied term of that 
contract and whether any 
such confidentiality was 
breached. 

Some lawyers take the view 
that in the absence of any 
privacy law, she would be 
unlikely to succeed. Lawym 
will have to persuade the 
judge by citing previous cases 
involving breach of confi¬ 
dence. none of which exactly 
match the present circum¬ 
stances. 

□ The Law Society yesterday 
called on the Government to 
bring in new privacy laws by 
incorporating the European 
human rights convention into 
United Kingdom law. which it 
said would also protect free¬ 
dom of expression.

Chief Marshal Sir Michael 
Graydon 1 have made enqui¬ 
ries within foe Treasury.

Mr Clarke and Mr Portillo 
were apparently furious at Sir 
Michael’s statement that those 
who had instigated the cam¬ 
paign against the RAFwere 
the “same people who basked 


in the reflected gloiy of foe 
Gulf war." 

Although Sir Michael did 
not name names, it was clear 
he had foe Treasury in mind. 
Some defence sources suggest¬ 
ed he was thinking in particu¬ 
lar of Mr Portillo, the minister 
intimately involved in the 
negotiations over defence cuts. 

In his letter to Mr Clarke, 
Sir Michael said: “I regret that 
my remarks have been inter¬ 
preted as an attack on you (Mr 
Clarke} and foe Chief 
Secretary." 


Sir Michael said he had no 
evidence that any Treasury 
minister had instigated a 
press campaign against the 
RAF or the other services. He 
said: “My sole intention was to 
refute some of foe more seri¬ 
ous misrepresentations in the 
press. As embarrassment has 
been caused to you by my 
speech and the inference 
drawn thereafter by the me¬ 
dia, I offer my apologies." 

In his lecture, which was 
believed to have foe implicit 
backing of the two other 


service chiefs. General Sir 
Peter Inge and Admiral Sir 
Benjamin Bathurst, Sir Mich¬ 
ael said: “We know who 
instigated it (the campaign).' 

After his remarks. Sir Nich¬ 
olas Bonsor, chairman of the 
all-party Commons defence 
select committee, said he had 
also been concerned at the 
leaks which had been fed to 
newspapers during the public 
expenditure round. He said 
Treasury officials appeared to 
have been leaking at a very 
high level.

Jury trial 
right may 


be eroded

THE Lord Chief Justice has 
indicated that he would not 
resist proposals being consid¬ 
ered by ministers for abolish¬ 
ing die right to jury trial in 
cases of minor theft 

In a speech to Suffolk mag¬ 
istrates yesterday, Lord Taylor 
of Gosforth made comments 
that will dear foe way for 
ministers to make such an 
offence triable only by 
magistrates. 

Ministers are expected to 
shelve a controversial propos¬ 
al by foe Royal Commission 
m Criminal Justice to remove 
the right to jury trial in a wide 
range of middle-ranking 
cases. That proposal has been 
fiercely criticised by Lord Tay¬ 
lor on several occasions. 

Lord Taylor made dear 
yesterday that he stfli opposed 
the commission's proposals. 
Magistrates would take into 
account a defendant's reput¬ 
ation when deriding whether 
he should have a jury trial. 

“To make the trial venue 
dependent upon the reput¬ 
ation of foe accused, as the 
Royal Commission had rec¬ 
ommended. would be socially 
divisive," he said. 

If a change had to be made, 
he would prefe r a reclassifica¬ 
tion of offences as recom¬ 
mended by the James 
committee in 1975. "in derid¬ 
ing whether or not a case 
should be tried by a juiy the 
test should be the significance 
of the offence, not the signifi¬ 
cance of the alleged offender." 
he said.

JERSEY police unearthed hu¬ 
man remains yesterday six 
years after the disappearance 
of Nicholas NewaU. a wealthy 
stockbroker, and his wife Eliz¬ 
abeth. The discovery of the 
grave in a wooded valley was 
made after Roderick NewaU. 
their son who has confessed to 
die murders, accompanied de¬ 
tectives to the secluded ate 
near his childhood home. 

Police investigating the dis¬ 
appearance of the couple 
made the breakthough early 
yesterday afternoon, 18 hours 
after NewaU pinpointed an 
area in the valley near Greve 
de Lecq on island's north 
coast 

NewaU, 28. a former lieuten¬ 
ant in the Royal Green Jack¬ 
ets. has been assisting police 
since his extradition from 
Gibraltar at the weekend on 
charges of murdering his par¬ 
ents in 1987. He admitted 
before a Jersey court on Mon¬ 
day that he was the killer. 

NewalTs younger brother 
Mark, 21. a Paris-based bro¬ 
ker. yesterday made a brief 
appearance before Jersey 
police court in St Helier also 
accused of murdering his par¬ 
ents. He denies the charges.

Smashing time brings student to court 


J.AMES Bulger had suffered 
42 injuries from at least 30 
separate blows when his body 
was found on a railway line at 
Walton. Merseyside, on Feb¬ 
ruary 14. a jury was told 
yesterday. 

Doctor Alan Williams, a 
pathologist, spent over an 
hour ai Preston Crown Court 
describing in detail the inju¬ 
ries suffered by the^vo=year- 
old. Death, he said, had been 
caused by multiple injuries- 

The jury was shown a 
number of objects taken from 
the place where James’s body 
was found by a group of boys. 
Among them was a cast-iron 
bar weighing 221b. which the 
prosecution alleges was used 
to strike James. 

One woman juror declined 
to hold the bar. another 
gasped when she felt its 
weight Other objects taken 
from the scene of the murder 
included 27 bloodstained 
bricks and stones. 

Two U-year-old boys deny 
abducting and murdering 
James and attempting to ab¬ 
duct another child. From the 
dock, they watched as the

The jury heard from more 
witnesses of James’s 2^-mile 
walk from a shopping centre 
in Bootle to the railway em¬ 
bankment in Walton where he 
died. A 15-year-old girl, identi¬

seeing two older boys with a 
child near an alleyway as she 
walked along Walton Lane 
with her father. She said the 
smaller of the two older boys 
was pushing the infant to¬ 
wards the edge of the road. 

When he saw Miss H, he 
picked up tile child and car¬ 
ried him horizontally in his 
arms through a gap leading to 
the embankment He was 
being carried like a baby 
across tile boy's body. She 
said the taller of the two boys 
had already begun to cUmb on 
to the embankment 

Mr Justice Morland. asked: 
“Could you see what state the 
little boy was in when he was 
carried?” 

Miss H replied: “1 could 
only hear laughter." 

Staff from a Walton video 


shop told the court that after 
the murder both the accused 
had behaved normally, watch¬ 
ing cartoons. They left the 
shop when the mother of Boy 
B found them there and shout¬ 
ed at them for “sagging" 
school (playing truant). 

Bey B’s mother had earlier 
reported her son missing. 
When he turned up she took 
him to Walton Lane police 
station in the hope that an 
officer there woultLgive him a__ 
good “telling off". 

Brenda Jeremy. 47. told the 
jury that five days after 
James'S death she had walked 
towards the embankment 
near where James was found 
and where flowers had been 
left in his memory. 

“I was walking down to lay 
some flowers and I saw A. He 
came alongside me and asked 
me where my daughter was. 1 
said she was at home and he 
walked with me to the 
embankment. 

“I laid my flowers and then 
A walked away, looking at 
other flowers that had already 
been put there". 

The trial continues. 


60 seamen rescued in storm

>IXTY seamen were winched 
o safety from a Latvian fac- 
ory ship off the coast of 
Jherland early yesterday in 
>ne of the biggest rescues 
indertaken by the coastguard. 

The Lunohods ran aground 
in a treacherous piece of 
oastline in force-ten gales. 
Seven vessels and two helicop¬ 
ers helped to rescue the crew, 
me of whom is in hospital 
offering from hypothermia. 

Lesley Snaith of Shetland 
o as [guard said conditions for 
he rescuers were extremely 
lazardous. “it could easily 
tave sone the other way. but 
ve were extremely lucky and 
nanaged to get everyone to 
afety." he said. It was 230am 
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when another vessel reported 
that the Lunohods. which is 
about 250ft long and has 
strengthened bows to negoti¬ 
ate ice. was jammed on rocks 
below 100ft cliffs on the island 
of Bressay. a mile and half 
southeast of Lerwick. 


An RAF helicopter, the Ler¬ 
wick lifeboat two tugs, three 
coastguard vessels aria a Roy¬ 
al Navy fisheries protection 
vessel were called out as well 
as the coastguard helicopter 
that finally rescued the crew. 

One seaman had taken to a 
liferaft and fallen into the sea, 
but be managed to scramble 
on to the rocks. He was pitied 
up by the helicopter and taken 
to hospital. The rescue was 
called off at 8am after the 
ship's captain declared all his 
crew safe. 

Mr. Snaith said: “There are 
dozens of factory ships an¬ 
chored off Shetland just now. 
Irs like another town. There 
are more people out there than 
in Lerwick."

Children no 
fools when 
it comes 
to spending

YOUNG children need les¬ 
sons in shopping rather than 
overprotective consumer regu¬ 
lation. a leading professor of 
psychology claims today. 

Children as young as eight 
can be sophisticated shoppers, 
according to Professor Adrian 
Fumham of University Coll¬ 
ege London. All they need is 
the right training from their 
parents. 

Professor Fumhamreport, 
published by the right-wing 
Sorial Affairs Unit, argues 
that children's expertise in 
shopping is underestimated. 
Many five-year-olds give accu¬ 
rate descriptions of their par¬ 
ents’ shopping habits. 

“The research evidence 
would appear to show that the 
' innocent, gullible, oonsumer- 
I behaviour-naive child is the 
t exception," foe report says. 
“The truth is that children in 
shops are not infantile. It is 
certain consumer protection¬ 
ists who like to infantilise 
them." 

Professor Fumham argues 
that further consumer regula¬ 
tion is likely to be counterpro¬ 
ductive. Parents have by far 
foe greatest influence on chil¬ 
dren's buying habits, and are 
foe normal targets of foe 
advertising campaigns com¬ 
monly thought to manipulate 
the young. 

A survey carried out in 
Northern Ireland showed that 
television advertising had lit¬ 
tle influence on nine- or ten- 
year-olds’ choice of Christinas 
presents. Children as young 
as she could distinguish be¬ 
tween programmes and 
commercials. 

Professor Fumham urges 
parents to encourage children 
to make their own spending 
derisions through a system of 
pocket money, and to explain 
the reasons for choosing one 
product over another.

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Architectural heritage 
being left to crumble

BRITAIN’S matchless heri¬ 
tage of historic buildings is 
being allowed to decay to the 
point where many will be 
beyond repair. The system 
devised to ensure their surviv¬ 
al. once the envy of the world, 
is endangered by lack of 
finance, lack of commitment 
by government and councils, 
and lack of the imagination 
needed to find new uses for 
buildings that have outlived 
their original purpose. 

The warning was given 
yesterday by English Heri¬ 
tage and the Buildings at Risk 
Trust which said that nearly 
a quarter of listed buildings in 
England were at risk from 
neglect or were vulnerable. 

Introducing English Heri¬ 
tage's annual report Jocelyn 
Stevens, its chairman, said 
that despite a 34 per cent 
increase in real terms be¬ 


tween 1984 and last year, 
government grant-in-aid fell 
far short of matching “the 
enormity of our mission”. 

In the report Mr Stevens 
said a survey last year 
showed 36,700 listed build¬ 
ings in England. 73 per cent 
of the total, were at risk from 
neglect, of which 2,400 were 
Grade I or Grade II. Another 
72350 (14.6 per cent) were 
vulnerable and needed urgent 
repairs. 

“Evidence was also becom¬ 
ing available of the public’s 
growing concern, in an in¬ 
creasingly violent and root¬ 
less society, about the 
condition of the historic envi¬ 
ronment in which so many of 
us live, work and choose to 
spend our leisure.” he says. 

That mood was confirmed 
in June by a Gallup poll, 
commissioned by the Prince 


of Wales'S office, which dis¬ 
closed that half of the popula¬ 
tion thought the government 
and councils should provide 
far more money to preserve 
buildings and ancient sites. 

Publication of die report 
coincided with a seminar in 
London organised by die 
Buildings at Risk Trust to 
draw attention to the urgent 
problem of neglected historic 
properties. The trust says that 
many owners are unwilling to 
undertake even minimal 
holding repairs to their prop¬ 
erties. Most councils are re¬ 
luctant to repair buildings 
themselves or to use their 
powers to compel owners be¬ 
cause of financial pressures. 

Alan Bemrose. the trust's 
secretary, said that although 
allowing listed buildings to 
decay was an offence, the law 
was rarely enforced. A notar 



ble exception was The Cres¬ 
cent in Buxton. Derbyshire, 
where the government sanc¬ 
tioned its compulsory pur¬ 
chase with a £1 million grant 
from the National Heritage 
Memorial Fund and provided 
a further El million to English 
Heritage for repairs. 

Some counrils did their best 
to see that historic properties 
were properly maintained but 
others, such as Hastings. East 
Sussex, and Christchurch, 
Dorset, were appalling. Mr - 
Bemrose said. 

Finding new uses for histor¬ 
ic buddings, the trust's main 
aim, was a form of recycling 
and. as such, should appeal to 
the “green" movement But 
that seemed “more concerned 
with trees, Sowers, ponds and 
little furry animals”.

Bar course not biased 
against black students

AN Enquiry into why 
black students on the Bar's 
vocational course suffered a 
failure rate nearly three times 
that of white students has 
found no conclusive evide nce 
of racial discrimination. It 
has. however, recommended 
that five students who failed 
part of their examinations be 
allowed to resit them because 
they suffered "disadvantage”. 

The findings are part of a

People’s treasure 
will have to stay put

THE idea that the Crown 
Jewels could in some way be 
sent back to their original 
owners was yesterday dis¬ 
missed as totally impractical 
by the Tower of London. 

Bob Melting, curator of toe 
Crown Jewels, said that die 
vast majority of the gems, 
more than 20,000 of which 
make up the collection, were 
either bought or given and 
have never been the subject of 
a dispute. 

Asked how Bemie Grant’s 
proposal could be put into 
effect. Mr Melting said: “How 
can you? Just because Bemie 
Grant says they belong to 
someone else? He’s no expert. 
Who would you give them 
bade to?" 

A spokeswoman for the 
Historic Royal Palaces at 
Hampton Court pointed out 
another difficulty. The Crown 
Jewels are not owned by the 
sovereign or parliament but 
by the people and could not be 
given away. 

“They are a bit like the gold 
in Fort Knox." she said. “John 
Major couldn’t make the deri¬ 
sion to give them away, nor 
could the Queen — it just 
couldn't be done, even if you 
are being theoretical about it" 

Mr Melting said die only 
one of the jewels with disput¬ 
ed ownership is the Koh-i- 
noor diamond, weighing 108 
carats, which is part of the 
Queen Mother’s crown made 
for her to wear at the corona¬ 


tion of her husband George VI 
in 1937. Ownership of the 
diamond, which was mined in 
India in 1565, is claimed by a 
number of countries includ¬ 
ing India. Pakistan and 
Bangladesh. 

Mr M dling said all the 
other gems, many of which 
came from South Africa, were 
either bought or were gifts and 
it would be impossible to 
know who to return them to. 

One example is die stone 
cut from the Cullinan dia¬ 
mond — the largest diamond 
ever found — which forms 
part of the Imperial State 
Crown and is the world’s most 
valuable single item of 
jewellery. 

The stone was given to King 
Edward VQ as a birthday 
present by the Transvaal gov¬ 
ernment in 1905 when South 
Africa was still part of the 
Empire. 

Other famous stones go 
back hundreds of years, well 
before the Empire. A sapphire 
also in the Imperial State 
Crown was worn as a ring by 
Edward the Confessor. 

Mr Melting dismissed the 
idea that die Crown Jewels 
were little more than die ill- 
gotten gains of a former 
empire. 

"I have certainly not seen 
anything that would suggest 
to me that all the gems in the 
crown jewels were stolen from 
various countries around the 
world," he said. 
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Philby’s widow to 
sell his papers

RUFINA Philby. the Rus¬ 
sian widow of Kim Philby. 
the British secret agent who 
spied for the Soviet Union, 
is to sell her late husband’s 
library and papers. 

Mrs Philby, who was the 
double agent’s fourth wife, 
is understood to be near to 
an agreement with 
Sotheby’s. However, the 
Kremlin might be unhappy 
about granting Mrs Philby 
an export licence. 

Students of the Cold War 
eagerly await the material. 
Rick Gekoski. the London 
book and manuscript deal¬ 
er who was invited by Mm 
Philby to see the papers, 
said; “They are very inter¬ 
esting. He names col¬ 
leagues from die KGB and 
there is detail on the KGB’s 
operational methods." 

Philby’s library consists 
of about 4.000 books. 
Among them are complete 
sets of John Le Carry’s spy 
novels and of Graham 
Greene’s books, signed by 
Greene, and some of J.RK- 


Tollden’s novels. There are 
none of the art books of his 
fellow traitor Anthony 
Blunt however. Philby was 
not a great art lover. 

The spy writer Chapman 
Pincher said that the Ros- 
sian authorities may inter¬ 
vene to prevent Mrs Philby 
selling die papers. He said: 
“If anything does get out it 
might be bard to trust it 
The same people are still in 
char ge at the KGB ... The 
issue is disinformation-” 

Mrs Philby tested the 
mar ket earlier this year 
when she sold the story of 
how Philby was recruited 
by die KGB while at Cam¬ 
bridge in the 1930s to a 
Sunday newspaper. 

Mrs Philby is not short of 
money. She has a spacious 
fiat a KGB pension and a 
dacha in the country. Most 
painful to her. perhaps, is 
the absence of the KGB

Grandparents may 
be asked to keep 
single mothers

A RETURN to Victorian fam¬ 
ily values, with grandparents 
looking after the children of 
their single offspring, is pro¬ 
posed in the Cabinet Office 
document which suggests a 
range of options designed to 
keep young single parents in 
the extended family home. 

Single parents aged 16 or 17 
can claim income support and 
get housing benefit, unlike 
other 16 and 17 year olds. 
Neither a teenage mother’s 
parents nor the parents of the 
child’s father are required to 
contribute. 

The document contrasts this 
wiih the situation in 
Germany, where parents and 
children are responsible for 
supporting each other 
throughout their lifetime. In 
Holland, a recent change in 
the law has made parents 
responsible for supporting 
their children up to the age of 
21 . 

The document suggests 
withdrawing income support 
from 16- and 17-year-old par¬ 
ents on the assumption that 
they are being supported by 
their parents who, if they are 
receiving benefits, would be 


able to claim for their children 
and grandchildren. The 
grandparents on the father's 
side, could also be made to. 
contribute. * 

The document notes, howev¬ 
er, that this would be highly 
controversial, raising ques-. 
dons about parental responsi¬ 
bility for other-young people, 

- and would, save less than £10 
million. It would also conflict 
with the concept of parental 
responsibility that underpins 
the Children Act- 

Single parents get higher 
benefits and priority for hous¬ 
ing but the document says 
there is “little clear evidence” 
that this acts as an incentive to 
young people to become preg¬ 
nant It says most are un¬ 
aware of the benefits they are 
entitled to before they become 
pregnant 

However, it suggests a 
range of options for curbing 
benefits, including limiting 
the amount paid to separated 
couples (to encourage them to 
stay together) or to single 
parents who continue to have 
children while on benefit It 
also proposes widening the 
gap between family credit 
paid to those in employment

and income support fo encour¬ 
age more single parents to 
seek work. 

It says single parents’ auto¬ 
matic right to ’ permanent 
housing could be ended. They 
would nave fo provide “much 
clearer evidence” that they 
could no longer live with their 
parents nor find accommoda¬ 
tion for themselves, and they 
would then be put up some¬ 
where only temporarily while 
they waited in the queue with 
other families for permanent 
housing. 

The move could be contro¬ 
versial, however, and would, 
achieve only a small reduction 
in the demand for council 
housing, the document says. 
In a comment, officials from 
the Welsh Office say that the 
pressure on single parents to 
remain living with their par¬ 
ents could increase family 
stress and domestic violence. 
“The risks and the possible 
costs of increasing levels of 
domestic violence need to be 
acknowledged," it says. 

Other proposals include im¬ 
proving sex education and 
providing better advice for 
single parents to help them get 
off benefits. 

The document says that 
work by the Lord Chancellor 
on divorce, aimed at keeping 
the door to reconciliation open 
throughout the process, would 
reduce die number of single 
parents in the long term. It 
says preliminary findings by 
Relate show 56 per cent of its 
clients say that counselling 
helped them to preserve their 
relationship. 

Help with the costs of 
childcare would enable more 
single parents to seek work 
but the document says this 
would either be expensive or 
complex fo administer and 
could not be afforded within 
current departmental 
budgets.

Lflley: considering limiting the amount of benefit paid to separated couples 
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Quality of care, not quantity, is deciding factor 


THE absence of a second parent 
does not make a family more prone 
to crime, die document says, in a 
rebuff to ministers who have sought 
to link lone parenthood with crimi¬ 
nality (Jeremy Laurance writes). 

Although die children of lone 
parents are more likely to offend, it is 
factors associated with lone parent¬ 
hood, such as poverty, which in¬ 
crease the likelihood of crime. 

Evidence shows that children's 
experience of family life, and their 
relationship with their parents, play 
a significant role in whether they 
offend. “It is the quality of care 


within the family that counts not 
whether it is given by one parent or 
two" 

However, the children of lone 
parents are more likely to be delin¬ 
quent and perform poorly at school 
and this is linked with poverty and 
the stress and discord caused fay 
divorce and separation. 

“Strong relationships between 
parents and children, with good 
communication, the use of firm, 
affectionate and consistent disci¬ 
pline. an interest in the children’s 
activities and schooling, and effect¬ 
ive supervision, can all increase the 


chance that the child will grow up to 
respect other people and foe law,” it 
says. 

This contrasts with remarks made 
by Michael Howard, the Home 
Secretary, at a fringe meeting at the 
Tory party conference. He sard: “The 
children born into these circum¬ 
stances learn to get their own way. 
Wrth few adult male role models 
around they are all too likely to 
succumb to peer pressure ... and 
emulate the most aggressive, the 


most rebellious boys in the neigh¬ 
bourhood.” Allegations that single 
mothers become pregnant to get a 
council bouse are also wide of die 
mark. The document says that a 
homeless person with a child has a 
right to be housed under current law 
but there is no evidence that this 
influences behaviour. 

However, the existing system does 
support single motherhood by giv¬ 
ing an entitlement to a separate 
home, file document says. It consid¬ 
ers tiie claim that single mothers 
collude with their parents to be 
“evicted" from the parental home to 


qualify for housing under the 
homelessness legislation. It says it is 
“dearly possible to work the system 
this way," but says there is “no direct 
evidence on the extent of such 
practices.” 

It says that because local authori¬ 
ties are required to give preference to 
homeless households among those 
waiting for a council house, the 
expected increase in the number of 
single women becoming pregnant 
over the rest of the decade will mean 
other families living in poor condi¬ 
tions will have to wait longer to be 
rehoused. 


BRITAIN’S record on lone 
parents is worse than other 
countries in Europe. Single¬ 
parent families account for 
nearly one in five of all 
families in the UK, more than 
any other European country 
except Sweden, and parents 
are younger and less likely to 
be in work than elsewhere. 

With about one million lone 
parents dependent on income 
support, the Cabinet Office 
document says that the “pri¬ 
mary objective” is to reduce 
the burden' on' public 
.. spending. 

It notes, however, that in 
B ritain fewer than half of lone 
parents are working com¬ 
pared with 90 per cent in Scan¬ 
dinavia, 80 per cent in Austria 
and almost 70 per cent in the 
United States. 

The growth in lone parent¬ 
hood is evident throughout the 
developed world and has “no 
apparent correlation with cul¬ 
tural. economic or religious 
differences”, the document 
says. Many countries provide 
more generous welfare bene¬ 
fits for single parents than the 
United Kingdom, but there is 
“no dear causal link" between 
those and the growth of lone 
parenthood. 

The benefit systems in other 
countries do however influ¬ 
ence the number of lone 
parents in work. In most 
countries lone parents are 
more likely to be in work than 
married women with children 
but in the UK, uniquely, the 
reverse is true. 

Better access fo child care 
and more liberal maternity 
allowances abroad lead to 
economic self-sufficiency, it 
says. 

In Britain the number of 
lone parents has risen by more 
than half since 1979. and that 
growth is expected to continue, 
but at a slower rate, because of 
a decline in the age group 16 to 
25. It is forecast to reach 1.7 
million by the end of the 
decade, of whom 1.4 million 
are expected to be claiming 
benefits worth nearly £5 bil¬ 
lion at today’s prices. 

The rise is attributed to foe 
decline in the popularity of 
marriage, the disappearance 
of the social stigma attached to 
having a baby outside wed¬ 
lock, and the postwar baby 
boom which caused a rise in 
the number of 16-to-25s during 
the 1980s. Young people are 
also now more likely to live on 
their own when relationships 
break down than fo return to 
their parents. 

Single parents include wid¬ 
ows and divorcees, but foe 
fastest growing group are the 
“single, never partnered", who 
account for more than a third 
of all lone parents. Although 



only 5 per cent of lone parent 
are teenagers, foe document 
says that a third became 
pregnant when under 20 and 
nine out of ten say their 
pregnancy was unplanned. 

The pregnancy rate among 
15- to 19-year-olds is one of thi 
highest in Europe and is seven 
times the rate in Holland. 
About 8.000 girls under 16 
become pregnant every year, 
including a quarter of those 
leaving care. A third end in 
abortion. 

The document notes the 
“dramatic reduction” in the 
teenage pregnancy rate in The 
Netherlands, which it attrib¬ 
utes to a “more open and 
tolerant attitude to sexual 
activity”, better health educa¬ 
tion and easier access to 
contraception and abortion. 

It says it is too soon to assess 

the effect of the reduction in 
the age of consent' to 12. 
introduced in The Nether¬ 
lands a couple of years ago, 
but says it is “difficult to see 
such a step being acceptable in 
this country”. 

The document gives a warn¬ 
ing that it might also "weaken 
sanctions against the sexual 
abuse of children”. A major 
effort is needed fo make set 
education in schools more 
effective, h says.

Duke to unlock time 
capsule secrets of 1893

THE Duke of Edinburgh will 
tomorrow unlock a time cap¬ 
sule buried a century ago by 
the Prince of Wales in the 
foundation stone of one of 
Britain’s oldest and best re¬ 
garded military think-tanks. 

The Royal United Services 
Institute for Defence Studies 
has invited the Duke fo open 
the bronze casket to launch a 
£3 million fund-raising cam¬ 
paign to rebuild its Whitehall 
headquarters and strengthen 
its academic programme. 

The embossed casket was 
buried amid Victorian pomp 
and ceremony in 1893 by the 
future King Edward VH. and 
celebrations continued most of 
the day. The casket was pre¬ 


sented by Sir George Chubb- 
the future Lord Hayter - who 
headed foe family firm of safe- 
makers and was a member of 
the RUSI council. The key was 
subsequently lost and a dupli¬ 
cate is being made. 

The Times, in a detailed 
account of the ceremony 100 
years ago, said the casket 
contained papers and coins. 
On that sunny June afternoon. 
Whitehall was thronged with 
sightseers when most of the 
royal family arrived for the 
ceremony in a striped canvas 
marquee. 

A century later, foe future 
looks assured for one of Eu¬ 
rope’s most enduring centres 
for military studies.

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Howard launches 
new offensive 
on ‘bail bandits’

POLICE and magistrates are 
to get extra powers aimed at 
preventing crime committed 
by people who re-offend after 
being released on ba£L For 
some suspects accused of seri¬ 
ous crimes, bail will be 
banned. 

Under a series of measures 
announced yesterday, victims 
of crime will be consulted 
about whether suspects 
should be allowed bail. 

A new power will give police 
the right to attach conditions 
to police bail, such as a curfew 
order or requirement that a 
suspect lives at a particular 
address. Officers will also 
have the power to arrest a 
suspect without a warrant for 
breach of police bail. 

Michael Howard, the home 
secretary, said the proposals 
were a “carefully targeted", 
approach designed to deal 
with cases in which he thought 
the public were at greatest 
risk. ’Those who offend on 
bail, so called bail bandits, 
must not be allowed to get 
away with it,” he said. 

He said that one in ten 
people on bail committed fur¬ 


ther offences, making a total of 
50,000 offences a year. There 
were 43,000 breaches of police 
bail a year. 

Police welcomed his propos¬ 
als, but there was a mixed 
reaction from magistrates and 
penal reform groups. They 
gave a warning mat more 
people would be jailed, which 
would worsen prison over¬ 
crowding. 

Police and staff from the 
Down Prosecution Service 
will be expected to find out 
what the victims of many 
crimes think about suspects 
being granted bail. The sys¬ 
tem will operate in the most 
serious cases such as sexual 
offences. 

Rosemary Thompson, vice 
chairman of the Magistrates 
Association, said last night 
that there was sense in taking 
a sounding about bail from 
the victim. But she added: “It 
must be made absolutely plain 
that the final decision rests 
with the court and that the 
victim's view will only be one 
of many considerations the 
court will take into account" 

The government intends to 


abolish bail for those charged 
with a serious offence such as 
rape or murder who have a 
previous conviction for the 
same crime. The presumption 
in favour of bailing suspects 
charged with serious indict¬ 
able offences allegedly com¬ 
mitted while on bail is to be 
removed. The proposals will 
form part of the Criminal 
Justice Act to be introduced in 
the next parliament 

Mr Howard was unable to 
put a figure on the increase in 
prison numbers as a result of 
restricting bail but he admit¬ 
ted die net effect would be 
significant 

Paul Cavadino, of the Nat¬ 
ional Association for the Care 
and Resettlement of Offend¬ 
ers. said that the measures 
concentrated heavily on rea¬ 
sons for refusing bail buz did 
nothing to deal with die scan¬ 
dal of thousands of people 
unnecessarily remanded in 
custody every year. 

Sixty thousand people are 
remanded in custody each 
year, about 60 per cent of 
which are acquitted or given 
mm-custodial sentences. 
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Chancellor 
and Iilley 
close to 
VAT deal

KENNETH Clarke and Pner 
LUley were reported to have 
made good progress yesterday 
in their efforts to reach a deal 
over compensation for VAT on 
fuel. 

Whitehall officials con¬ 
firmed after a Downing Street 
encounter between the two 
ministers, chaired by the 
prime minister, that the gov¬ 
ernment was on schedule to 
announce the package in the 
Budget on November 30. 

However, it was disclosed 
that it was unlikely that the 
matter would go before the 
cabinet at its weekly meeting 
tomorrow. The cautious atti¬ 
tude in Whitehall suggested 
there is still some way to go 
before the final deal is settled, 
although it was not dear 
whether a further meeting 
would be required. 

TTie confirmation that the 
announcement would come in 
the Budget again fuelled ex¬ 
pectations among MF5 that 
the package could be tied to a 
decision by Mr Darke to 
bring in VAT on fuel in one 
instalment rather than two. 

Mr Darke is being urged by 
senior backbenchers to go for 
a “single whammy", introduc¬ 
ing the tax at 175 per cent on 
April 1 but bringing forward 
generous compensation to 
ease the pain. 

That could explain the ap¬ 
parently slow pace of delibera¬ 
tions on the compensation 
package. If the package were 
tied to a Budget announce¬ 
ment on the VAT rate, the first 
the cabinet might hear of it is 
on the morning of November 
30 when members are briefed 
on the contents by Mr Clarke. 

□ David Widdowson. former 
diairman of the Millfield and 
East Brauns tone branch of the 
Blaby Conservative Associ¬ 
ation in Leicestershire, has 
joined the Labour party in 
protest at John Major's leader¬ 
ship and the imposition of 
VAT oti domestic fuel. 

Mr Widdowson. 49, had 
been the association's chair¬ 
man for two years until he 
resigned last month. In a letter 
to the Labour party, released 
by Harriet Harman, shadow 
Treasury chief secretary, he 
said that VAT on fuel was 
being imposed “without care 
or conscience" about the effect 
on the sick and the elderly. 

Mr Widdowson said he had 
been impressed with John 
Smith’s stand at the Labour 
party conference. “Clearly he 
has tiie courage and vision 
necessary to lead Britain." He 
was joining the Labour party 
“to assist in their fight against 
this cruel and incompetent 
government".

Response to 
disasters 
criticised

THE government has been 
castigated for its slow re¬ 
sponse to appeals for aid in 
international disasters. 

It took two months to 
respond to requests for food 
aid during the 1991 Ethiopian 
famine and as long as three 
months to organise shipment 
to the affected areas, the 
National Audit Office said. 

Its report examined the 
response of the government’s 
Overseas Development Ad¬ 
ministration (ODA) to 150 
recent disasters. 

While it praised the speed 
of reaction in the aftermath of 
sudden disasters, it found the 
response in slower developing 
crises such as droughts 
“variable”. 

During the Ethiopian oper¬ 
ation. the average response 
time was 24 days, while the 
longest delay was an 83-day 
response to a Save the Child¬ 
ren Fund request for a survey 
in the Ogaden region. The 
longest delay on a request for 
food aid was 62 days.

Islam sheds its image as 
purely Eastern religion

ISLAM is winning converts in 
the industrial world because 
of its ability to adapt to 
Western life and shed its 
outdated image as a purely 
Eastern religion. That is the 
conclusion of academics 
studying the rise a! Islam in 
the West 

Dr Graham Speake, of die 
Oxford Centre for Islamic 
Studies, says Islam is not an 
East-West issue. “That sug¬ 
gests an ‘us and them* atti¬ 
tude, which in these days of 
integrated society is no longer 
really applicable. Islam, with 
Judaism and Christianity, is 
one of the great monotheistic 
faiths. They all share a great 
deal and have a lot to offer 
each other. 

“Those of us who believe in 
any one of the three have come 
to realise that they are all 
equally valid and equally to be 
valued. So many of us have 
members of another faith liv¬ 
ing next door.” 

Asaf Hussein, tutor in race 
education at the Open Univer¬ 
sity. says Islam gives western¬ 
ers a rare voice about the 




problems in their own society: 
“If they want a faith which 
gives them a participatory and 
active role, the choice is Islam. 
It places a very strong empha¬ 
sis on social justice and em¬ 
powers westerners to say: 
This is not cor¬ 
rect’." Converts 
highlight the ap¬ 
plicability of Is¬ 
lam. Nouria, 36, 
who converted in 
1974. says: “It is 
always consid¬ 
ered to be a reli¬ 
gion of the Third 
World, of brown 
people, of Arabs. 

But Is lam en¬ 
courages the 

races to unite by _ 

allowing for the 
differences in culture: the food, 
the customs, the different 
ways of wearing Islamic 
dress. Malaysians are very 
quiet and delicate in their 
movements; Nigerians can be 
very loud and relaxed.” 





Islam's adaptability is most 
obvious in die varieties of 
Muslim chess. At a recent 
British conference for new 
Muslims there was only one 
chador in sight A woman 
from rural Ireland wore a long 
sweater and a 
wool hat the 
English had kept 
their Laura Ash¬ 
ley skirts and 
silk scarves, 
Scots appeared 
in kilts and bag¬ 
gy tartan trou¬ 
sers.-There was a 
range of accents 
to match. 

“The idea now 
is for new Mus- 

_ lims to realise 

that they don’t 
have m renounce their En- 
glishness. or whatever they 
are," Maimuna, 39, a London¬ 
er who converted in the early 
severities, says. 

She contrasts the new em¬ 
phasis on the flexibility of 


Islam with die fever-pitch 
conformity of the previous 
generation. “I have never met 
any bom Muslim women who 
have said. T want to be 
downtrodden.* But some of die 
very early converts did, they 
wanted to be martyrs. 

“Some other groups were 
very rigid and sincere with a 
strict rule book. They didn't 
believe in medicine or regis¬ 
tration of marriage or putting 
the heating on in winter. They 
have mellowed now; none of 
than kept that pace of 
freneticness." 

Many westerners are initial¬ 
ly attracted by aspects of 
Islamic culture; they rite the 
design of the mosques, the call 
to prayer and the beauty of the 
Arabic languages. 

“Arabic is very musical, a 
wonderful language for ex¬ 
pressing spiritual things," 
Emira Topham says. “Saying 
'Praise be to God* is much 
nicer in Arabic than English. I 
don’t think you can Anglicise 
everything." But new Mus¬ 
lims are selective. As far as 
possible they incorporate Is-

“WHEN I had my first baby 
people said I was tying myself 
down, but I didn’t see it like 
that For me it was liberating;

Emira (formerly Emma) 
Topham converted to Islam 
last month after being con¬ 
vinced by its emphasis on 
family values. Aged 26. she 
lives with her husband, three 
sons and five stepchildren in 
Swindon. Wiltshire. She was 
introduced to Islam in 1988 on 
a two-week trip to Morocco, at 
the end of die first year of a 
degree course in fine art 

Islamic an captivated her 
“It was very strong and fresh, 
not just a superficial cover¬ 
ing ;.” She acquired some Mus¬ 
lim hosts and app reciate d 
their tolerance, being bald and 
dressed in skimpy shorts. 

The holiday was a turning 
point, academically and spiri¬ 
tually. Emira’s first year at 
college had coincided with a 
personal crisis brought on by 
unsettled childhood, during 
which she was transferred 
between countries, parents 
and grandparents. Site arri¬ 
ved at college unprepared for 
coping alone, consumed with 
anger and unable to paint. 

At the end of foe first year 
she had no money, nowhere to 
live and was about to be 
kicked off her course. “I derid¬ 
ed my relationship with my 
boy friend was based purely 
on sex and ended it by shaving 
off my hair. I was quite 
suicidal. The only thing that 
kept foe lid on that was a lot of 
hashish and alcohol.

She and Rasjid married 
but he never suggested that 
she convert; his own forth had 
taken a battering during the 
breakdown of his first 
marriage. 

Family life was the deriding 
factor for Emira, who wel¬ 
comed foe value that Islam 
places on motherhood. She 
formally converted last month 
at foe mosque in Regent's 
Park. London, a process that 
“married up the inside and 
outside” arid also benefited 
her family. “It changed some¬ 
thing very positively for me 
and Rasjid. It creates more of 
a unity and makes it easier to 
establish Islamic guidelines in 
the home." 

Wearing foe hijab (scarf) 
brought “tremendous free¬ 
dom": she compares it to 
shaving off her hair. “When 
you’re bald people who would 
have been interested in you 
will be interested anyway. You 
fed more vulnerable but more 
opai. and nicer to people."

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East German state 
supplied suspect 
blood to Red Cross

THE German Red Cross re¬ 
ceived unchecked blood and 
plasma products from the 
East German state during the 
1980s. according to documents 
in the Stasi secret police ar¬ 
chives. The revelations, to be 
aired in a television pro¬ 
gramme today, provide a fur¬ 
ther spin to Germany’s Aids 
scandal. 

As the ripples of fear spread 
throughout Europe. Italy said 
yesterday that it was investi¬ 
gating suspected Mafia traf¬ 
ficking in potentially Aids- 
contaminated blood supplies, 
after pressure groups ques¬ 
tioned official assurances that 
everything had been done to 
make transfusions in the 
country injection bee. 

In Germany, it was initially 
believed that the suspect blood 
and plasma originated only 
from the company UB Plas¬ 
ma, which has been dosed 
down pending criminal inves- 
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■ The German blood scandal is 
widening. It now emerges that untested 
blood products from East Germany 
entered the Western distribution system 


tigations against four of its 
employees. UB Plasma dis¬ 
tributed blood, much of it 
inadequately tested, and some 
of it gathered from chug 
addicts and other high-risk 
Aids groups, to 60 hospitals in 
Germany and Europe. 

Now it seems that other 
tainted blood may have en¬ 
tered Germany's blood distri¬ 
bution system. According to 
researchers for the Vox tele¬ 
vision channel, various blood 
products — not tested for Aids 
— were supplied to the Bavar¬ 
ian Red Cross by die East 
German state. At least part of 
die donation came from pris¬ 
oners in a high-security East 
German fail. 

Yesterday die Bavarian Red 
Cross admitted buying whole- 
blood donations from the East 
but denied importing plasma. 


The contract with the East 
Germans was scrapped when 
two samples were found to be 
HTV-poshive. How much 
Wood had been passed on 
before the virus was discov¬ 
ered is not known. 

A key figure in the sale of 
East German blood appears to 
have been Alexander SchaOc- 
Golodowski. who functioned 
as East Germany's chief hard 
currency dealer, striking 
agreements on a whole range 
of goods including arms.

HUMAN brings are not 
the only ones having prob¬ 
lems with German unifica¬ 
tion: so are the zoo animals 
of west and east Berlin. 

The merger of the zoos of 
foe two parts of the city, 
coming four years after foe 
fell of the Berlin Waff is 
being regarded by Ger¬ 
mans as a metaphor for the 
difficult fusion of the two 
German states. The West 
Berlin zoo covers 84 acres 
in the middle of the city and 
contains. 14,000 animals. 
East Berlin zoo is much 
larger — 400 acres — much 
less profitable and contains 
fewer animate To save 
money it was decided to 
concentrate the Berlin zoo 
in the west and leave the 
eastern zoo as a deer park. 

East Berliners saw foe 
move as a fresh symptom of 
colonisation by west Ger¬ 
mans. Ilona Albert who is 
a leading campaigner 
against the merger, recently 
circul ated an open protest 
letter to European zoo¬ 
keepers. In ft she said: The 

e ast B erliners cannot un¬ 
derstand how a conclave of 
13 west Berliners can deride 

to deport our reptiles... it’s 
like a nch child demanding 
a colourful marble from a 
poor child." 

The monkeys have been 


moved to foe western zoo 
and are by some accounts 
deeply unhappy: it is far 
more crowded- The most 
sensitive part of the merger 
is the snake and reptile 
section. East Berliners have 
started a campaign under 
foe banner “Save Our 
Snakes". Some 30,000 
people have already signed 
apriition. 

The 170 poisonous 
snakes were reared in a 
serum factory in Dresden 
— where their venom was 
milked — but were later 
transferred to East Berlin 
and made up foe biggest 
snake pit in Europe. It had 
become traditional for lov¬ 
ers to meet in front of foe 
snakes. 

A west Berliner has now 
taken over foe running of 
foe east Berlin zoo until foe 
merger is complete. The zoo 
restaurant is being man¬ 
aged by foe German priva¬ 
tisation agency. More than 
150 east Berliners have 
been dismissed and the 
remaining 300 workers 
have to clock in as if they 
were employed in a factory. 

That, for east Berliners, is 
a s ummar y of the unifica¬ 
tion process. The new 
Germany may not have a 
wall any more, but it does 
have cages.

The constitution also forbids 
censorship and guarantees the 
freedom of the press in spite of 
the recent dampdown ordered 
by Mr Yeltsin on opposition 
newspapers. It allows Rus¬ 
sians to travel abroad as a 
right, and says the govern¬ 
ment may not exDe them, turn 
them over to a foreign govern¬ 
ment or deprive them of their 
citizenship. It also promises 
citizens freedom of movement 
within Russia, but does not 
remove the tight residence 
restrictions many big cities 
impose on outsiders. 

Mr Yeltsin said on tele¬ 
vision that the constitution 
would bring order into the 
chaos of everyday life in 
Russia, but not, he added, "the 
terrible repressive order of 
Stalin’s camps". 

He said the charter would 
set out a new relationship 
between the organs of govern¬ 
ment and prevail another 
confrontation between any 
newly elected parliament and 
the government 

Much of the new constitu¬ 
tion enshrines changes al¬ 
ready enacted by decree or 
legislation. It allows citizens to 
buy and sell land, a key 
reform that Mr Yeltsin had 
difficulty getting through the 
former parliament 

The draft also promises that 
Russia’s central bank will be 
independent and be able to 
determine the money supply 
without pressure from parlia¬ 
ment which had overseen the 
bank and insisted on huge 
credits for industry, thus fuel¬ 
ling inflation. The draft said 
the stability of the rouble was 
the bank's fundamental task. 

Considerable powers are re¬ 
served for the president in an 
emergency, but the constitu¬ 
tion is vague an their scope. 
Mr Yeltsm said that “m excep¬ 
tional circumstances, the pres¬ 
ident has the right to dissolve 
the State Duma (proposed 
lower house) and parliament 
the right to remove the presi¬ 
dent from his duties."

THREE children and their 
teacher were killed in Saraje¬ 
vo yesterday when a mortar 
shell exploded in the entrance 
to a school and sprayed 
shrapnel into a classroom of 
about 20 children aged 
betwen seven and ten. 

The school, an ok! clothing 
shop in a neighborhood of 
high-rise flats, is only a few 
hundred yards from a French 
United Nations base. The 
shell appeared to come from 
the Serb-held suburb of 
Lukavica. A month ago 
Danielle Mitterrand, the 
French president’s wife, had 
visited the school. 

Two other shells hit the 
western suburb, Alipasino 
POlje. at the same time, injur¬ 
ing more residents. By the 
afternoon seven people had 
been killed and 40 wounded 
in several mortar and artil¬ 
lery attacks around the city. 
Residents had been taking 
advantage of the calm to 
queue for water and food or 
forage for wood. 

At Sarajevo's State Hospi¬ 
tal, where many of the 
wounded were brought, a 
young mother sat on the curb 
outside the emergency room, 
her face in her hands, holding 
two yellow and green chil¬ 


dren’s school backpacks. Not 
far away, about 200 ethnic 
Serb women, children and 
elderly waited at the bumt- 
out bus station to be evacuat¬ 
ed from the diy. 

Late in the morning the 
evacuation was cancelled by 
the Bosnian government ap¬ 
parently in response to the 
seizure by Serbs of two Croats 
from a religious delegation on 
Monday. The Croats, security 
guards for Bosnia’s Catholic 
bishop, and two priests, trav¬ 
elling in a convoy of three UN 
armoured personnel carriers, 
were going to Yares to reas¬ 
sure local Croats that they 
would be safe in territory 
controlled by the mostly Mus¬ 
lim Bosnian government The 
convoy was captured just 
outside of Sarajevo. 

ThorvaJd Stoltenberg. the 
UN mediator in the peace 
rants an former Yugoslavia, 
who was in Sarajevo yester¬ 
day. intervened with the rebel 
Serb authorities on behalf of 
the two Croats, who were 
being held in a police station 
outside Sarajevo.

France and Germany float deal on Serbia sanctions

THE carrot appears to have re¬ 
placed the stick iii the international 
community’s attempts to end the 
war in Bosnia. 

France and Germany have sug¬ 
gested that sanctions against Serbia 
could be eased if the Sobs give up a 
small amount of Bosnian territory 
to Muslims as part of a peace 
package. The remarkable aspect of 
the proposal, mooted at a European 
Community foreign ministers’meet¬ 
ing in Brussels on Monday, is that

signals that might be construed as 
cantitialory to Belgrade. Hie Serbi¬ 
an press gave widespread coverage 
to the proposal yesterday, indicating 
that there was light at the end of the 
tunnel for the sanctionshammered 
economy. 

It seems that the West is now 
casting around for any viable initia¬ 
tive that might bring peace before 
win ter and the Bosnian foes become 
even more entrenched. 

Alain Juppt and Klaus KinkeJ, 
the French and German foreign 


ministers, made their proposal in a 
letter to the Belgian presidency of 
die EC "The Serbian side will only 
show the necessary territorial flexi¬ 
bility if it is assured that United 
Nations sanctions will be gradually 
lifted in exchange for real progress 
in the implementation of the peace 
plan in Bosnia." 

The Bosnian government turned 
down a peace agreement two 
months ago arguing drat It offered 
them insufficient territory. Its de¬ 
mand for a further three per cent of 


Bosnian territory was rejected by 
the Bosnian Serbs and it is this land 
that is at the heart of the Franco- 
German proposal. However, it is 
not known if such a deal would now 
be acceptable to the Muslim-led 
Bosnian government whose troops 
have made gains in central 
Bosnia Behind-the-scenes talks be¬ 
tween the factions are believed to 
have yielded no progress. 

The West’s attitude towards sanc¬ 
tions has also changed since they 
were imposed nearfy 18 months ago, 
because, at that time. Serbia was 
seen effectively as the only villain of 
foe peace. Since foot Croatia has 
been strongly criticised for failing to 
stop Bosnian Croat troops turning 
against Muslim forces in Bosnia. 

Nonetheless. foe Franco-German 


initiative will face strong scrutiny 
when it is discussed by Nato 
ambassadors meeting in Brussels 
today. The plan is foe first sign that 
Western allies could soften their 
policy of isolating Serbia. At the 
meeting in Brussels on Monday, the 
foreign ministers agreed to recon¬ 
vene in Luxembourg in two weeks 
to spend an entire morning discuss¬ 
ing die war in the former 
Yugoslavia.

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Election of first woman MP adds to humiliation of anti-Israel radicals 


Muslim hardliners 
suffer severe jolt 
in Jordanian poll

THE result of Jordan’s gener¬ 
al election has not only in¬ 
creased chances for Middle 
East peace, but proved a 
severe setback for Islamic 
fundamentalists. 

The radical Islamic Action 
Front's representation in the 
80-seat lower house of parlia¬ 
ment was cut from 22 to 16. At 
the same time, Jordan's first 
woman MP. Toujan al-Faisal, 
was elected despite the violent 
opposition of Islamic groups 
to women playing any part in 
political life. 

Mrs ai-FaisaL 44. defied 
death threats and attempts to 
wreck her family life in an 
unexpected victory, which was 
a boost to the cause of wom¬ 
en's rights all over the Arab 
world. Since she stood unsuc¬ 
cessfully for parliament four 
years ago, Mrs al-FaisaJ has 
received countless death 
threats. Fundamentalists de¬ 
clared her an apostate and 
tried unsuccessfully to per¬ 
suade a court to annul her 
marriage and grant immunity 
to anyone shedding her blood. 

The former television pre¬ 
senter was one of only three 
women competing against 535 
men and die only one to 
succeed. She took one of the 
three seats that are earmarked 
for Circassian Muslims who 
moved from the Caucasus a 
century ago. To get into 
parliament without the back¬ 
ing of a tribe or a party and 
with little financial means has 
definitely shown a drastic 


change in attitudes, in people's 
maturity over the past four 
years," Mrs al-Faisal said. “A 
lot is awaiting me. especially 
since I am going to be the only 
woman in the house and 
everyone is going to keep me 
under microscopic exami¬ 
nation.’’ As well as being a 
triumph for moderation, the 
kingdom’s first multi-party

Arafat accuses Syria of harbouring anti-peace extremists

YASSIR Arafat tbe Palestine Liber¬ 
ation Organisation chairman, ac¬ 
cused Syria yesterday of “giving a 
free hand” to extremists and fanati¬ 
cal groups opposed to foe Middle 
East peace agreement 
Mr Arafat told the foreign rela¬ 
tions commission of tbe Belgian 
parliament that President Assad was 
"not against the agreement and not 
with the agreemenL But at foe same 
time he's giving a free hand to the 
opposition ... fanatical groups and 


all extremists.” The PLO leader, in 
Brussels for a two-day visit to win 
support for the occupied territories, 
said be was opposed to outside 
interference in the Palestinian prob¬ 
lem. “We accept opposition within 
the Palestinian field but not from 
outside," he declared, in an apparent 
reference to Syria. 

He said earlier that he had won 
support from foe European Com¬ 
munity for foe idea of an internation¬ 
al force in the Israeli-occupied 
t errito ries to assist Palestinians in 
their transition to self-rule. “We got a 


positive response.” be said after a 
breakfast meeting with Willy Claes, 
the foreign minister of Belgium, 
which holds the EC presidency. 

The main aim of Mr ArafafS visit 
to Brussels, with leading Palestin¬ 
ians such as Hanan Ashrawi, the 
peace negotiator, is to win financial 
and political support for Palestin¬ 
ians in tiie occupied territories, 
particularly the Gaza Strip and foe 
West Bank town of Jericho.

Charles Pasqua, foe hard¬ 
line interior minister, order¬ 
ed hundreds of anti-terrorist 
police to flats, bookshops 
and offices just before dawn, 
and warned militant funda¬ 
mentalists in France not to

the French state". The aim 
was to dismantle the FAF 
(Algerian Brotherhood in 
France), said fry police to be a 
network of the Islamic Sal¬ 
vation Front (FIS), waging a 
bloody rebellion against the 
Algerian authorities. 

Moussa Kraouche, 34. foe 
FAF leader, said, before he 
was arrested: "Charles 
Pasqua does not frighten me. 
1 am only asking him to be 
realistic France must stop 
interfering in Algerian af¬ 
fairs."

Saddam 
‘gassed 
Arabs

ALLEGATIONS grew yester¬ 
day that President Saddam 
Hussein has again flouted 
international law by using 
chemical weapons against 
people living in the southern 
marshlands of Iraq. 

Two Iraqi opposition 
groups have separately com¬ 
piled derails of attacks they 
say took place in tbe Hammar 
marsh region of Basra in 
September. Saddam then 
ordered tbe area to be sprayed 
with more chemicals to try to 
obliterate traces at the attack, 
one group said yesterday. 

The United Nations is con¬ 
sidering whether to send ex- 
pals to investigate. Officials 
are sceptical about tiie claims 
in the light of Iraq’s efforts to 
get sanctions lifted. 

Dr Hussein Shahristani. 
formerly Iraq’S leading nu¬ 
clear scientist and founder of 
Gulf War Victims, an indepen¬ 
dent research group, has held 
a month-long enquiry into the 
reported attack in September. 
He is in London this week to 
urge Britain to seek a full UN 
investigation. 

The Suprene Council of the 
Islamic Revolution in Iraq, 
another opposition organis¬ 
ation. announced yesterday 
that it also had evidence of 
chemical weapons raids (»i the 
marshes in September, fol¬ 
lowed by the attempt to dean 
up the region last month. 

The lifting of sanctions will 
be debated on November 19 
during a review of the work of 
the UN'S special commission 
on Iraq. The Foreign Office 
said it was taking the opposi¬ 
tion reports seriously.

Christopher critics 
see sacked black

CLIFTON Wharton, the most 
senior member of the Clinton 
administration to be sacked, 
has expressed bitterness at the 
way he was removed as depu¬ 
ty Secretary of State, and it 
seemed possible yesterday 
that his dismissal would cause 
as many problems as it solved. 

Some congressmen suggest¬ 
ed that Warren Christopher, 
the Secretary of State, had 
made Dr Wharton the scape¬ 
goat for his own widely criti¬ 
cised conduct of foreign policy. 
Mr Christopher should "look 
in the mirror. He is the major 
part of a severe problem in the 
administration," said Frank 
McCloskey, a Democratic con¬ 
gressman who demanded the 
secretary’s resignation last 
month. The Congressional 
Black Caucus was expected to 
discuss the treatment of Dr 
Wharton, one of the adminis¬ 
tration's most senior black 
officials, today. The caucus is 
already upset with President 
Clinton over his abandonment 
earlier this year of Lani 
Gumier, his controversial 
black nominee for a top rivil 
rights post 

State Department officials 
countered that Mr Christo¬ 
pher was disappointed by Dr 
Wharton’s performance and 
badly needed a dependable 


and experienced foreign ser¬ 
vice veteran as his second-in- 
command. They insisted that 
the dismissal had nothing to 
do with recent embarrass¬ 
ments over Bosnia, Somalia 
and Haiti. Dr Wharton, with 
little previous foreign policy 
experience and primarily an 
administrator, was charged 
with reorganising the depart¬ 
ment and had not been in¬ 
volved in policy-making. 

Mr Christopher told Mr 
Clinton last month that he 
wished to replace Dr Whar¬ 
ton, but wanted him to stay till

the new year so a suitable 
replacement could be found. 
Dr Wharton himself forced

functional constituencies. But 
Britain suspects this was an 
attempt to influence today’s 
cabinet meeting. 

The governor will probably 
say that unless there is a 
rapid follow-up of this Chinese 
flexibility, the hint was a pipy.

A new battle

Are the differences between men 
and women all in the mind? 


W omen’s brains work 

harder, an American 
researcher has con¬ 
cluded. She joins an infamous 
company of those who have 
had the nerve to insist that 
there are gender differences in 
the way the brains of men and 
women function.

Cam¬ 
illa Benbow, of Iowa State 
University, who has studied 
differences in mathematical 
ability, declared a couple of 
years ago: “After IS years of 
looking tor an environmental 
explanation and getting zero 
results. I gave up." 

Doreen Kimura. of the 
U ni vers it y of Western Ontar¬ 
io. showed in her laboratory 
that boys as young as three are 
better at hitting and catching 
balls than are girls. On the 
other hand, girls are more ver¬ 
bally fluent, master languages 
better, can . memorise land¬ 
marks from aroute better than 
men. and are more sldlftil at 
some manual tasks.' 

. '■ On the other hand;' Janet 
Hyde, of the University of 
Wisconsin, looked at one of the 
Strongest sexual stereotypes — 
that women are less good than 
men at maths — and found it 
to be untrue. "The difference 
in maths ability between men 
and women is so close to zero 
right now that we should con¬ 
sider it zero." she told The 
Washington Post. Looking at 
the scores in maths tests of 
four million American high 
school students, she found 
no overall difference at all

A ssuming that the differ¬ 
ences are real, from 
where do they arise? 
When in doubt, biologists 
invariably turn to Darwin, 
and some have hypothesised 
that die differences we see 
today are mere echoes of an 
evolutionary past.

She is 
beautiful, sexy and intelligent, 
and about to star as Scarlett 
O’Hara in the television se¬ 
quel to Gone with the Wind, 
Vivien Leigh, the screen's 
definitive spoilt bitch in the 
1939 adaptation of Margaret 
Mitchell's epic novel, had won 
Olivier's heart even before the 
film went into production. 
After she played Scarlett, half 
the world wanted her. 

For Whalley-Kilmer, wed 
not to a giant of the stage but to 
VaJ Kilmer, a junior member 
of what was called Holly¬ 
wood^ brat pack, the prospect 
must be intoxicating. The 
plumber's daughter from 
Stockport, who once ran her 
hand seductively up Michael 
Gambon’s thigh in The Sing¬ 
ing Detective, is set for the 
kind of stardom that should 
catapult her from the second 
division of leading ladies into 
the top flight, alongside Debra 
Winger.

the prequel — spent a year, 
and nearly a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion pounds, scouring Europe 
and America for his perfect 
leading lady. MGM did much 
the same in 1935, coming up 
with Vivien Leigh when film¬ 
ing was already scheduled 
to start 


T here, though, the 
similarities end. 
Scarlett . a follow-up 
to the original, set in 
toe aftermath of war. is to be a 
£30 million mini-series. It wfll 
certainly be more explicit, al¬ 
though surely no more siz¬ 
zling, than the Leigh-G able 
version, and more rooted in 
die concerns of today. This 
means its female lead must be 
prepared to expose rather 
more than a shoulder and to 


express dearly what it is she 
expects from a man in the bed¬ 
room. And in this, Whalley- 
Kilmer has a track record 
notiiing short of extensive. 

In Scandal . the story of 
Christine Keeler, she played 
the part of & high-class tart 
with a verve that never de¬ 
tracted from die fact that here 
was someone being used and 
exploited as well as using and 
exploiting. Haying the role of 
Nurse MAls in Dennis Potter's 
The Singing Detective, she 
acted out every male patient's 
fantasy as she gave psoriasis- 
ridden Gambon an intolerably 
sensuous massage. Later, she 
was a blistering Lulu on the 
London stage, then a gun- 
toting strippogram girl in 
Navy SEALS, in which she 
starred opposite Charlie 
Sheen, a former lover. 

Significantly, perhaps, 
Leigh was as explicit in her 
priva t e life and demands as 
WhaDey-Kflmer has ever been 
on screen. “Larry doesn’t 
know the meaning of too 
much," she is said to have 
scornfully told actor friends of 
Oliviert sexual prowess. 
Whether her successor can 
bring tiie earthiness and ten¬ 
sion of such real-life sexual 
energy to the recreated 
Scarlett without descending 
into mere soft pom is the real 


test for her and her American 
production team. 

Leigh, famously, was also 
much less in oontrol than 
Whalley-Kilmer is likely to be. 
In A Streetcar Named Desire, 
in which Leigh played the part 
of Blanche to critical acclaim 
in 1949, she portrayed a 
woman described by Tennes¬ 
see Williams as “a demonic 
creature; the size of her feeling 
was too great for her to contain 
without the escape to mad¬ 
ness". 

Prophetic words. Whalley- 
Kilmer is by all accounts a 
sane and happy professional. 
To get inside the part -of 
Scarlett O'Hara, she win have 
fo summon the ghost of Vivien 
Leigh and recall how her inner 
torment inspired a perfor¬ 
mance that has . lasted, un¬ 
blemished. for more than half 
a century. A hard act to follow. 


J amie is a charming nine- 
year-old, with innocent 
blue eyes and tufty blond 
hair. He loves to run around 
tbe playground holding mock 
gun battles in games of 
“Rambo”.

“(Jamie) carries our house¬ 
breaking tools because if the 
cops stop us they wouldn’t 
think to search someone so 
young," says his friend Gary 
(not his real name) aged 15, 
who has experimented with 
Ecstasy, LSD and crack 
cocaine. 

When you ask Jamie wheth¬ 
er many children his age 
smoke drugs, he answers by 
reeling off a list of names from 
his school class of nine and 
ten-year-olds. 

There has been no national 
survey on the extent of drug 
abuse among children of 
Jamie’s age. However, the 
results of a new survey from a 
London borough leaked to 
Channel 4*5 Dispatches pro¬ 
gramme suggest that one child 
m 19 of his age has experi¬ 
mented with drugs. 

The results of an annual 
survey of more titan 20.000 
children aged 11 to 15. carried 
out by Exeter University, 
shows that drug-taking 
among this age group has 
doubled over the past three 
years. One in 12 of those 
questioned last year said they 
had used drugs, against one in 
21 in 1989. 

Cohn Cripps, a drugs work¬ 
er in Newham, east London, 
who runs drug prevention 
workshops in local schools, 
says: “The picture I’m getting

is that many children first 
become aware of drugs at the 
age of eight They can tell you 
how to roll a splift how to take 
aerosols and all the different 
street names for drugs.” 

A major concent is that 
young children will move on 
from experimenting with soft 
drugs to becoming addicted to 
hard drugs. Ranjit (not her 
real name) is a 14-year-old 
Asian girl who first started

smoking cannabis. at eight, 
when she found buns left in an 
ashtray. “It was wicked," she 
says remembering her first 
feeling on smoking the drug. 
“I just warned more." 

At ten years old she tried 
crack at a friend's house and 
became hooked. At the height 
of her addiction she was 
spending more than £500 a 
week of her mothers savings 
to maintain ber habit 

Earlier this year, Ranjit 
gave up drugs and is training 
to be a youth drugs counsellor. 
Drug-taking was not consid¬ 
ered abnormal among her 
class mates, she says. 

Under die national curricu¬ 
lum, many children will be 
told about drags only in their 
science dass. where teachers 
are merely advised to give 
details about the physiological 
effects. 

In 1990, the government 
introduced local authority 
grants for health education co¬ 
ordinators. who advise schools 
on how to tackle drug abuse. 


The £5 million Grant for 
Education, Support and 
TYaining (GEST) was stopped 
in April this year. Now only 75 
of the initial 135 posts remain, 
and there are expected to be 
even fewer next year. 

The National Local Govern¬ 
ment Forum on Drug Misuse 
al the Association of Metropol¬ 
itan Authorities says it has 
received increasing reports of 
children selling drugs in 
schools. Some children are 
now finding more cash can be 
earned outside the school 
gates. Ed aged 13 arid Bobby 
aped 14 (not their real names) 
view themselves as entrepre¬ 
neurs. They got themselves 
expelled from school in order 
to make money selling drugs 
and now earn between £150 
and £200 a day selling crack. 

“We saw other people 
around us making money, 
living good. When you’re 
young, you think. 'When 1 
grow up I’D get a job.’ When 
you're older, you realise you 
cant get a job." says Ed. 

The drug problem is by no 
means confined to working 
dass or inner-dty children. 
Exeter University this year 
carried out research for East 
Sussex Drugs Advisory Coun¬ 
cil which shows that drug 
taking is as prevalent in rural 
areas as in towns. 

One concerned parent, from 
Woodingdean, outside Brigh¬ 
ton. says dealers in her area 
are specifically targeting child¬ 
ren as young as nine. She 
found this out after being 
shocked to discover that her 
ten-year-old son was smoking 
cannabis. 

“Parents think that their 
children can't afford drugs, 
but kids will put their money 
together and share the drugs." 
she says. 

The mother of a 13-year-old 
boy who has smoked cannabis 
and taken LSD with friends 
around their council estate in 
Kflbum. west London, says 
she despairs of ever finding a 
way to handle the problem. 

“He has been a strain on the 
whole family. We’ve told 
police and social services and 
they’ve told us there is nothing 
they can da" she says. “Some¬ 
times I wonder A he wfll make 
it to adulthood.”

Still treading on broken glass 


THE OTHER day an imagi¬ 
native local council sent a 
group of right-wing skinheads 
from Dresden to Israel in a 
well-meaning but ultimately 
doomed attempt to rebuild 
bridges between German and 
Jewish youth. . 

The trip backfired: the skin¬ 
heads behaved like thugs and 
ihe Israelis were outraged. 
Quite simply, the relationship 
between Germans and Jews is 
too raw for social experiments. 

Krista! lnacht — Germany’s 
shameful night of broken 
glass — occurred 55 years ago. 
on November 10. 1938. The 
brute statistics speak for them¬ 
selves: almost 300 German 
svnasogues were set ablaze by 
die frenzied anti-Semitic mob, 
more than 7.000 Jewish shops 
were wrecked, 91 Jews were 
killed and 26.000 were sent to 

concentration camps. . 

The memory of that night, 
and of the long, dark night¬ 
mare of the camps, still de¬ 
fines relations between Ger¬ 
man and Jew. No amount of

L ike Bethlehem and KiOyhawk before 
it like Agincourt and Los Alamos and 
Gdansk, like Gettysburg and Darling¬ 
ton and Yalta and Khartoum, another 
quondam unsung and unlikely spot has 
woken up this morning to find iiself famous. 
It has become a locus in quo. Posterity will 
trek to Isleworth and goggle. 

For it was here, through a hole in the 
railin g of the LA Fitness Club, that Clio 
smiled down and invited history to change 
rts course. Where that course will henceforth 
run 1 cannot say, I know only that when, the 
shutter fell between those humble Isleworth 
joists, the constitutional implications of its 
quiet dick echoed round the world. Because 
the Daily Mirror’s tacky snaps have 
succeeded in doing what none of the Princess 
of Wales's own titanic efforts have managed 
to do: they have united the nation behind 
her. Where yesterday she might have 
enjoyed the sympathy of only some, today 
she basks in the empathy of alL 
How has this happened? It has happened 
because, in catching her at her physical 
jerks, the camera freeze-framed our collec¬ 
tive nightmare.

Tory morality is 
hypocritical, says

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A pot can judge a kettle 


O jqy unconfined. O glee with¬ 
out limit Thank goodness 
John Major is not proposing 
a law against hypocrisy. Brit¬ 
ain would be a drab place if he dud. No 
lying politician, no fraudster, no disrep¬ 
utable pimp has felt such damnation as 
Fleet Street called down upon the errant 
Daily Mirror this week. The sick whore 
of Fleet Street roared 77re Sun. Shock¬ 
ing manners, said The Daily Telegraph. 
Wouldn't have touched the pictures with 
a barge pole, said The News of the 
World. The Daily Mail burst a Wood 
vessel at die "peeping Tom*. “No 
woman should suffer such intrusion," 
wailed the Daily Express. How tatty, 
intrusive, disreputable, sleazy it all was. 

All I can say is, Ehewl The Mimor*s in¬ 
trusion on the princess's gym life was a 
squalid trick. But who, pray, printed foe 
transcript of her intimate telephone con¬ 
versation with a friend and broadcast it 
ori a hotline? Who cobbled together 
stories about her “suicide attempts”? 
Who printed mountains of nonsense 
about David Mellon’s sex life? Who 
invades privacy daily with candid cam¬ 
eras and telephoto lenses? The imbecility 
with which the Daily Mirror excused its 
intrusion — "concern for hex security”, 
“not published unfeelingly" — was all 
but equalled by the reaction of its rivals. 
Has The Sun no shame? Has the Mail 
no memory? Small wander die world 
tells the legislators to do their worst 
But now I am hyperventilating too. 
Let us all count to ten and calm down. In 
the first place, monumental hypocrisy is 
better than humbug. Hie Mirrors ex¬ 
cuses for publishing the pictures of die 
princess were humbug and cant It 
crossed a line drawn in this particular 
mud. and I prefer others in the same bog 
to foul than stay sflent Where would 
democracy be if we were all cowed by 
our own absurdity? The pictures were 
not just a breach of the press privacy 
code — breached most days of the week 
— they were an outrageous breach. 

That said, this week's casualty list is 
not confined to the Daily Mirror. How¬ 
ever glaring the intrusion, the Press 
Complaints Commission (PCQ should 
surety have permitted some defence to 
be entered before its chairman. Lord 
McGregor, rushed to splenetic judg¬ 
ment The PCC is supposed to be a tribu¬ 
nal. Its chairman went on to aggravate 
the intrusion by allowing himself to be 
photographed holding die offending 
picture up to the camera. Most newspa¬ 
pers resisted the same temptation, but 
not Reuters or the Express, nor the 
television news channels. 


The best way to regulate taste in the press 
is through pressure from other papers, 
not by expensive statutory controls 


The rest of Fleet Street, however, 
supported by Lord McGregor and die 
heritage secretary, Peter Brooke, then 
took leave of its sense of proportion. 
Papers demanded an advertising boy¬ 
cott of the Mirror. Two advertisers, the 
RAC and Autoglass. conformed. For 
newspapers to invoke advertiser pres¬ 
sure against a rival is die most odious 
form of sanction. The decision to publish 
the pictures, however tasteless, was an 
editorial derision taken (ft so for 
appears) within the law. 

Hie boycott demand was justified by 
the Minors flouting of the PCC. But 
such backstairs pressure on editors, 

whether through pro- _ 

. prietors or adver¬ 
tisers, is not in 
the PCCs constitution. 

There might be a 
case for some such 
afl-embracing crusade 
against a publication 
— perhaps against a 
racist or pornographic 
paper — but the Mir¬ 
ror was doing nothing 
qualitatively different from what other 
tabloids have done. They too have 
photographed people, even the princess, 
without her consent. Lord McGregor 
did not even wait for a hearing before 
invoking this draconian sanction. Yes¬ 
terday it was left to some advertisers, 
W.H. Smith, HMV and Vauxhall, to 
declare as a matter of principle that 
advertising derisions should not be used 
to influence editorial policy. Has the 
defence of press freedom now passed to 
such improbable crusaders? 

Hie Mirror Group editors have done 
precisely what Sir David Cal cun feared 
somebody would do. A newspaper has 
shown itself proof against all the wiles, 
the codes, the protocols, the group ethics 
by which professions seek to stave off 
statutory regulation. It has shown fhe 
free market red in tooth and daw. The 
Mirrors editor, David Banks, says that 
if Parliament wants to pass laws telling 
him what he can and cannot print, then 
let ft. He wfll obey the law. But he will 
not obey the editor of The Guardian or 
the Garrick Chib mafia. They can get 
stuffed. He will publish and be damned.

|ew complaints to the commis¬ 
sion concerned privacy, and 
only a handful were upheld. But 
politicians and the royal family 
were still treated by the tabloids as tor 
game. Fbr the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, Calcutt might as well not have 
existed The Sun’s “Squidgy" tran¬ 
scripts, the primes of royal bedrooms 
and the long tens views or royal bikinis 
all postdated Calcutt 
This changed earlier this year, with 
Calculi’s second pronouncement Adju¬ 
dicating on his own. Sir David fell.that 
the hounding of royalty meant that his 
last chance had foiled He advocated not 
just the swift enactment of criminal 
sanctions on bugging, trespass and 
snatched photographs — which had 
been mooted earlier — but also a wider 
tort of breach of privacy. The hone 
secretary is now considering the first set 
of sanctions; the Lord Chanceflor is 


considering the second The noose is not 
just tied, ft is around the press's neck. 

Even the most hardened news organ¬ 
isations have been quaking at this pros¬ 
pect Most of die Mirrors rivals say 
with conviction that they would not have 
touched the Princess of Wales pictures. 
For file Mirror to publish them, to 
resign from the PCC to call its chairman 
“an arch windbag" and to invite Parlia¬ 
ment to do its worst suggests that the 
new Mirror Group is more than two 
paragraphs short erf a column. 

The trouble, as everybody knows, is 
that John Major and most of his collea¬ 
gues have been searching for excuses not 
to Legislate against the press. The reason 
is parity that they are scared of the 
newspapers, partly that they know that 
privacy makes dreadful law. Whitehall 
is having enough trouble trying to define 
non-consenting trespass. Hie courts are 
having s imilar trouble defining non- 
consenting sex. Are they now to define, 
non-consenting intrusion into privacy? 
The exposure of the private affairs of the 
famous — where true — is essentially a 
matter of taste. Bad taste can be damned 
or ignored It cannot be legislated away. 
The world is full of embarrassment and 
pain, and must put up with ft. 

This week’s Mirror business has been 
a lunatic but irrelevant saga. The press 
is already regulated by a dozen laws 
circumscribing what it can and cannot 
print. There is no overwhelming addi¬ 
tional wrong that requires a completely 
new “tort of intrusion” Most, though 
not all. of those whose privacy is 
compromised derive some advantage 
from publicity. They must take some 
rough with the smooth. 

There remains the PCC — flawed 
never potent, now sorely wounded It 
was never going to be much help in the 
matter of the royal family. But for the 
rest of the nation it is one stop better 
than nothing. It should soldier on. It 
should try to get the Mirror bade on 
board. It should resist privacy laws, not 
because they infringe press freedom — 
newspapers talk rot on this subject as 
theMirror talks rot on its pictures—but 
because they will not protect privacy and 
will waste huge sums of money. 

Above all, the commission should 
insist that newspapers ferociously mom- 
tor each others behaviour. Hypocrisy in 
this matter is not just a right it is a duly. 
Hie Mirror has hardly got away with its 
intrusion scot-free. Peer-group damna¬ 
tion is a sort of self-regulation. Let all the 
pots call the kettle black. If they stop, we 
shall never know a clean kitchen when 
we seeone. 
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T here is something a bit repugnant 
about John Major proclaiming 
his new belief in family values. , 
His bid for a “moral agenda" is at odds 
with his policies, which have led to 
r epo rt! unemployment and increased 
dependency on the welfare state. 

Some see what is proposed as a form 
of social engineering- If it is that, it con¬ 
trasts with the individualist approach of 
the past 14 years. It punishes people for 
their dependency rather than encourag¬ 
ing them to escape the poverty trap. 

But it is right that famfly policy should 
be debated by politicians of all parties, 
left and right. Labour's commission on 
social justice has already begun the 
debate. Democratic socialism springs 
from the family in its widest sense. We 
all need security and stability in our 
lives, just as we need loving and caring. £ 
Government should not imagine that it^ 
can provide all of those things. Instead, 
its policies should encourage and enable 
men and women to make choices and 
take responsibility for their own lives. 

The government is said to be propos¬ 
ing to reduce benefits for single parents, 
and even to make grandparents respon¬ 
sible for the children. But if ft is serious 
about reducing dependency, it would 
enab le single mothers to work without 
having their benefit automatically cut 
when they earn more than £15 a week. 

The Tories have pretended that society 
doesn't matter. Communities supposed¬ 
ly have no role. Yet individuals are parts 
of families and communities. Without 
that connection, our social fabric disinte¬ 
grates, a process that has clearly begun. £ 
This disintegration has been reflected in 
government by the acceptance of low 
standards in political and public life and 
Ity the constant undermining of democ¬ 
racy and accountability, with the intro¬ 
duction of quangos. 

While tiie government's rhetoric in 
favour of a punitive social policy has 
been discredited in yesterday's leaked 
paper from the Cabinet Office, real alter¬ 
natives must be developed to encourage 
achievement, independence and self- 
respect Policy should offer people a 
hand up, not a hand out 

O ne of tiie saddest aspects of the 
breakdown of family life is the 
way ft reinforces disadvantage 
and underachievement. The absence of a 
coherent family policy can mean disas¬ 
ter for those on the lowest incomes, 
where unstable relationships and inse¬ 
curity also spefl poverty. 

If we are serious about promoting the 
family, we must also be serious about 
promoting the community: That belief 
must then inform our approach to every 
aspect of policy. The NHS is a triumph 
of community values. Yet the internal 
market is causing ft to foil apart 
Planning must be restored to use the 
benefits of technology to develop health 
provision that matches social priorities. 

Crime policy should prevent crime 
and catch criminals, as well as offering # 
punishment and rehabilitation. Hous¬ 
ing investment policies should offer 
young families on low incomes the 
chance of homes, inner city pro¬ 
grammes, which the government is 
cutting, should be revived to foster 
genuine self-reliance brought about by 
an enabling state nationally and locally. 
Transport policies should reflect the 
value of trams and buses to urban and 
rural areas, where services have been 
lost to privatisation. 

The government is said to be nostalgic 
in its approach to family life. But its nos¬ 
talgia is for an individ ualis t- Victorian 
era of hypocrisy and double standards. * 
rather than for post-war Britain, with * 
foil employment, neighbourliness and a 
sense of shared pride and achievement 
A belief in family and community is 
fundamental to restoring pride in our 
country. It is essential if we are to tackle 
crime, improve our public services and 
meet peop 1 e*saspiralions. Our approach 
must be positive and reward achieve- 
rooiL But we need a better measure of 
success than money alone.

To anyone 
femiliar with this body of evidence. Mr 
Howard s remarks have been neither new 
nor shocking. 

His pronouncements at the Conservative 
party conference were not empty rhetoric, 
nor was the factual basis for them “right 
wing" in origin. The leading proponents of 
his argument — that there is a clear 
relationship between lone parenthood and 
disadvantaged children — have been the 
“ethical socialists" led by A. H. Halsey and 
Norman Dennis. 

In a senes of publications for the Institute 
of Economic Affairs, they have provided con¬ 
vincing evidence that poor school perfor¬ 
mance and delinquency are linked to single 
parenthood itself, rather than being caused 
purely by the poverty that often accompa¬ 
nies if. They are scathing of the view which 
the cabinet paper promulgates: that econom¬ 
ic hardship is the chief cause of social 
breakdown and crime. As the ethical social¬ 
ists point out, working-class men in the 
1930s who faced far greater material depriv¬ 
ation and lasting uncertainty about their 
futures, did not turn to the contemporary 
version of ram-raiding to pass their time. 

The cabinet paper authors, whose advice 
Mr Howard is castigated for ignoring, make 
no mention of the statistical evidence in 
Britain and the United States which shows 
> that children of lone-parent families suffer a 
■ wide raige of disabilities as compared with 
the children of stable (but not necessarily 
more affluent) two-parent ones. And this 
applies not Just to children of happy two- 
parent families: the negotiation and 
reconciliation that occur in households 


where two adults make an effort to stay 
together seem to constitute a healthy 
socialising model for the young. 

The cabinet paper asserts that there is no 
proof of a causal connection between welfare 
policies and moral change: there is no 
evidence that the privileged entitlement to 
housing of lone mothers influences behav¬ 
iour. Nor, it states, is there any evidence that 
the parents of pregnant girls collude with 
them in their claims to be homeless. Short of 
a wave of spontaneous self-incrimination, it 
is difficult to know how such evidence could 
be produced. What is worth considering is a 
statistical face the sudden enormous in¬ 
crease in never-married mothers coincided 
with changes in the social welfare structure. 
which rewarded that group preferentially 
over married couples. 

What academic researchers such as Mr 
Dennis and George Erdos in Britain, and 
Barbara Defoe Whitehead in the US. have 
argued persuasively is that the absence of 
fathers as role models for young males is 
critically important in the genesis of delin¬ 
quency. Certainly it is the case that some j 
single mothers succeed better than some 
couples at raising well-adjusted children. 
Human beings are not determined entirely 
by their social conditions. But die downward 
spiral of deprivation among lone-parent 
families is for more pronounced than among 
comparably poor two-parent ones. 

The decline of fatherWxi and the respon¬ 
sible adult male is too important a social 
development to be dismissed. Fathers have 
been absent in the past — most notably in 
wartime—but they have rarely before been 
non-existent as a moral presence in entire 
communities. A swathe of children is now 
growing up with no father figures of any 
kind. Examining the ways in which the 
welfare state may have contributed to 
making them superfluous is a symptom not 
of hysteria but of responsible government

CHINESE CHECKERS 


The Hong Kong talks do no good and should be stopped now 


After 15 rounds of sterile talks between 
British and Chinese officials on Chris 
Patten’s proposals for greater democracy in 
Hong Kong, it is time to call a halt The talks 
have gone nowhere. 

They have not begun to touch on the 
substance of the 1995 elections. Behind a veil 
of secrecy, they have subjected Britain to 
abuse as a “triple violator” of the Anglo- 
Chinese agreement, and a cat-and-mouse 
game of tantalising compromise followed by 
stonewalling. They have revealed only 
China’s implacable hostility to any express¬ 
ion of popular opinion in the colony, any in¬ 
stitutional barrier to the authoritarian sys¬ 
tem it intends to impose after 1997, and any 
moral comparison between the Patten demo- 
4 crane ideals and the reality of power in 
Peking. 

Mr Parten will today outline the stark 
choice for John Major: call off the talks and 
risk China’s wrath, or suffer further humili¬ 
ation and frustration. Breaking off the talks 
would be a risk. The Chinese would be 
furious, or would at least feign fury. Peking 
would threaten the gamut of retaliation, 
ranging from bureaucratic niggling to full- 
scale military manoeuvres, threats to British 
firms, and a promise to sweep away the 
entire democratic structure when Britain 
leaves. 

Any of these are frightening to the people 
A of Hong Kong, many of them refugees from 
the same oppression with which they are 
now threatened. The most likely Chinese 
reaction would be to step up the blackmail of 
Hong Kong’s legislative council to kill the 
democratic proposals in the most insidious 
way: by the opposition of the very people for 
whom they are intended. 

Yet the people of Hong Kong would 


probably welcome an end to the present 
uncertainty. Britain would be free at least to 
put into place some elements of the 
“emaciated democracy” the Patten plan 
envisages. China would be loth to risk 
opprobrium by sweeping away all vestiges 
of freedom in 1997, knowing that even if the 
world took no action, it would set back 
China’s need to rejoin the international 
community. At least, many in Hong Kong 
and Britain would argue, a real effort would 
have been made to secure some of the rights 
promised in the Anglo-Chinese agreement 

Others argue, however, that China sets at 
naught all such arguments when it sees its 
vital interests, including its conception of 
sovereignty, threatened. Even Mr Patten’s 
strongest card, the stupidity of China killing 
the goose that lays its golden eggs, is not 
derisive: history is littered with dead geese. 
Waiting for the old guard in Peking to die 
may offer no consolation: the younger guard 
could be just as hardline and nationally. 

A political confrontation now seems 
unavoidable. Britain should therefore pre¬ 
pare for it in several ways. First, it should be 
ready to accept far more Hong Kong citizens 
than the limited numbers now offered the 
right of abode. Secondly, it should put more 
energy into the economic development of the 
colony. Four-fifths of Mr Patten's proposals 
deal not with politics but good government; 
he may yet go down as the greatest mayor 
the city-colony has known. And finally, 
Britain should make clear to Peking that 
though the political dialogue has led only to 
deadlock, both sides have an interest in an 
economic soft-landing. There are ways of 
saving fare and saving Hong Kong's future. 
Continuing the present futile talks does 
neither.

There was no way in the Gorden 
Kaye case, to which he refers, foat 
anybody could have spelt out implied 
contractual terms, breaches of duty or 
other obligations of confidence from 
which the simple act of taking a 
photograph in a hospital ward could 
give rise to a successful cause of 
action. Deserving cases rarely make 
good law. and only governments and 
the very rich, or occasionally legally 
aided plaintiffs (as in Fraser v. 
Thames TV, 1983, in which, inter alia. 
breach of confidence was established), 
can afford to make new law. 

The Spycatcher case, unless limited 
to its very spedaJ circumstances, may 
yet be developed through case law in 
such a way that the Official Secrets 
Act may eventually come to look 
rather like a Freedom of Information 
Act 

It is one thing to protea confidential 
information between the relevant 
parties, but if that protection is ex¬ 
tended to cover everyone into whose 
hands it falls, that may yet have dire 
results for liberty and freedom. 

If Lord Lester is confident, as he 
seems to be. that a right to privacy 
easts, why have Sir David Calcutt 
and everybody else been wasting then- 
time debating it?

Sir, Jade Straw (“Let foe people have a 
vote for regional rule", November 6) 
complains about foe lack of democrat¬ 
ic control over foe activities of quan¬ 
gos and their budgets. His unstated 
premise seems to be foat elected local 
authorities and Labour's planned 
regional councils are, or would be, 
more efficient stewards of local tax¬ 
payers' money and that better value 
for money is obtained because coun¬ 
cillors are ultimately responsible to 
their electorates. 

This principle of accountability has 
little or no controlling effect on most of 
the activities of focal government, 
which individually may re present rel¬ 
atively small sums but collectively 
constitute massive amounts. Even if 
the public is aware of the inner 
workings of focal authorities, there is 
little that can be done to control the 
wasteful use of council tax revenues. 

There is no reason to expea part- 
time, amateur local politicians, usu¬ 
ally with little experience or training 
in the matters over which they {Re¬ 
side, to be the best custodians of 
council tax revenues. 

Instead of arguing over existing or 
new authority structures, national 
politicians should be looldng at ways 
of improving the quality of service 
offered by local councillors through 
suitable training programmes (mod¬ 
elled, say, on magistrates’ fr amin g 
schemes) and improving their ac¬ 
countability to the public through 
better assessment and evaluation of 
performance schemes and public aud¬ 
iting (other than by election).

Psychiatric concern 

From Dr R. W. K. Reeves 


Sir. Last week in Dartmoor I inter¬ 
viewed a mentally ill prisoner. He had 
complex delusions and was serving a 
sentence for violence. My nursing col¬ 
league and I had no doubt that if we 
did not admit him to our secure psych¬ 
iatric unit in Bristol for treatment he 
would reoffend after his release, due 
next year. The staff informed us foat 
they had at least 15 prisoners with this 
type of mental illness. 

The week before I saw a remand 
prisoner who had depression and 
personality problems. Her local hos¬ 
pital would not admit her because of 
her antipodal behaviour. Her local 
secure unit was full. Private psychi¬ 
atric hospitals have admitted such 
prisoners for treatment, albeit at con¬ 
siderable expense (£76,000 ayear). but 
no beds were available. She was 
refusing drink and had to be admitted 
to a local general hospital for an 
intravenous drip. 

That same week a psychiatrist 
working for a trust which has built a 
modem unit on the district hospital 
site declined to admit a patient from 
our secure unit because mere was no 
prospect of a vacant bed.

Outside certain government rirdes 
and some vested interests within local 
government there is no strong pres¬ 
sure for changing local government 
structure Where there is strong pub¬ 
lic dissatisfaction, foe case for change 
should certainly be considered to 
determine whether a better structure 
can be found- But-to throw the whole 
local government structure up in foe 
air in the hope that foe fall-out will 
somehow be better than new is to take 
a big risk with the nation's finances. 

If. however, the government is 
determined to press on with reorgan¬ 
isation. this must result in local 
authorities which have the strategic 
capacity to plan and provide cost- 
effectively for their areas; have the 
dotxt to stand up and be heard both at 
home and abroad and to relate well to 
other public and private-sector institu¬ 
tions; are self-sufficient and avoid 
complicated joint arrangements with 
other local authorities; have strong 
managerial competence because they 
can attract and retain good coun¬ 
cillors and officials; and are finan¬ 
cially robust and viable. 

These design principles are essen¬ 
tial in foe interests o! local commu¬ 
nities and good local government.

It would be reassuring to know 
foat, contrary to Mr David Curry’s 
reassurances about local government 
reform (letter, November 5), foe Con¬ 
servative party and government really 
do not have a hidden agenda, what¬ 
ever Sir John Banham’s commission 
examining foe structure of local 
government may rec omm end, to re¬ 
move democratically elected “subsidi¬ 
arity" at all levels. 

Your leading article of May 6 
quoted Mr John Patten as looking 
forward to local democratically elect¬ 
ed councillors giving way to unelected 
“care associations". You thought his 
vision was a remote prospect, but his 
lecture, which informed your editor¬ 
ial. presented his “view of Britain ar 
the beginning of foe 21st century" — 
only seven years away. 


This crisis arises from failure to 
replace large inappropriate mental 
hospitals by adequate new in-patient 
facilities. If hospital trusts have too 
few rehabilitation beds they cannot 
take patients from secure units who 
are fit to move to open conditions. 

Moreover, if they cannot provide 
intensive care they will expect the local 
secure unit to take such patients. If 
secure units are full more mentally ill 
people, sentenced and on remand, will 
finish up in prison. Staff in prison 
health-care centres need support, but 
the Department of Health needs to 
know what is happening. Mental 
Health Act commissioners should be 
able to visit prison hospitals regularly 
and report what they find. 


We shall admit our Dartmoor 
prisoner in foe next few weeks and 
start the treatment he so urgently 
needs but we ask ourselves whether, a 
year from now, we shall be able to 
admit such prisoners before their 
release date.

Sir. I refer to your report (November 
3) about RN shipwright pensioners 
working on HMS Victory in 18S6. 
When I entered foe Portsmouth Royal 
Dockyard in J940 as a shipwright 
apprentice my instructor was a ship¬ 
wright pensioner, as were a number 
of ms colleagues. About one third of 
all shipwrights employed in the 
dockyard at that time were naval 
pensioners. 

All large warships carried a num¬ 
ber of shipwrights among the crew, 
ranked as petty officers or chief petty 
officers, and were commonly referred 
to as "the carpenter” or “chippy". 
After serving 22 years and often still 
only 40 or so years of age they retired 
on pension from foe navy and many 
took up employment in the dockyard- 

ln my day shipwrights were 
organised into parties with a charge- 
man in control. The “leading man" 
was his deputy. Victory required 
constant maintenance and ship¬ 
wrights were sent to deal with it as 
available. They might or might not 
have been naval pensioners.

Council orders householders 


to replace plastic windows

THE environment depart¬ 
ment is supporting a crack¬ 
down by Chichester district 
council in West Sussex to force 
owners of listed buddings to 
replace plastic door and win¬ 
dow frames with traditional 
materials. 

The council's move coin¬ 
cides with complaints to die 
national heritage department 
by English Heritage and a 
number of conservation 
groups that the character of 
conservation areas is being 
eroded fay poor alterations. 

Earlier this year the round! 
warned owners of foe 3,500 
listed buildings in its area not 
to replace traditional doors 
and windows with FVC 
frames. Enforcement notices 
were subsequently served on 
three householders in Fish- 
bourne Road, Chichester, de¬ 
manding that they reinstall 
wooden frames. 

The department has dis¬ 
missed the householders' ap¬ 
peals, and foe council has 
reiterated its firm line. “We 
believe these materials are out 
of place in listed buildings,” 


Elvan Lean, its chief planning 
officer, said, adding that the 
department had strengthened 
its hand in serving further 
enforcement notices. 

The Chichester Watchdog 
Preservation Group welcomed 
the council's action. “FVC 
windows wreck foe appear¬ 
ance of historic buildings.” a 
spokesman, Reg Davis- 
Pqynter, said. 

In their appeal, the house¬ 
holders claimed that because 
of heavy traffic, their windows 
had to be continually cleaned, 
and that traditional wooden 
frames had a short life. 

In its letter to the heritage 
department. Save Britain's 
Heritage (SAVE) addresses 
the wider problem of conser¬ 
vation areas, where the build¬ 
ings are not necessarily listed 
and where the rules are less 
stringent It cites a recent 
consultation paper, which it 
describes as “foe greatest sin¬ 
gle setback to conservation in 
England in 25 years". 

The paper concedes that 
present planning regulations 
permit foe character and ap¬ 


pearance of historic streets to 
be eroded by the inappropri¬ 
ate replacement of traditional 
doors and windows; the paint¬ 
ing or rendering of brick or 
stone facades; the substitution 
of modern materials for. tradi¬ 
tional rooting: the addition of 
porches,.and the removal of 
garden walls and railings to 
create (^street parking. 

SAVE says that if such 
alterations continue many 
conservation areas will be so 
badly damaged that the main 
purpose of designating them 
in the first place will be lost 
But it claims that the govern¬ 
ment is reluctant to act 
because it fears increasing the 
burden on householders and 
council taxpayers. 

English Heritage says there 
is compelling evidence that the 
character of our historic towns 
is bong steadily eroded. Ac¬ 
cording to a recent Gallup 
poll, more than half foe popu¬ 
lation feel that insufficient 
importance is accorded to the 
preservation erf buildings.

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.. . a more important 
contribution to the theory and practice 
of British rural planning than Gerald 
Wibberiey, He virtually invented the 
subject He would modestly say that he 
built mainly on the work of the Scott 
k report (especially the Dennison minor¬ 
ity report), of C. S. Orwin, and the 
eminently practical example of Leon- 
ard Elmhirst of Dartingtoru but what 
marked Wibberiey out was that he 
emerged at a time when nobody could 
conceive of a countryside that was not 
dominated by. and devoted to the 
needs of agriculture. 

In that dimate, he did the unthink¬ 
able and championed the cause of 
other rural interests. He hated, and 
railed against all agricultural funda¬ 
mentalism: the God-given right of the 
fanner to rule over every square inch 
beyond our urban boundaries. And yet 
fanners loved him for it 
Gerald Percy Wibberiey was bom 
.and brought up in the agricultural 
^market town of Abergavenny. His 
father died when he was very young 
and Wibberiey never knew him. It was 
undoubtedly a struggle for his mother 
to bring up a family of four children. 
When he left King Henry VIII Gram¬ 
mar School, _ Abergavenny, he was 
taken on by his unde in the agricultur¬ 
al supply merchant’s firm which bore 
the family name. 

He was given to understand that 
there would be a good future if he toed 
the line. But the enquiring and critical 
mind was not to be contained and 
Wibberiey gave up all hopes of any 
family commercial cushion when he 
departed for a one-year certificate 
course in agriculture at the local farm 
i institute. This led him on to a 
scholarship at the University College 
of Wales at -Aberystwyth where he 
obtained a first class honours degree in 
agriculture. In turn, this took him to 
the Institute of Agricultural Economics 
at Oxford University, and a master's 
degree. 

Following this remarkable trio of 
academic accomplishments — and 
considerable success on the hockey 
Geld, an accomplishment which hie 
practised into his fifties — he was 
accepted by the University of Illinois to 
undertake a PhD. It was here that he 



met Helen Yeomans, whom he mar¬ 
ried in 1943. a partnership that lasted 
until her death in 1963. 

Returning home in 1940, he joined 
the wartime Agricultural Committee 
as a district officer. It became his job to 
ensure that the fanners of East Sussex 
produced every scrap of food that they 
could from their land. Under his 
exhortations, they ploughed up the 
Downs to grow wheat a practice he 
later tried to reverse. 

After the war, his qualifications and 
interests led him into the Rural Land 
Utilisation Department of the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food in 
Whitehall where he became interested 
in the competition between agriculture 
and other uses for rural land. Thus, he 
trod a path which ted to the offer of toe 
position of head of the Department of 
Economics of Wye College. Kent 

The breadth of coverage achieved in 
his pioneering rural economics depart¬ 
ment at Wye was breathtaking. Quali¬ 
ty did not suffer: many of his staff were 
distinguished and they added enor¬ 
mously to the knowledge of their 
subject areas and toe reputation of toe 
college. 


Wibberiey ran the 
skilfully and with vision. He ; 
comer on the academic board” with 
great tenacity, securing a lion's share 
of growth for the unnatural sciences, as 
a natural science colleague referred to 
his empire. He selected people who 
had great promise, gave them a sense 
of direction and let them have their 
heads. 

Agricultural economics blossomed 
in London University under his care, 
and he was rewarded with a.personal 
chair in 1963. In 1969 he was invited to 
broaden this scope by taking the 
Ernest Cook Chair of Countryside 
Planning, tenable jointly in University 
College London and Wye College. The 
establishment of toe chair was the 
signal to sow new seeds at Wye 
College. A degree was established in 
Rural Environmental Studies, combin¬ 
ing toe soda! and the natural science. 
Today, the college celebrates his early 
foresight as it sees the intake of 
agricultural students heavily reduced 
and die college's reputation and re¬ 
sponsibilities in environmental, eco¬ 
nomic and development areas 
increasing. 


Wibberiey foresaw — in the late 
1960s — that Britain would move into 
surplus in its agricultural output well 
before toe turn of the century. He 
would never forgive successive Minis* 
tors of Agriculture, in toe Thatcher 
administration, for continuing to pro* 
mote further form output when it was 
increasingly apparent that this pro* 
duce would become unnecessary and 
costly, and that huge damage would be 
done to other rural interests in such 
single-minded agricultural pursuit. 

Through his later years he continued 
to receive considerable public recogni¬ 
tion. He was president of toe British 
Agricultural Economics Society. 1975- 
76. received an honorary DSc from 
Bradford University in 1982 and was 
made a fellow of Wye College in 1985- 
He had been appointed CBE in 1971 
For most people, however, it is 
Wtbberley’s public persona that wQl be 
remembered. His consummate s kills 
on the platform appeared to be 
achieved with great ease but that belied 
the apprehensive preparation that 
went into each presentation. He would 
sit on the platform, eyes dosed, fingers 
pressed together, and with all toe 
appearance of being consumed with 
slightly pained sleep, as early speakers 
and session chairmen waded through 
their bit One was fearful that he was 
completely oblivious of what was 
passing. 

Then it was his turn and he would 
take centre stage, his lace alive with 
intimate humour and mischief and his 
forefinger wagging at his audience, 
admonishing them for being naughty 
people — planners were naughty, 
conservationists were naughty, whoev¬ 
er comprised the majority of his 
audience. And they would roar with 
laughter and eagerly consume his 
every word. The music and poetry of 
Wales would flood through the audito¬ 
rium and charm all who would listen. 

He married as his second wife Peggy 
Samways in 1972, and his life immed¬ 
iately gained a new dimension from 
the ethical issues to which she devoted 
herself. Retirement came in 1982, at 67. 
The farewell dinner at Wye was 
attended by a roll call of the great and 
the good in the spectrum of rural 
issues. He immediately withdrew from 
his rural planning activities, devoting 
himself, with Peggy, to major causes 
and to work in his local community at 
Wye. 

His health declined seriously late 
this year and he went into hospital in 
October. His wife survives him. 


BARNET SAID MAN 


Barnet Saidman, 
newspaper photographer, 
died on November 8 aged 
80. He was boro on 
March 24. 1913. 


BARNET SAIDMAN was a 
distinguished veteran of that 
notable breed of Fleet Street 
photographers who learnt 
toeir highly competitive craft 
between toe wars in toe days 
of toe cumbersome quarter- 
plate camera, unaided by to¬ 
day's electronic shortcuts to 
% processing and press times. 

As the chief photographer of 
toe former News Chronicle, 
Saidman combined an uncan¬ 
ny instinct for toe shot that 
was a page one “must" with a 
passion for quality — making 
print after print to “get it 
right”. This was a habit that 
could unnerve picture editors 
desperate to catch toe edition. 
For good measure, he would 
test toeir patience further the 
following day with sugges¬ 



tions — often innovative — of 
how to improve reproduction. 

Saidman was that awkward 
animal, a perfectionist in the 
practice of his art. although he 
would have winced at the 
word. Much as he loved to 
beat the opposition on a hard 
news story, his real delight 


was in the set-piece subject — 
from architecture to the big 
staged event to studies of 
celebrities — for the feature 
pages to which he could devote 
his almost obsessional talent 
As his sitters found, nothing 
was too much trouble, not 
least for them. A senior cabi¬ 
net minister once pushed his 
own desk across the roan to 
the exact position that Barnet 
considered appropriate for his 
tens. 

Nor was he a respecter of 
persons who failed to match 
his own rigid standards. 
When Lord. Grade kept him 
waiting for a couple of hours 
beyond the agreed appoint¬ 
ment time, explaining that he 
had been detained by impor¬ 
tant businessmen. Saidman 
countered: “Dent come the 
busy tycoon with me. Lew — I 
last photographed you when 
you were a rap-dancer at toe 
Blackpool Palace.” 

For Blackpool was Barnet 


Saidnfen'5 bone town and 
photography was in his blood. 
It was there that he began his 
apprenticeship in bis lather's 
studio while still at the local 
school, like his four 
iers, all of wham also 
became press photographers. 
To crown his pride in their 
dynastic achievement, his son 
Robin established himself as 
one of New York’s best-known 
fashion photographers. 

By the age of 16 (he got the 
job by darning he was 18) 
young Saidman was a full¬ 
blown pro on the Bristol 
Evening World, although, as 
he retailed, he was often 
chastened to be asked on news 
stories: “What the hell are you 
doing with that expensive 
camera, sonny?" 

He joined tire News Chroni¬ 
cle in Fleet Street in toe mid- 
1930s and quickly made Ms 
mark on every kind of assign¬ 
ment from fire-chasing to a 
memorable series of full pages 
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on toe historic houses of 
Britain. When war came he 
went into the RAF, covering 
toe Normandy landings as a 
flight lieutenant in toe photo¬ 
graphic unit 

On his return to the Chroni¬ 
cle he concentrated on more 
creative coverage, including a 
famous trip to Moscow with 
the late James Cameron to 
record the true face of Brezh¬ 
nev communism. Away from 
his newspaper beat, his per¬ 
sonal work and gift for lucid 
lecturing won him recognition 
from the old Institute of Brit¬ 
ish Photography and the Roy¬ 
al Photographic Society, 
where he was frequently in 
demand as a competition 
judge. 

When the liberal News 
Chronicle was sold by toe 
Cadbury family to Lord 
Rothermere’S right-wing Doi¬ 
ly Mail in 1960 Saidman 
forsook Fleet Street in disgust 
to freelance, setting up what 
became a highly successful 
commercial practice which he 
continued to run until his late 
seventies, before retiring to 
Chistehurst Kent 

Age failed to blunt his many 
enthusiasms, which ranged 
from horsemanship to skiing. 
Long a popular member, com¬ 
mittee man and noted racon¬ 
teur of the Savile Gub. he was 
a joint founder of that club's 
annual siding fortnight in 
Switzerland, still enjoying the 
Wen gen slopes as late as this 
year. 

As honorary photographer 
of the Savile he took a series of 
pictures of its spectacular ro¬ 
coco rooms which feature in 
the 125-year-old club’s history! 
to be published next month. 
They will be a fitting manori¬ 
al to a master of toe camera in 
all its diverse roles. 

Barnet Saidman is survived 
by his wife Beryl and their son 
and daughter. 


ARTHUR ROWE 


Arthur Rowe, former 
Tottenham Hotspur 
manager and Tottenham 

and England footballer, 
died on November 5 aged 
87. He was born in 
London on September 1, 
1906. 


MANAGER of Tottenham 
when the club won the League 
championship for the first 
time, and one of English 
football's outstanding think¬ 
ers, Arthur Rowe will always 
be associated primarily with 
the Tottenham “push and 
run" side which won the 
second and first division 
championships in successive 
seasons in 194950 and 1950-51. 

He disclaimed toe descrip¬ 
tion as too simplistic, but the 
style was unmistakable, based 
on his precept of first-time, 
short passing and constant 
movement encapsulated in his 
phrase “make it simple, make 
it accurate, make it quick." 
and it was a gust of fresh air in 
toe stereotyped postwar game. 

Rowe’s career as a top-flight 
manager was cut short by ill- 
health. and sadly he belonged 
to toe era before wise profes¬ 
sional voices found a place in 
the boardrooms of the game, 
but he was one of the most 
perceptive theorists in modem 
professional football. 

He had no sympathy for the 
long ball, insisting that only 
tire most skilful players could 
hit even a 30-yard pass with 
any accuracy, and he was 
dismayed at toe reluctance of 
so many English professionals 
to practise their skills, com¬ 
pared to toeir European 
counterparts. 

A man of strong principles, 
Arthur Rowe was bitterly criti¬ 
cal of the cynicism and brutal¬ 
ity introduced into toe game in 
the 1960s, and in particular 
associated with Leeds United. 
When the Leeds manager Don 
Revie was appointed England 


manager, Rowe was aghast 
“It’s like giving the gamekeep¬ 
er's job to toe leading poach¬ 
er," he once remarked. 

His first coaching job was in 
Hungary just before toe sec¬ 
ond world war. The lessons he 
learnt there, both tactically 
and from the superior tech¬ 
nique of the Hungarian play¬ 
ers, were important 
influences. He was not the 
first English football man to 
admit his debt to Continental 
practices, but unlike George 
Raynor and Jimmy Hogan, 
who were honoured abroad 
buz not at home, he was able to 
bring the lessons back to 
Britain. 

After the war the tactics he 
had learnt were almost imm¬ 
ediately successful at Totten¬ 
ham. England’s 6-3 home 
defeat by toe Hungarians 
made Rowe's point effectively, 
and his precepts have influ¬ 
enced, directly or indirectly, 
most of the more progressive 
dub sides of toe last three 
decades, with toe great Liver¬ 
pool sides of toe late 1970s and 
1980s embodying his funda¬ 
mental principles, if with their 
own gloss. 

Rowe was a Londoner, and 
he insisted that his style 
reflected toe game he had 
grown up with. “I took our 
style bade to toe streets, the 
way we played as kids — off 
the kerb, off the wail, taking 
toe ball at different angles, 
enlisting toe kerb as a team- 
mate who let you have the ball 
back immediately after you 
had played it quickly — the 
quicker the better." 

But if the London sidestreets 
and his year in Hungary both 
influenced Rowe's thinking, so 
did an experience as a player: 
a goal scored after a six or 
seven-man passing movement 
in the dying moments at 
Bradford to secure the players 
E2 win bonus made a pro¬ 
found impression on him. 





Rowe recalled using heaps of 
sugar to recapture" toe move 
on a table in the dining-car on 
the journey back to London, 
but at the time he failed to 
convince his colleagues that 
such moves could be planned. 
He was to prove his point with 
considerable effect when be 
became manager. 

Arthur Rowe, an attacking 
centre-half, spent his entire 
playing career with Totten¬ 
ham. He played more than 
200 League matches and won 
his solitary England cap in toe 
4-1 victory over France in 1933. 
but a cartilage injury the 
following season hampered 
his progress. Tottenham were 
relegated to the second divi¬ 
sion that year, and he was 
finally forced to retire in 1938- 

He took up a coaching 
appointment in Hungary, and 
had been preparing to sign a 
three-year contract as coach to 
toe national team when the 
approaching war persuaded 
him to return home. He spent 
the war in toe Army, working 
as a PE instructor and enter¬ 
tainments officer. 

After toe war he went to 
Chelmsford City as manager, 
with immediate success. The 
club won both the Southern 
League and the Southern 
League Cup, and in 1949 he 
was called up by Tottenham. 

The club was still in the 
second division, but it had an 
outstanding group of players, 
including Alf Ramsey. Bill 
Nicholson (later to manage the 
Tottenham side which won the 
League and Cup double in 
1961). Ron Burgess (the Welsh 
captain said by Nicholson to 
be even better than Bryan 
Robson) and Eddie Bally. 

Rowe’s contribution was 
crucial as they gelled immed¬ 
iately, romping away with the 
second division, and then a 
year later winning Totten¬ 
ham's first ever League 
championship in enthralling 
style. The demands the style 
made on the players, however, 
were great and. as the team 
aged, individualism surfaced 
after toe championship. The 
decline was swift after they 
lost in the FA Cup semi-final 
in 1953. Rowe retired through 
fll-healto in 1955, but one of his 
last acts for Tottenham was 
the signing from Aston Villa of 
Danny Blanchflower who 
went on to become toe presid¬ 
ing genius in the side which 
won toe double. 

Rowe could not stay away 
from football, and as his 
health improved he went to 
West Bromwich as scout, mov¬ 
ing to Crystal Palace as assis¬ 
tant manager in 1958. 
becoming manager in i960, 
general manager in 1963. re¬ 
suming the managership 
briefly in 1966, and working as 
assistant to Ben Head when 
Palace were promoted to toe 
first division for the first time 
in 1969. Subsequently he 
worked as a consultant for 
Leyton Orient and Millwall. 


WYN JONES 


Wyn Jones. CBE, 
Governor of Montserrat 
in toe West Indies, 1977- 
80, died on October 23 
aged 67. He was born on 
July IZ1926. 


ALTHOUGH Wyn Jones’s co¬ 
lonial service career ended in 
the Caribbean, the greater 
part of it was spent in toe 
Pacific- He was 12 years in toe 
Gilbert and Ellice Islands 
(now Kiribas and Tuvalu), 
including a spell as a district 
officer on Christmas Island — 
where he and his wife were toe 
only Europeans. 

Then in 1961 they moved to 
toe Solomon Islands where 
Wyn Jones became in due 
course secretary to the chief 
minister and to the council of 
ministers — the equivalent of 
cabinet secretary in Britain. 
As such he helped prepare the 
colony for independence, be¬ 
fore leaving to take over the 
governorship of Montserrat in 
1977 — the Queen's silver 
jubilee year — being appoint¬ 
ed CBE at the same time. 

Wyn Jones had come a long 


way from die small North 
Wales town of Uanrwst where 
he was bom. the son of the 
Welsh Presbyterian minister. 
Wyn spoke only Welsh until 
he was nine. 

He went to Uanrwst Gram¬ 
mar School, then to the Univ¬ 
ersity College of North Wales, 
Bangor, where he read Welsh. 
But his father died while he 
was still a student and his 
guardian. Sir William Rob¬ 
erts, who had business inter¬ 
ests in British India, is 
thought to have opened the 
young Welsh boy's eyes to the 
wider horizons. 

He served in the Royal 
Navy between 1944 and 1947. 
when he joined the colonial 
service and spent two more 
years in London University 
before leaving as a colonial 
service cadet for toe Pacific. 

On retiring from Montser¬ 
rat in 1980, Wyn Jones and his 
family returned to his native 
Wales. There he became ad¬ 
ministrator for Cwmni Theatr 
Cymru, the Welsh language 
national theatre company, 
based in Bangor, until this 


closed in 1985, an early victim 
of Arts Council cuts. Between 
1980 and 1987 he served on toe 
court of his old University 
College in Bangor. 

He was a member of Gwyn¬ 
edd Health Authority, 1982-90. 
and became the Welsh repre¬ 
sentative on the Whitley Coun¬ 
cil for toe ambulance service. 
At the same time he helped to 
establish toe Abbey Road 
project in Bangor, the first of 
its kind in Wales, which 
brought toe statutory health 
authority and voluntary org¬ 
anisations under one roof. 

wyn Jones was an informal, 
unstufiy administrator who 
became especially popular in 
the Solomons, where he en¬ 
deared himself to toe people 
by. among other things, play¬ 
ing football until well into his 
forties. 

He is survived by his wife 
Ruth who in 1951 flew out to 
marry him in Tarawa, capital 
of the Gilbert Islands (they 
were toe first Europeans to get 
married there for many years) 
and by one son and a 
daughter.

GRAHAM Kirkham, a former 
furniture salesman, is set to pocket 
more than £130 million when DFS. 
the company he founded, comes to 
the stock market later this month. 

Hie flotation price of 260p a 
share — significantly higher than 
expected — values the specialist 
furniture retailer at £271 million. 
Mr Kir kham and his famil y are 
selling 48 per cent of their stake, but 
will retain the remaining 52 per 
cent of the company worth more 
than £140 million. 

Hie effusive Mr Kirkham. who 
left school at 17 without any O- 
levds, started his business in 1969 
in a former billiard hall in Carcroft 
near Doncaster. He manufactured 
upholstered furniture upstairs 
which be then sold downstairs. The 
group has since expanded into a 24- 
strong chain of out-of-town stores. 
19 trading as DFS and five trading 
as Northern Upholstery. It also 
sells dining-room furniture. 

Mr Kirkham. who has lived in 
die same house near Doncaster for 
15 years with his wife and two drild- 
ren. said be intended to hold onto 
the rest of the shares and ensure 
they were worth “a tremendous 
amount of money" in the future. 

He insisted he had no intention 


of selling any more shares in the 
short-term: “It has taken me 25 
years to sell this lot it may well tafcp 
another 25 years to part with the 
rest.” He says he will only sell the 
others when he can make "some 
real money". 

On top of the £130 million from 
this month’s flotation. Mr Kirkham 
will receive £200.000 a year as part 
of his three-year service contract 
Additional benefits, including a 
pension and company Mercedes, 
could bring this figure doser to 
£300.000. Furthermore, his divi¬ 
dend income in the first year is 
expected to exceed £4 million. 

The offer price puts DFS on an 
historic price earnings multiple of 
19.7 times with a notional gross 
dividend yield of 3.1 per cent The 
group comes to the market 
ungeared with net cash of £13 
million. Mr Kirkham says that 
apart horn the mortgage on his 
bouse, be has never borrowed any 
money in his life. 

The group, which made pre-tax 
profits of £205 million on sales of 
£114 million in the year to August 1, 
plans to expand from its heartland 
into southern England.

Three more pits face 
closure in Yorkshire

BRITISH Coal is set to shut 
three pits in its heartland 
area of Yorkshire, with the 
loss of a further 1.500 miners’ 
jobs. The first closure lodes 
likely to be announced as 
early as Friday, with two 
others to follow next week. 

Shutting die three collieries 
— Frickley. near Pontefract, 
Hatfield and Bentley, near 
Doncaster — will bring to 23 
the number of pits closed since 
British Coal was forced to 
withdraw its original plan last 
October to close 31 pits with 
the loss of 30.000 jobs. 

Industry insiders are con¬ 
vinced more pits will have to 
go, in effect reaching the scale 
of closures that prompted 


widespread public opposition 
and a demand that the coal 
industry be saved. 

British Coal signalled the 
closure of the three pits yester¬ 
day in talks with local union 
leaders. Hie corporation said 
the prospects for all three pits 
will now have to be reviewed 
separately — a move which 
usually prefaces an immediate 
closure announcement Man¬ 
agers privately accept that the 
review meetings will lead to 
toe closure of toe pits — all of 
which have beat “market 
tested” in an effort to find new 
markets for their coal. 

Frickley. which employs 
740. will be reviewed an 
Friday. In the union talks 
yesterday, British Coal 
emphasised the pit lost £15 
million in the six months to the 


end of September. Bentley, 
where 450 work, will find out 
its fate on Monday. BC said 
the reduced market for coal 
had “put a stranglehold” (Hi 
the colliery. Most of its output 
is now going into stocks. 
Hatfield, which employs 260, 
will be reviewed on Thursday. 
BC said it had lost £85 million 
in the period under review. 

The corporation said it had 
told the unions that toe coal 
burned in Britain's power 
stations is likely to be7 million 
tonnes less than expected, 
down from an anticipated 64 
million to 57 million, putting 
even more pressure on jobs. 

Alan Houghton. BCs north¬ 
ern group director, told union 
leaders that developments in 
the energy market since the 
government's coal white paper 


earlier this year had “virtually 
eliminated” the potential for 
additional coal sales in the 
curreni financial year. 

Coal consumption at power 
stations had fallen 20 pa cent 
because electricity generated 
from other sources has in¬ 
creased.

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Judge turns peacemaker 
in GM dispute with VW

GM's Darmstadt action against Senor Lipez goes on 


A GERMAN court has pro¬ 
posed a deal that could herald 
an early peace in the pro¬ 
longed and damaging battle 
between Volkswagen, Eu¬ 
rope’s biggest carmaker, and 
General Motors, the leading 
American automotive group, 
ova alleged industrial espio¬ 
nage by VW executives. 

Fritz Traub. the Frankfurt 
judge who yesterday pul toe 
peace plan to VW and Opel, 
GM’s German subsidiary, re¬ 
vealed no details. The court 
made dear, though, that it 
was offering help to both sides 
in an attempt to secure a 
settlement in one area of their 
multi-tier dispute. 

The two companies have 
until Friday to respond for¬ 
mally. A VW spokesman said 
that both sides had agreed to 
say nothing in public until 
then. Hie specific proposal 
concerns Opd*s request for a 
court ban on former GM 


executives who were poached 
by VW to Iowa the German 
group's procurement and pro¬ 
duction costs dramatically. 

After the abrasive public 
stance taken by Ferdinand 
Pi&to. the VW management 
board chairman, GM refused 
to negotiate with VW, prefer¬ 
ring instead to seek justice in 
the courts. 

The central figure in the 
dispute is Jose Ignacio L6pez 
de Arriortua. the Spaniard 
who headed GM procurement 
worldwide before moving to 
VW. Yesterday’S court hearing 
was called to consider an 
appeal by Opel to a ruling in 
May in which it foiled to win 
an injunction to prevent seven 
former GM executives associ¬ 
ated with Senor Ltipez from 
working at VW for a year. 

Judge Traub said that toe 
settlement plan meant that 
one or two steps bad been 
taken in toe “right direction” 


and that there were grounds 
for hope that the case could be 
resoIvaL 

An Opel director said it 
would not be right to turn 
down the judge’s offer straight 
away. But he said any re¬ 
sponse to the Frankfurt court 
case would not prejudice 
Opel’s position on the separate 
probe by the public prosecutor 
in Darmstadt into allegations 
of industrial espionage by 
Senor L6pez. 

The Frankfurt court will 
make public its final ruling on 
December 16.

Judge rules 
against 
Lucas 
pensioners

LUCAS pensioners yesterday 
lost a two year bathe over die 
use of pan of a £600 million 
surplus in die company’s pen¬ 
sion fund when the High 
Court ruled that the scheme 
trustees were within their 
rights to allow £150 million of 
the surplus to be transferred to 
the company for its own use. 

The Lucas Retired Mem¬ 
bers Association had chal¬ 
lenged Lucas’s right to take 
part of the surplus — it used 
£90 million to pay dividends 
last year and another £60 
million for tax. Originally, the 
terms of Lucas'S trust deed 
prohibited the trustees horn 
making any payment to the 
company or making any 
amendment which would al¬ 
low transfers of funds to the 
company. However, the trust¬ 
ees obtained permission from 
the Occupational Pensions 
Board two years ago to change 
the deed. It used another 
million to enhance benefits for 
members and pensioners. 

Mr Justice Vindott was 
asked by the pensioners to rule 
on whether the refund to 
Lucas was within the powers 
and duties of die trustees, 
whether any alterations or 
modifications could be made 
to the trust and whether any 
surplus in the fund should be 
used exclusively for the benefi¬ 
ciaries of the fund. He ruled in 
favour of Lucas Pension Trust, 
the trustees of the Lucas 
scheme, on all three points. 

Lucas welcomed the deci¬ 
sion. saying it had consulted 
fully with union members and 
pensioners. “The process of 
consultation on the distribu¬ 
tion of the pension fund sur¬ 
plus commenced nearly two 
years prior to application to 
the Occupational Pensions 
Board and involved all par¬ 
ties... The representatives of 
the scheme, the trades unions 
and the trustees were all in 
favour of the proposals put 
forward... to the OPB.” 

Bryan Freake, of the Cam¬ 
paign for Pension Fund De¬ 
mocracy, said: “This is a big 
setback for pensioners. We 
would like to see a block on 
pension scheme refunds and a 
right for pensioners to sit on 
boards of trustees".

BRITAIN'S photocopying industry is 
to face new regulatory practices in a 
forthcoming report from the Office of 
Fair Trading. 

The OFT move — a kind of halfway 
bouse between attempts by the indus¬ 
try at self-regulation and more direct 
regulatory action by the government, 
which is being held in reserve — is 
aimed at reforming widespread mal¬ 
practice in the office equipment sector. 

Complaints from small businesses, 
in particular, about malpractice in the 
£1 billion copier industry prompted the 
government to set up an OFT enquiry 
into the office equipment industry. 


Though the enquiry will report in 
about a month’s time, its key findings 
were signalled yesterday by the OFT— 
together with a dear wanting that Sir 
Bryan Cars berg, director-general of 
fair trading, is “very ready” to use his 
current legal powers to act against 
unfair practices, and th at the govern¬ 
ment is considering extendi n g its 
regulatory powers in its current review 
of the Consumer Credit Act- 
Speaking at & Confederation of 
British Industry conference on the 
photocopying industry, John Chap¬ 
man, the OFTs consumer affairs 
assistant director, said that the OFT 
report would propose that the copier 
business would have to present all of 
its customers with new government- 


formulated service proposal details 
before deals are struck. 

The proposals, taking the form of a 
series of questions, would aim to 
"eliminate or discourage misleading 
terms, reduce the scope for misrepre¬ 
sentation, help customers to under¬ 
stand the proposed deals, alert them to 
fikdy further outgoing and cause them 
to shop around more effectively".

France demands action 
to stabilise currencies

EDOUARD Balladur. the 
French prime minister, has 
appealed to the leading indus¬ 
trial economies to act swiftly to 
establish stability in the inter¬ 
national currency market in 
the spirit of die "Louvre 
Accord". 

The centrepiece of the ac¬ 
cord, reached in February 1987 
between finance ministers of 
six of the major economies, 
was a unanimous call for an 
end to the dollars fall. Min¬ 
isters also agreed to try to re¬ 
store balanced trade and eco¬ 
nomic growth without mflatiarL 

M Balladur, who in August 
saw market pressure over¬ 
whelm his government's de¬ 
fence of the "hard franc" and 
force the effective suspension 
of the exchange-rate mech¬ 
anism, told a conference in 
Paris that monetary stability 
was a necessary condition of 
lasting and balanced growth. 

After the “unjustified specu¬ 
lative movements and major 
upheaval” in the financial 
markets, -he called on the 
leading economies to act soon 
to reinforce prudential regula¬ 
tions for the foreign exchange 
market M Balladur said 
France hoped for a quick 
response to the review under¬ 
taken by central bankers at the 
request of the Group of Ten 
leading industrial powers. 

He argued that steps taken 
to avert a repeat of the stock 
market crash of 1967. such as 
the introduction of “circuit- 
breakers” to prevent too fast a 
market fall. could equally well 
be applied to the currency 
market In addition to the 


technical work in train. M 
Balladur called for consider¬ 
ation to be given to stablising 
the international monetary 
system in the Louvre Spirit 

Despite the weakness of the 
French economy, he made 
clear that he opposes a forced 
cut in interest rates, as it 
would have a damaging effect 
on inflation and costly results 
for the economy. He reaf¬ 
firmed France’s commitment 
to a single European currency 
as an essential part of the 
single market 

□ Andrew Crockett an execu¬ 
tive director of the Bank of 
England who was yesterday 
appointed general manager of 
the Bank for International 
Settlements (BIS), immediate¬ 
ly declared himself a firm 
believer in European mone¬ 
tary integration. 

But he said he did not 
foresee the European Mone¬ 
tary Institute (EMI), forerun¬ 
ner to a European central 
bank, impinging on the work 
of the Basle-based BIS, which 
is widely regarded as the 
central bankers’ central hank 
Mr Crockett said die EMI 
would anable the BIS to 
refocus on global issues and 
develop its role as a forum for 
collaboration between central 
banks in the monetary and 
regulatory fields, with in¬ 
creased attention to risks at¬ 
tained to derivatives.

Judge overturns juiy verdict on sex bias

IN NEW YORK 

A NEW YORK judge has 
ruled that Goldman Sachs, 
among the largest of Wall 
Street’S investment banks, 
was not guilty of gender bias 
when it sacked Joanne Flynn 
four years ago. 

The decision overturned a 
jury verdict on one of the most 
dosety watched sex discrimi¬ 
nation cases in years. Two 


weeks ago, a juiy of five 
women and four men conclud¬ 
ed, after an 11-day trial, that 
Ms Flynn, now aged 40, was a 
victim of sex discrimination 
when she was dismissed by 
Goldman in 1989. 

She had first asked for $1 
million in damages, but law¬ 
yers said she was preparing to 
seek between $2 milh nn and 
$4 million. But Judge Kimba 
Wood said “the evidence in the 
case overwhelming supports 


Goldman Sachs’ contention 
that each of its ... decisions 
concerning Ms Flynn was fair 
and not sex-based”. Judge 
Wood granted Goldman a 
new trial should her decision 
be overturned on appeal. This 
may not be heard for between 
four and six months. 

Ms Flynn claims she was 
sacked after she had fired a 
male executive. Goldman ar¬ 
gued that frie case was not 
about sex discrimination, but 


that Ms Flynn dashed with 
the woman who was appoint¬ 
ed as her boss, an executive 
position that Ms Flynn had 
herself hdd temporarily. 

Lawyers say it is rare for a 
judge to overturn a jury ver¬ 
dict. but Judge Wood said: 
“The court finds that there is 
such a complete absence of 
eridence supporting the verdict 
that the jury’s finding could 
only have been the result of 
sheer surmise and conjecture."

□ BUILDING societies have a 
breathing space of perhaps a 
year before the urge to merge 
becomes urgent again.

Tlie sun setting on Britain's coal industry may also spell darkness for former minin g comm uniti es 

Philip Bassett says swollen local dole queues are 
testament to the fact that former miners have 


well beyond their local pit 


F ifteen years a miner. Mark 
Goldsmith walks unsureiy 
down the production line of an 
East Midlands engineering 
factory, embodying the jobs exodus 
from Britain's phs. But he is lucky: he 
found work. 

British Coal's move yesterday to put 
more pits — this time in its heartland 
Yorkshire area—into the steep chute of 
its formal review procedure, leading 
almost inevitably to closures, will add 
more miners to the unemployment 
figures. BCs agreement with RJ 
Budge, a private sector mining com¬ 
pany, to license Clipstone colliery in 
Nottinghamshire will marie die re¬ 
opening of the first of the pits shut 
under British Coal's original closure 
plans of a year ago, but the number of 
jobs is likely to be far smaller. 

Clipstone will not include Marie 
Goldsmith, for instance- Until nine 
weeks ago, he worked at the pit, his 
third, as a colliery overman. He has 
been in the industry since he left 
school. Now he supervises machines, 
not men. “It’s a bit of a culture shock," 
he says, though his employers are 
pleased with his work, effort and 
resourcefulness. Even they acknowl¬ 
edge, however, that it says something 
about the state of Britain’s once-proud 
mining industry that men are prefer¬ 
ring to chance their arm with highly 
vulnerable small engineering bus¬ 
inesses. 

“Coal not dole" was a key slogan of 
the 1984-5 miners' strike, and its 
subtext — that miners, doing a dirty, 
difficult and dangerous job. are a 
special case — was the real resonance 
behind the extraordinary upsurge in 
public protesr a year ago when the 
government and British Coal an¬ 
nounced the closure of 31 pits with the 
loss of 30.000 miners’ jobs. Save the 
industry, well, yes. was the popular 
feeling, but save the miners was what 
(lie protest was really about 
British Coal’s abandonment of the 
big bang approach in favour of step-by- 
step closures is heading towards the 
same outcome. Neil Clarke, chairman 
of British Coal, says the industry has 
no choice: no extra market for coal 
beyond its contracting share has yet 
been found. Labour and the mining 
unions maintain that no real, or 
government-backed, effort to secure 
new markets has been made, and 
therefore the coal white paper piloted 
by Michael Hesdtine, President of die 
Board of Trade, was a sham. 

Beyond all those arguments, what of 
Goldsmith and his mining mates? The 
table shows the number of mines that 


difficulty finding work beyond their industry 


have already dosed since October last 
year. Yesterday's move in Yorkshire 
looks set to stretch die table still 
further. In addition, Coventry colliery, 
already in play before the main dosure 
announcement at that time, has shut 
With 800 miners from Coventry 
added in, British Coal figures show 
that 1Z847 miners from these 20 closed 
collieries have now gone. That’S not all, 
though. Many miners have disap¬ 
peared from mines that have remained 
open: KeDingley in Yorkshire, for 
instance, though still producing coal, 
has lost two thirds of its workforce — 
enough to qualify it, tike the dosed 
collieries, for special government jobs 
assistance. 

The Commons' all-party committees 
on employment and industry concen¬ 
trated in the report an dosures on the 
jobs impact Even the government's 
white paper gave it some attention. For 
the first time, the table prepared by The 
Times shows, pit by pit how hard the 
closures have hit 

Using unemployment figures for the 
traveMo-work area (TTWA) — the area 
defined by the employment depart¬ 
ment as encompassing the relevant 
local workforce — in which each of the 
dosed pits is shed, the table shows the 
range of increases in die number of 
miners out of work and d aiming 


benefit in the period between the 
dosure announcement and now. 

Take Westoe. near South Shields, 
where 1,000 men lost their jobs in an 
area of already high unemployment 
Last October, mal e un employment in 
the south Tyneside TTWA was 7,938, or 
24.8 per cent By September, the 
Westoe dosure and associated job 
losses pushed male unemployment up 
to 8.703. or 27.1 per cent of the local 
workforce— a rise of 9.64 per cent But 
the increase of 765 in' foe number of 
men out of work shows that at least 
some have found jobs. 

Then there is Mark Goldsmith's 
former pit, Clipstone. Unemployment 
in the heavily mining-dominated 
Mansfield TTWA stood at 16.8 per cent 
[6307) fin- men last October. After the 
Clipstone dosure, toe figures are 7297, 
or 19.4 per cent, a rise that is greater 
than toe number of men who lost then- 
jobs at the pit. 

The overall message of The Times' 
coal jobs figures is clear. Unemploy¬ 
ment for men in the TTWA where pits 
have dosed has risen by more than 
twice die increase in joblessness across 
Britain as a whole. UK male unem¬ 
ployment rose between October last 
year and this September by an average 
of 26 per c ent, while die rise in pit 
dosure-TTWAs was 63 per cent

Spurred on by the public protests, both 
British Coal and the government have 
been doing what they say they can to 
help. British Coal Enterprise, the jobs 
arm, has lived up to its name. Instead 
of job schemes, or training assistance, 
or help with applications, BCE has 
taken die enterprising, if hardly novel, 
route of direct intervention: its officials 
contact companies, write to diem, ring 
them up. hassle them, for jobs for ex- 
miners. Miners, they say, are good 
employees: tough, resourceful, hard¬ 
working. experienced, grateful. The 
pitch works: BCE claims a high success 
rate. 

The gove rnm e n t's formal approach 
has been less interventionist When the 
closures were announced, the then- 
employment secretary Gillian Shep¬ 
hard, who was privately furious at 
what she saw as die arrogance and' 
ineptitude of the handling of die 
dosures announcement brought for¬ 
ward a £75 million package to help. 
The coal review put that package on ice 
until the white paper appeared, the 
deferred dosure programme started 
up again and the action plans prepared 
by the government's Training and 
Enterprise Councils (TECs) to deal 
with the employment effects of closures 
were put into effect 
In fact Whitehall officials acknowl¬ 
edge that the length of the coal review 
meant that die first £30 million 
allocated for bdp was not spent but is 
“available” for help with further clo¬ 
sures in 19945 and 1995b, rather than 
just 1992-3, for which it was originally 
intended. Working with BCE and other 
bodies, the government's employment 
service offered assessments of up to five 
days if necessary for each miner, 
working out what help is needed, work 
trials with employers, and travel to 
interview grants. TECs themselves 
have offered retraining, self-employ¬ 
ment support and temporary and 
voluntary work. So far. 10,000 miners 
have beet assisted by the employment 
service, though only 1.700 have gone 
through TEC help. Whitehall officials 
deny that the programme is just a 
repackaging of what was already 
available, and say help is ready ft> r 
Yorkshire miners. 

It may well have to be. The market 
for coal shows no signs of growing. The 
dosures show no signs of stopping 
until British Coal is down to its pre¬ 
privatisation prediction of 12 to 14 core 
pits. Mark Goldsmith and those like 
him were fortunate. Many have not 
been, and many will not be. The 
swollen local coal dole queues stand as 
an eloquent, testament to that.

Big multinationals are producing pan-European 
brands, but is this wise? Alan Mitchell reports 


T he quest for European 
union may have run 
into sand, but multi¬ 
national consumer- 
goods companies are gal¬ 
loping ahead with their own 
form of unification. The 
brands we Europeans con¬ 
sume. our eating and washing 
habits, even our cultures, are 
being homogenised as com¬ 
panies cany out pan-Euro¬ 
pean marketing strategies 
This is revealed by the 
publication of the Nielsen- 
Check out Top 100, the first list 
of Europe's top 100 brands. 
Most of the biggest-setling 
grocery labels would be recog¬ 
nised by a UK consumer (see 
table). Only a few names are 
likely to be unfamiliar, sudh as 
Langnese, a German ice¬ 
cream, because Unilever, the 
multinational that produces it 
sells similar icecream in Bri¬ 
tain under the Walls namn 
The Nielsen research, pub¬ 
lished in this month's Check¬ 
out, puts Coca-Cola among the 
top three brands in each of five 
big markets: the UK, Ger¬ 
many, France, Italy and 
Spain. Procter & Gamble's 
Ariel soap powder is among 
the top ten m four of them. 

The drive to European¬ 
isation has been rapid over the 
past few years. Multi-billion 
dollar takeovers have created 
new food empires, with die 
cigarette company Philip Mor¬ 
ris gobbling up Kraft Foods 
and Jacobs Suchard, and Nes- 
tfe swallowing Rowntree and 


Perrier. Now, two companies, 
Unilever and Nestle, own a 
quarter of the NidsenrCfcedc- 
out Top 100. Six own a half , 
and the top ten own nearly two 
thuds. Five of the fop ten are 
American. 

Mega-deals may be out of 
fashion but the goals remain 
the same. Michael Peny. 
chairman of Unilever, which 
heads the leagues with sales 
just short of $5.7 trillion among 
the top 100 brands alone, says: 
“Well-defined and genuine 
consumer constituencies are 
developing—groups of people 
in different countries and cul¬ 
tures who share common 
tastes and interests." 

Unilever's aim, he says, is 
“to define the need, create the 
brand and move it around the 
world at the marketing equiv¬ 
alent of the speed of light”. 

The process is bring pur¬ 
sued through classic brand 
building, joint ventures (like 
the one between Unilever and 
BSN to market yoghurt ice¬ 
creams) and by mopping up 
smaller companies. Unilever, 
for example, now controls 
nearly 25 per cent of the native 
Italian olive oQ market 

Concentration of production 
in a few European centres is 
proceeding, as is the central¬ 
isation of marketing power as 
companies reorganise their 
marketing departments. 

Yet doubts are being raised 
about this strategy. 

Many companies are carry¬ 
ing out Europeanisation to 


maximise economies of scale, 
with the danger of becoming 
producer-driven, lowest com¬ 
mon denominator marketers, 
Mr Berry fold a gathering of 
advertising executives in Bar¬ 
celona last yep. 

The result is a scramble for 
a new and much-prized mar¬ 
keting skill: the ability to 
divine just how far a brand 
can be stretched across nat¬ 
ional and regional bound¬ 
aries. It is a difficult task. 


W hy do the Ger¬ 
mans put a con¬ 
densed milk 
(Barenmarke) in 
their top ten? Or the Italians a 
long-life mfik (Parmalat), the 
French a noodles brand

Why, along with their pasta 
and parmesan, do the Italians 
go for Fmdus frozen fish? 

Some fear a backlash 
against the new homogeneity. 
Focus on local markets, say 
the critics, is being lost 
Consumers may be react¬ 
ing, too. When mass travel in 
Europe was a novelty, con¬ 
sumers were reassured by the 
sight of a familiar brand. 
Now, sane "leading edge r 
consumers see the sameness 
as baring. 

The top 100 shows the speed 
at which consumer markets 
are bring Europeanised. But 
as Mr Perry warns, there are 
‘possibilities for horrendous 
error”.

An unsuitable case for television treatment? 



Gemma (Jennifer Wilson) and mother (Lorraine Ashbourne) 


G emma D’Arcy died of 
leukaemia on Septem¬ 
ber 23,1990. She was 
six years old. Tonight ITV will 
screen a two-hour drama- 
documentary based on Gem¬ 
ma's fight for life and on the 
parallel struggle of a team of 
lawyers to establish that the 
nuclear industry was respon¬ 
sible for ber death. 

It is a sad story and one 
perfectly suited to the genr e of 
the drama documentary. But 
as often before with produc¬ 
tions of this kind, the pro¬ 
gramme has crane un der fire 
simply because it is a drama 
documentary. Is this fair? 

While Gemma's struggle to 
beat her illness provides the 
framework of the plot, the pro¬ 
gramme also focuses on the 
thane of human misery and 
justice. The fact that British 
Nuclear Fuels — one of the 
main protagonists in the story 
— is a state-owned industry 
adds a p olit i cal dimension. 
BNFL gave only limited co¬ 
operation to Granada Tele¬ 
vision, the programme’s 
maker, arguing that "such 
sensitive matters and cases

were not suitable for entertain¬ 
ment”. 

Lord Whitelaw. the former 
deputy prime minister, has 
also criticised the programme. 
He was MP for Penrith in 
Cumbria for 28 years, an area 
where Sellafield — the setting 
of the programme about Gem¬ 
ma—is still a major employer. 
He tried to stop the broadcast 
by writing berth to Granada 
and to two television watch¬ 
dogs, the Independent Tele¬ 
vision Commission and the 
Broadcasting Complaints 
Commission- He told them 
that he “could not accept the 
idea of any fiftn of this sort" 
bang broadcast while plans 
for foe Thorp nuclear repro¬ 
cessing plant near Sdlafield 
were still being d eb at ed- 

Such arguments appear to 
me totally to misunderstand 
the purpose of the drama 
documentary. It was neve- 
supposed to be "entertain- 
menr.The genre was invented 


for Granada Television 
more than 20 years ago by foe 
World in Action team. It 
evolved out of a desire by the 
documentary programme 
makers to treat subjects which 
could not otherwise be covered 
because of lack of access to key 
players or locations. 

Granada’S first attempt to 
make a factually correct, docu¬ 
mentary-style dramatisation 
was a film called The Man 
Who Wouldn't Keep Quiet. 
made in 1970 and based rat foe 
smuggled diaries of the Soviet 
dissident General Pyotr 
Grigorenko. The general was 
locked away in a psychiatric 
prison at the time, so foe only 
way to represent his case on 
television was through a dra¬ 
matic reconstruction. 

Since then a steady trickle of 
Granada and BBC drama 
documentaries have highlight¬ 
ed subjects of contemporary 
relevance. The drama docu¬ 
mentary has been described as 


"journalism of last resort". In 
many ways it is just that — a 
way of getting foe camera 
through doors normally 
dosed to television crews. 

To those tempted to dismiss 
this kind of d ramatisati on as 
“trial by television", lan 
McBride, the programme's 
executive producer, has a 
ready defence: “The drama 
documentary is a device for 
addressing factual and public 
policy issues in a way that is 
easy for people to assimilate. 
Ebr that reason it is a useful 
extension of television 
journalism." 

Fighting far Gemma ends 
. with a court case involving two 
other families, the Hopes and 
the Reays. who were seeking 
compensation from BNFL for 
the deaths of their children. As 
in Gemma's story, the cases 
featured workers at the Sella- 
fidd plant whose children had 
rijerf from leukaemia. 

The court case was the 


biggest dvfl action in British 
legal history. Early last 
month, after an eight-month 
trial a high court judge ruled 
that no link had been proved 
between a father’s exposure to 
radiation and his child's can¬ 
cer of the blood- BNFL was 
therefore not held responsible. 

Twelve days after the judg¬ 
ment foe Health and Safety 
Executive issued a report indi¬ 
cating a possible link between 
leukaemia in children and 
their fathers’ exposure to radi¬ 
ation. The families’ lawyer, 
who also acted for Gemma, is 
reassessing whether to take 
further action against BNFL. 

To anyone seeking to under¬ 
stand foe complexity of the 
case, Fighting for Gemma 
prorides a moving and realis¬ 
tic account of the human suf¬ 
fering behind the legal, moral 
and ethical complexities raised 
by these cases. BNFL has its 
own reasons for not co-derat¬ 
ing with the programme; but if 
drama-documentaries were 
threatened simply because of 
their form, investigative jour- 
nalism would suffer a kick in 
foe teeth.

Customs officers subject to detention code 


Regina v Okafor 

Before Lord Taylor of Gosfortfa, 
Lord Chief Justice. Mr Justice 
Turner and Mr Justice Dyson 
[Judgment October 2IJ 
Customs officers equally with the 
police were subject to the Code of 
Practice for die Detention. Treat¬ 
ment and Questioning of tasons 
by Police Officers. Code C of the 
Police and Criminal Evidence Act 
1984 (s. 66) Cades of Practice (1991 
edition), so that, where a customs 
officer had reason to suspect an 
offence to have been committed, he 
had either to avoid asking ques¬ 
tions in relation to the offence or he 
had to follow the code, administer 
a caution to the suspect and 
observe the rules concerning 
interviews. 

The Court of Appeal so held 
when dismissing an appeal by 
Stephen Okafor, aged 30. a Ni¬ 
gerian national, against conviction 
at Croydon County Court Pudge 
Sir David Hughes-Morgan and a 
jury) of being knowingly con¬ 
cerned in (be fraudulent evasion of 
the prohibition on importation of 
cocaine valued at £200.000, in 30 
packages hidden in a bag of snail 
stew or soup in his only item of 
luggage. He was sentenced to II 
years imprisonment, recom¬ 
mended for deportation and a 
confiscation order under the 
Drugs Trafficking Offences Act 
1986 of £1.330 was imposed. 

Paragraph 10.1 of Code C pro¬ 
vides: “A person whom there are 
grounds to suspect of an offence 
must be cautioned before any 
questions about ii ... are put to 
him for the purpose of obtaining 
evidence which may be given to a 
court in a prosecution.. 

Paragraph 11 set out rules for 
interviews, including a prohibitum 
against trying to obtain answers or 


eliciting a statement by oppres¬ 
sion. ceasing to question as soon as 
the officer believed there to be 
s ufficie nt evidence for a prosecu¬ 
tion to succeed and for accurate 
and contemporaneous recording of 
an interview. 

Mr Benjamin Aina, assigned by 
the Registrar of Criminal Appeals, 
for the appellant; Mr Austen 
Issard-Davies for the Crown. 

THE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE, 
giving the judgment of the court, 
said that the appellant arrived at 
Gatwick Airport from Nigeria. A 
customs officer was told by the 
appellant that be foH pariwt the 
luggage himself and everything in 
it belonged to him. 

A search of the luggage revealed 
the bag and contents. He was not 
arrested or informed of the discov¬ 
ery at that point. Hie customs 
officer, property, wished to see 
whether it might be possible to 
catch someone further up the chain 
of drug trafficking and intended to 
allow the appellant to go free into 
the concourse to discover whether 
he led to anyone else. 

Before that happened, the appel¬ 
lant agreed to undergo a body 
search. While that was in progress, 
doubtless while arrangements 
were made for surveillance, the 
appellant was asked questions, 
which were at the heart of the 
appeal. 

He was asked whether he had 
reiig ht the snails himself and 
answered No, they had come from 
the market In answer to further 
questioning he agreed dial he had 
bought than, they did not need 
cooking but frying, he was mar- 
rial, his wife did not prepare them, 
they came so from the market wi* 
the vegetables and he would be 
going to Seven Sisters by way of 
the Gatwick Express. 


He provided a sample which 
contained no drugs and was 
allowed to take his luggage and go 
into the concourse towards the 
station. He was observed all the 
way to the train. He did not cot tact 
anybody else and. just as he was 
about to board, he was arrested. 

The conversation had taken 
place without the appellant bong 
cautioned, without his txdng 
alerted to his entitlement to have 
legal advice and before being 
intoviewed. and it was not re¬ 
corded contemporaneously but 
only some 2h hours after the first 
conversation had taken place. 

After his arrest, at an interview, 
property c o nte mp oraneously re¬ 
corded. he said that he had padeed 
the bag himself, his “brother", a 
man relfad Ezegbo. had given the 
appellant the snails to give to his 
brother, also called Ezegbo. in 
London. The appellant then had 
legal advice, was formally inter¬ 
viewed and exercised his right erf 
silence. 

The trial judge bad ruled that 
there had been breaches of tbe 
code but decided that tbe appellant 
would not be unfairly prejudiced 
by admitting tbe disputed 
conversation. Mr Aina submitted 
that it was unfair, within section 
78(1) of the 1984 Act. to allow die 
prosecution to adduce the 
evidence. 

On appeal, for tbe first time, Mr 
Issard-Davies submitted that the 
present case, although dearly not 
on all fours, was analogous to R v 
Christou (The Times Pune 1.1992; 
[19921 QB 979). in which plain 
clothes police officers, pretending 
to be jewed ers in a purported 
jewellers* shop, conversed with 
suspects and the conversations 
were held to be not subject to the 
code. 


Their Lordships could not agree. 
In Christen the police officers and 
the suspects were conversing an 
equal terms. In the present case the 

customs officers, and it was to be 
mentioned that the code applied to 
customs officers equally as it did to 
po lice officers, were acting as 
customs officers. They were in 
uniform, they were stopping 
people as they came through the 
channel and die conversation was 
bong conducted while tbe officers 
were carrying out a body search of 
the appeliam- 

Accordingly. the conversation 
was not on equal terms. Clearly the 
suspect or. as far as he knew 
himself to be, a member of the 
public was being searched and 
questioned by persons manifestly 
in authority and exerdsing control 
over immigration and customs. 
Mr Issard-Davies bad been right 
to concede at trial that the code did 
apply and the judge was right to 
rule to that effect. 

The question was whether it was 
unfair within section 78 to admit 
the evidence by reason of breaches 
of the protection which the statute 
and the code conte m plated should 
be available to a suspect 

Their Lordships rnnrhiriwt that 
the judge ought to have excluded 
that conversation. They concluded 
also, because the matter had been 
ventilated by Mr Issard-Davies 
with a view to future conduct by. 
Customs and Excise officers tot, 
where, an officer bad reason to 
suspect an offence to have been 
committed, be had either to avoid 
asking questions in relation to the 
offence or be had to follow the 
provisions of the code and admin¬ 
ister a caution. 

In the circumstances of the 
present case, it would have bom an 

option for the officer to talk about 


anything other than the case while 
conducting the search and o have 
allowed the suspect to go into the 
concourse and then ask him ques¬ 
tions only when he had beat 
ultimately arrested. In that way 
the object of trying to catch others 
who might have been waiting to 
meet tbe suspect could have been 
straightforward. 

The final question was whether 
to conviction ought to be quashed 
or tbe case was proper for the 
application of to proviso to section 
2(1) cf the Criminal Appeal Ac t 
1968 and tbe conviction to be 
upheld. What would have been to 
effect on tbe jury of leaving our to 
evidence of the interview which 
ought not to have been admitted? 

The appellant had arrived at 
Gatwick with £200.000 worth of 
cocaine in his luggage and the 
explanation which he had given to 
the juty was quite bizarre: the man 
Ezegbo, who was on to tarmac of 
the ait putt in Nigeria, was not a 
particular friend of the appellant 
and was said to have had trouble 
with an insufficiently paid-for old 
travel ticker, had htmrieA to 
packet to to appellant. 

The jury were left with to 
inaedible story of bow the drugs 
were passed to to appellant, 
together with tbe knowledge tot 
be had been to-ing and fro-ing 
between Nigeria and England for 
reasons which were not explained 
Puffing it all together, their Lord- 
ships were quite satisfied that 
even if the interview had been 
excluded. the jury could have come 
to no other verdict than to one to 
which they had come. 

Hie proviso would be applied, 
tbe verdict was safe and satisfac¬ 
tory and the appeal was dismissed.

Withdrawal of advance clearance not an abuse of power 


Regina v Inland Revenue 
Commissioners; Ex parte 
Matrix Securities lid 
Before Lord Justice Dillon. Lord 
Justice Nolan and Lord Justice 
Roch 

pudgment November I[ 

An advance clearance given by an 
incompetent tax inspector in un¬ 
ambiguous and unqualified terms 
for an enterprise zone property 
investment scheme did not bind 
the Inland Revenue. 

Because the application for 
clearance by the sponsors of the 
scheme foiled to give sufficiently 
full details of certain critical issues, 
the withdrawal of the clearance 
was not unfair and thus was not an 
abuse of power by the Revenue. 

The Court of Appeal so held. 
Lord Justice Roch dissenting, 
dismissing an appeal by the ap¬ 
plicants, Matrix Securities Ltd, 
from the decision of Mr Justice 
Laws (The Times October 22) 
refusing judicial review of the 
withdrawal by tbe Revenue of 
written assurances by a tax inspec¬ 
tor that the scheme would attract 
relief under the Capital Allow¬ 
ances Act 1990- The applicants 
were granted leave to appeal to tbe 
House of Lords. 

Mr David Goldberg. QC. Mr 
David Pannick. QC Mr John 
Walters and Mr Hugh McKay for 
the applicants; Mr Charles Flint 
for the Crown. 

LORD JUSTICE DILLON said 
that to applicants sponsored a 
unit trust scheme designed for 


higher race taxpayers to acquire 
buildings at Smith Quay in the 
London Docklands enterprise 
zone. 

On July 15,1993 solid tors acting 
for the applicants sought from to 
tax inspector, inter alia, confirma¬ 
tion that "capital allowances will 
indeed be available to each in¬ 
vestor in respect of his share of the 
purchase price of £95 million". 

By fetters dated July 27 and 
September 10 the inspector gave 
the applicants the assurances 
sought without any qualification. 
Thereafter the applicants acted 
quickly; pa ying a non-refundable 
deposit of £250000 far the prop¬ 
erty and. at a cost of some £50.000, 
sending out prospectuses to inves¬ 
tors. Doubtless those steps were 
taken in reliance on tbe dearances 
given by to inspector. 

Following press comment on to 
scheme, the director of tbe Finan¬ 
cial Institutions Division of the 
Inland Revenue wrote on October 
8. 1993 to the applicants revoking 
the dearances. 

He referred to the “exit arrange¬ 
ments" and to the fact tot tbe 
loans to investors in the scheme, 
funded by Hid Samuel, might foil 
within the House of Lords' de¬ 
cision in Ensign Tankers (Leasing) 
Lid v Stokes 01992] i AC 655). 

Hie law on withdrawing an 
assurance given by an inspector 
was dear, whether the withdrawal 
was unfair so as to amount to an 
abuse of power by the Revenue. 
Authority was to be found in R v 
IRC, Ex parte Preston Q198S] AC 


835) and R v IRC. Ex parte MFK 
Underwriting Agents Ltd Q1990] 1 
WLR 1545). 

If a taxpayer sought assurances 
as to to taxation consequences of a 
course of action there had to be 
candid disdosure on his part Thus 
the crucial question was whether 
there had been sufficient disclo¬ 
sure of material facts by the 
applicants’ solicitors to to tax 
inspector who had the general 
charge of the applicants* tax 
affairs. 

Hie tax inspector on receipt of 
the July 15 tetter was way out ofhis 
depth. It did not seem to occur to 
him to consult the Financial In¬ 
stitutions Division. 

One of the difficulties of the 
Crown's case was that their inspec¬ 
tor was so incompetmt and wet 
behind the ears. He had faded to 
consider whether the so-called 
price of £95 million was the net 
price paid for the property within 
section 10(A) of the Capital Allow¬ 
ances Act 1990. 

Bat the fetter of July 15 should 
have dearly explained what the 
vendor was getting for tbe prop¬ 
erty. That was an important card 
in cite applicants' hands which 
they failed to disclose. 

Moreover, in such a case as this, 
a scheme in part enabling inves¬ 
tors to buy a financial perk and 
where an indulgence was being 
sought from the Revenue; not only 
had all tbe fads to be put on to 
table but the applicants should 
have drawn the Revenue^ atten¬ 
tion to whether it was right to say 


that £95 million was being paid for 
the building. 

LORD JUSTICE NOLAN, 
agreeing, said tot Mr Goldberg 
argued that it was unnecessary for 
the clearance application to do no 
more than set out the facts in full 
and ton pore the question for 
which an answer was sought from 
the inspector. 

In some cases that might be so 
but not in the instant one: a tax 
planning exercise in which die 
purchase contract was only one of 
a number of complor arrange¬ 
ments and where it was impossible 
to separate tbe factual from to 
legal considerations. Further, the 
July 15 fetter should have referred 
to inspector to the Ensign Tank¬ 
ers derision. 

It would be wrong to bald that 
the Revenue had anwi unfairly. 
But to case was not an easy one. 
Hie applicants had suffered griev¬ 
ous loss as a result of acting an a 
firm and dear assurance. 

The Revenue had to exercise 
great care to ensure inspectors did 
not shoulder burdens which were 
too heavy. 

That danger had materialised in 
this case and was bound to 
damage the relationship of trust 
between the Revenue and tax 
practitioners an which the system 
largely depended. 

There tod been no question of 
any deliberate attempt by the 
applicants 1 advisers to mislead the 
Revenue. 

With such considerations in 
mind Mr Goldberg's submission

Only 
in to most exceptional case should 
tbe Revenue be allowed to with¬ 
draw confirmations. 

By tbe time to* tbe final 
clearance was given to tbe ap¬ 
plicants the Revenue were in 
possession of to full details of tbe 
transactions on which the rulings 
were sought. Hie applicants were 
entitled to assume that the respon¬ 
sible members of the Revenue, 
experts in to field, would have 
been n o n s u i t ed. 

The dearances were given not 
because of any failure of the 
applicants to provide necessary 
details but because to inspector 
had failed to read to letter of July 
15 with sufficient care. 

Moreover, the applicants were 
entitled to assume that to Rev¬

Repetitive strain injury was not in 
hsrifa condition known 10 medical 
science and did rut represent a 
condition promoted by repetitive 
work having neither an identi¬ 
fiable pathology nor an existence 
as a clinical condition and accord¬ 
ingly could not form the basis of an 
action against an employer alleg¬ 
ing negligent working methods or 
environment- 

judge Prosser. QC, sitting as a 
deputy High Court judge of the 
QueenS Bench Division, so held 
when refusing the plaintiff, Rafib 
MughaL judgment in his claim for 
damages for injury suffered in his 
empkiymem as a result of to 
negligence of to defendants. Reu¬ 
ters Ltd.

HIS LORDSHIP said that to 
plaintiff alleged that he had suf¬ 
fered pafo in his fingers, hands, 
arms and shoulders became of the 
length of time he had to sit at his 
desk and die position he was 
obliged to sit in as he worked with 
his visual display unit (VDU). 

Three doctors gave evidence 
before to court Their evidence 
dealt specifically with the defen¬ 
dant's complaints as well as to 
current learning on the question of 
upper limb disorders brought 
about by the use of VDUs. 

The plaintiff was a journalist 
who Harmed that, while working 
at his VDU as a sub-editor oo to 
equities desk of Reuters, he suf¬ 
fered permanent disability, pant 
and suffering as a result of his 
employer's failure to provide him 
with adequate advice and equip¬ 
ment to enable him to carry out his 
work in safety. 

Living in an age where technol¬ 
ogy was advancing at great speed 
it was necessary for to law to keep 
up not only through statutes and 
regulations but also through to 
common law keeping pace. The 
plaintiff said he had been given no 
advice about working pasture, the 
need for hreaks in ktyboaid work 


or abotft keeping the arms parallel 
to tbe keyboard or the angle of his 
eyes to the screen. 

Mr Bucknill. a consultant seen 

by the plaintiff over a period of two 

years, wrote on March 301989 that 
the plaintiff had "... tenosynovitis 
of Ins right wrist associated with 
repetitive strain..." and on Janu¬ 
ary 7. 1990 The condition occurs 
sporadically and does not appear 
to be directly related to the dreum- 
stances or the environment of the 
workplace..." 

What had strode his Lordship 
most forcefully was the almost glib 
use in to medical documents, be 
they GPS notes or consultants 
reports or letters, about terms such 
as repetitive strain injury, repet¬ 
itive strain syndrome, reflex 
sympathetic dystrophy otherwise 
known to Dr Pierson, appearing as 
medical witness to tbe plaintiff, as 
sympathetically maintained pain. 

One had to ask, what were they? 
Without determining what each 
meant it was impossible to begin to 
understand what the plaintiff had 
and perhaps still had and to know 
what he had sustained to deter¬ 
mine what caused whatever he 
had. 

Tenosynovitis was a well known 
amdmon. When it was at to 
nniscukHOTdmous junction to 
muscles of to forearm, it was 
more properly known as 
pentendomtis. 

Both were dear clinical con¬ 
ditions. signs and symptoms; in 
other words each had a definite 
pathology and a cause, namely 
trauma or to use of the wrist/and 
or forearm during repetitive opera¬ 
tions. unaccustomed work, alter¬ 
ations in work tempo or persistent 
pain. 

His Lordship had read and re¬ 
read many articles an RSI and it 
was dear that thee was a wide 
spectrum of debate and division. 
He believed that to mainstream 
view was tot there was no 
pathology, ot clinical symptoms 
that could be pom ted to as confirm¬ 
ing a patient had RSI. 

As to reflex sympathetic dys¬ 
trophy. what it meant in this case 
his Lordship did not know and did 
not think tot Dr Pierson did 
either. The signs of RSD. however, 
were dmkafiy observable. The

His Lordship had no doubt that 
ergonomists, who mad e recom¬ 
mendations concerning posture, 
were well meaning in seeking to 
improve the comfort of people 
using VDUs. It was when RSivv>u 
alleged that it might be regarded 
as too easy a step for an ergono¬ 
mist to supply the causation. Ihat 

would be ore uncertainty leading 
to another. 

Both Mr Semple and Mr 
Mathewson impressed upon his 
Lordship that where a condi tion 
like tenosynovitis, peritendanitis 
crepitans or tennis elbow and the 
like were referred to. each had a 
definite pathology. 

The symptoms could be seat 
and tbe treatment set in motion. 
Each had attributable causes, 
same of which could be attrifauod 
to tbe patient's work and often, as 
the cases involving liability 
showed, the employer had been 
gufliy of failing to protea his 
employees from work conditions 
which caused injury. 

How could the employer deal 
with tbe unknown or to lineman] 
in providing a safe system art 
place of work particularly when h 
was agreed that there was no one 
safe mkhod of sitting or posture to 
satisfy different employees?

Continuing offences over food 


Regina v Thames Metropoli¬ 
tan Stipendiary Magistrate 
and Another, Ex parte Hack¬ 
ney London Borough 
Council 

Before Lord Justice Simon Brown 
and Mr Justice Buckley 
Pudgment October 12] 

Offences created by the Food 
Hygiene (General) Regulations (SI 
1970 No II723 were continuing 
offences committed afresh each 
day that the regulations were not 
complied with. 

The Queen’s Bench Divisional 
Court so bdd in allowing an 
application for judicial review 
brougit by to London Borough of 
Hackney who sought an order <tf 
mandamus against the refusal of 
the Metropolitan Stipendiary 
Magistrate at Thames Mag¬ 
istrates* Court on June 20.1991 to 
state a case for to opinioa of to 
High Court on to ground dial to 
application to state a case was 
frivolous. In the circumstances, tbe 
court did not think it appropriate 
to make an order of mandamus. 

On September 14. 1989 to 
counci 1 di scovered offences 
contravening regulations 16(I)(a). 
l& 25(a). 29 and 30 of to 1970 
R egul a ti o n s at premises known as 
Stamps Public House and Min¬ 
gles Night Club operated by 
Brihaven Estates Ltd. 

The council was assured by the 
owners that regulations would be 
complied with and tbe necessary 
works done 

On March 19. 1990 the council 
inspected the premises and found 
that tbe wort had not been done 
and that further offences were 
committed on that day. On 
November 15, 1990 informations 
were laid against Brihaven Estates 
alleging breaches of to 1970 
Regulations based on the matters 
found and discovered on March 


19. 199a On May 14, 1991 to 
stipendiary magistrate found that 
the offences alleged in the informa¬ 
tions bad been discovered on 
September 14. 1989 and therefore 
the informations were statute- 
barred by virtue of section 95(1) of 
tbe Food Act 1984, replicated in 
section 34(b) of tbe Rxxi Safety Act 
1990. 

On October 12, 1993 Belhaven 
Estates were joined as 
respondents. 

Mr Hugh Griffiths for the 
council; Mr Richard Humphreys 
for Belhaven Estates. 

LORD JUSTICE SIMON 
BROWN said that the stipendiary 
magistrate had taken a wrong 
view of section 95{I)(b) of the 19S4 
Acl It seemed perfectly plain to his 
Lordship that the offences with 
which the court was concerned 
were continuing offences commit¬ 
ted afresh each day the regulations 


were not complied with. True that 
an to first visit in 1989 offences 
against to regulations were 
discovered but those were not the 
offences on which the council 
ultimately HwiffeH to prosecute. 

They had laid to information 
expressly in relation id like of¬ 
fences. which seemed to be contin¬ 
uing offences, committed on 
March 19. 1990. The discovery of 
the particular offences was mani¬ 
festly on to latter date. 

In that connection reference was 
made by his Lordship to regulation 
30 of the 1970 Regulations which 
provided for penalties far offences 
against to regulations and also 
‘in .to case of continuing 
offences".

No power to order 
progress reports 


In re M (a Minor) 

Before Mr Justice Wall 
(Judgment October 29| 

A court could not rely on a contact 
order made under section 8 of to 
Children Act 1989 and conditions 
made thereon under section 11(7) to 
order a mother to write progress 
reports on the child to to father. 

However, there was power 
under section 11(7) to direct a 
residential parent to keep toother 
parent informed of to child’s 
wherea b outs as a necessary con¬ 
dition of contact taking place. 

Mr Justice Wall so held in a 
reserved judgment in the Family 
Division when allowing an appeal 
brought by to mother against the 
decision of the Horsham Family 
Proceedings Court on May 10 ,1993 
when they a tt ach e d conditions to 
an order of indirect oontact. Con¬ 
tact was in the form of letters 
between the child. M. aged itm-a. 
and the father who was serving a 
three-year term of imprisonment. 

Miss Sarah Edwards for the 
mother; Mr David ll ers hm an for 
the father. 

MR JUSTICE WALL said that 
looking at to order of to justices, 
to court was left to infer the 
justices' intentions which his Lead- 
ship found to be that while to 
father was in prison face-to-face 
contact was either undesirable or 
impracticable but that some form 
of contact needed to be maintained 
in order to facilitate M’s 
reintroduction, to his father after 
his release from prison. Accord¬ 
ingly, contact fry post was ordered. 


In Ms Lordship's judgment, to 

justices were correct on to facts to 
order contact by post fart to court 
did not have jurisdiction by way of 
a contact order under section 8 and 
the imposition of conditions under 
section 11(7) of the 1989 Act to order 
the mother to write progress 
reports on the child to the father.' 

There was power under section 
11(7) to direct a residential parent to 
keep to other parent informed of 
the chad's whereabouts as a nec¬ 
essary condition of contact. 

There might be jurisdiction to 
order a mother to implement an 
order for contact by post to read to 
a child who could not read mes¬ 
sages from the father but if such 
jurisdiction existed it should only 
be exe r cised if to motor was 
prepared to agree to it and any. 
such order had to be subject to the 
right of the mother to censor what 
was written if it was. in her 
judgment, unsuitable for the child 
to read. 

An order permitting an absent 
parent to write to or communicate 
with achild by telephone should be 
carefully defined and usually ex¬ 
pressed by reference to a maxi¬ 
mum "not more than" formula. 

The present case was not one in 
which no order for oontact was 
appropriate and to justices were 
right not to have dismissed the 
father's application for contact for 
the foreseeable future. 

However, the conditions im¬ 
posed fay tbe justices were Sawed 
and would be set aside.

j gter Brook, one of the central figures in 
postwar theatre, is returning to London 
_after two decades. By James Woodall " 


I n the late Forties, Kenneth 
Tynan penned this about the 
young Peter Brook: “He is a 
small, sausage-shaped man: 
ne looks edible... one feels he has 
never travelled anywhere on foot or 
on buses, but is wrapped up in silk 
and carried." Today, at 6a Brook is 
much the same shape — with 
rather less hair — astonishingly fit, 
and probably the most widely 
travelled director in theatre history. 

He is carried not by silk but 
everywhere by plane: air travel is 
cited in Who's Who as one of his 
hobbies. He is as well-known in 
Japan as in Europe, and feels as 
much at home in the showbiz 
circles of New York as he does 
among the theatre, music and film 
communities of 
Paris. Brook has 
lived in Paris since ‘All /

ing to his bucketful of Shakespeare 
hits. Brook, had also' just tinned 
author. The Empty Space, pub¬ 
lished in 1968. was soon the most 
frequently thumbed theatrical case¬ 
book written in English- Twenty- 
five years on, he is about to publish 
a second volume of theatrical 
essays. There Are No Secrets. (His 
second book. The Shifting Point, 
published in 1988, was a miscellany 
of pieces culled from 40 years of 
penmanship.) 

Does the new book pick, up where 
The Empty Space left off? “One can 
never express oneself dearly 
enough." Brook says. “This book 
takes what’s in The Empty Space, 


and makes it more specific and, I 
hope, simpler. I was careful, in The 
Empty Space, to avoid giving any 
exercises that could be latched onto 
and used as a method, as I know 
how harmful that can be. Here. I 
give more prerise examples of what 
I do with actors, with the same 
warnings: if these examples are not 
used mechanically, they can help 
someone to find his own 
equivalents." 

Brook doesn’t plan his books as 
books. “T he Empty Space came 
about from a series of lectures I 
gave to get enough money to leave 
the theatre for six months, and go to 
Afghanistan to learn Persian. 
There Are No Secrets arose from 
two days’ worth of talks l gave in 

_ Paris.”

The Man who Mistook his Wife far 
a Hat), have exhibited a restless 
spiritual quest: how, through the¬ 
atre. do you arrive at a truth that 
can touch people in a manner 
unavailable in other art forms? 

Answers are pursued, with witty, 
conversational gusto, in the longest 
essay of the book. “The Slyness of 
Boredom”. Boredom is Brook’s

greatest enemy and, therefore, a 
guiding principle. He is famous for 


Hing asleep in the theatre. 

“If a show’s good. I have no 


least pretext for switching off, then 
my body — sitting in the dark and 
on soft seats — is convinced it's in 
bed” Has this ever proved awk¬ 
ward? “Only once, I think- John 
Gielgud took me to a public-school 
production of Hamlet, in its entire- 


ty. Hamlet in its entirety at the best 
of times is a tough experience. 
Done by piping schoolboys ... 
wdl, because it was Gielgud we 
were made a tremendous fuss of 
and were put in the front row. It 
was excruciatingly difficult to stay 
awake... ” 

What torments him is the un¬ 
questioning acceptance of art’s 
cultural quality. In Shakespeare, as 
in opera, this “can bring out the 
best ot the worsr'. he writes in "The 
Slyness of Boredom". “The greater 
the work, the greater the dreariness 
if the execution and interpretation 
are not of the same level" 

in The Empty Space, this was 
called “The Deadly Theatre". 
“When I wrote that,” Brook told 
me. “critics of major newspapers 
were still up in arms if someone in 
a fringe theatre put on a rough 
version of Shakespeare, with rough 
accents and scruffy costumes. To¬ 
day. the long hair and circus 
costumes of my Dream would be 
considered over-manicured too 
well-dressed, so things have 
changed enormously over the last 


25 years. But that doesn’t mean that 
there isn’t a large majority which 
hankers after ‘culture’, and doesn’t 
question it” 

By 1970. Brook’S stagings, never 
less than enthralling, had done 
much to change people's expecta¬ 
tions of theatre in this country. On 
his "return” to Britain with the 
Indian epic. The Mahabharaia, 
staged at Glasgow^ Tramway in 
1988, media excitement was mega- 
phonic; amid the acres of news¬ 
print, the acutest observation was 
that even the absent Brook had 
been dominating British theatre. 


H e is increasingly in¬ 
clined to suggest he 
never reaBy left He is 
often to be seen in tile 
audiences of London productions . 
His daughter Irina works as an 
actress here. He greatly admires 
Richard Eyre, who. he says, has 
achieved “astonishing things" at 
the National Theatre. Britain is 
never far from his heart 
Does he, then, notice a useful 
distinction between British and 


other kinds of acting? “By and 
large, the English actor is uniquely 
talented Generation after genera¬ 
tion here produces remarkable and 
idiosynaatic actors. But I’m not 
really interested in the difference 
between English or French or 
German or American acting. All 
Western actors have something in 
common, though the standard is 
probably higher in Britain. What I 
wanted to discover was what dial 
one word — acting — meant to an 
African, a Balinese, or an Indian." 
The long-term results of that quest 
were on display in the multi-ethnic 
Mahabharaia, as they were in his 
French-language Tempest , which 
featured Made Africans in the roles 
of Prospero and Ariel. 

This internationalist ethic was 
not arrived at easily. Brook’s first 
experiments into non-Anglophone 
performance in the earty Seventies, 
culminating in Orghast (for which 
Ted Hughes invented a new lan¬ 
guage) and The Conference of the 
Birds, devised from a Sufi poem 
and played not cm a stage but on a 
carpet, led some to believe he’d 


finally gone bonkers. Brook re¬ 
mains unapologetic. 

“Ever since I began working 
outside European culture, I have 
realised, like Coriolanus, that there 
is *a world elsewhere’. What inter¬ 
ests me is to bring these worlds 
together, to see how something of 
the one can bring out something 
new and deeper in the other." 

The world of the brain is his 
latest concern. L'homme qui cazzte 
together after months of neurologi¬ 
cal research, and has been playing 
to packed houses in spaces round 
Europe:. At Richard Eyre’s invita¬ 
tion. it will come to the National 
next April in an English version 
following a tour which wfl] take in 
Manchester. Glasgow and Notting¬ 
ham. This represents quite a break¬ 
through; Brook has spumed 
London for more than 20 years. 

“Touring has been an essential 
part of our productions at the 
Centre from the start," says Brook. 
"We have to tour, as the sponsor¬ 
ship we get from the French 
government is just enough to keep 
tbe Bouffes open and the heating 


on.” Brook's experience with im¬ 
pressions de Pellias, his shortened 
version of Debussy's opera which 
opened at the Bouffes last Novem¬ 
ber and toured Europe earlier this 
year, was salutary. 

“Pelltas was too backbreaking. 
Touring for 12 weeks, with three 
casts, a different space each time, a 
different acoustic. Just getting the 
right piano was a nightmare. &> we 
have been working very hard at 
finding another solution." 

Part of it is to play longer dates. 
L'homme qui, for example, will 
have extended runs in Britain. 
When it arrives at the National, it 
will be file first Brook production at 
a major London venue in nearly 25 
years—to put it mildly. likely to be 
an exciting event 

“Yes, but its a simple work, 
played by four actors and done very 
discreetly because of the theme. 
Tbe difficulty win be how to 
prevent it being expected as some¬ 
thing spectacular, when our aim is 
to be unspectacular.”

T hose hungry for a kitch¬ 
en sink Cenerentola 
may find something to 
please in WNO's “pocket op¬ 
era" production. There was 
loyal applause in parts of the 
house on opening night Oth¬ 
ers who like Rossini with a 
little finesse are warned to stay 
away, at least for the time 
being, as the opera sets out on 
a three-month tour of Wales 
and the West 

The director, Stephen 
Langridge, dearly does not 
rate tins geotie comedy too 
highly, and uses all too crude 
methods to beef it up. Every 
bar has to be “brightened" by 
a visual gag or a comic caper. 

Tbe coarseness begins in the 
new translation, for which he 
is partly responsible, which 
runs along tbe increasingly 
fashionable "WeD lU be gob¬ 
smacked" lines. 

It continues in the sets of 
Keith Khan, as hideous as they 
are impractical. The first prob¬ 
lem far any Cenerentola de¬ 
signer is hew in the first act to 
move from Magnifico’s shab¬ 
by old mansion to the Prince’s 
palace and do the reverse in 
the second. The Khan solution 
is to bring the music to a halt 
and have a couple of chaps 
sweep and dear me stage.

Gareth Uoyd is overtaxed by 
Ramiro's high tenor fine and 
he scarcely looks a Prince—or 
even tbe disguised “chauffeur* 
of Act I. In trousers several 
sizes too large he more resem¬ 
bles a rundown museum at¬ 
tendant 

Charles Johnston as 
Dandini is engaging, but Ros¬ 
sini asks for more than a buffo 
in the pari, and the big aria 
was beyond him. Stephen 
Richardson’s Alidoro in a 
Kray Bros double-breasted 
suit has his moments; Ian 
Rail barked his way through 
Don Magnifies played as an 
East End car dealer whose 
business has turned sour.

No blue notes for Sheppard 



The door to one studio 
closed for a British jazz 
stalwart, but another 
has been flung open- 
dive Davis reports 

A grain of pessimism runs deep 
through British jazz — not 
surprisingly, given the hand-to- 
mouth existence that most musicians 
lead. So when rumours began to 
circulate that Andy Sheppard and 
Island Records were to part company, 
some took it as another sign' that -the 
1980s jazz boom had run its course.. 

Sheppard was, after all, one of the 
prime symbols of the British revivaL 
An aggressive, Coltrane-inspired tenor 
saxophonist, he had been signed up by 
Island’s Antilles label in 1986. If a 
player of his calibre could find himself 
without a contract, what hope would 
there be for anyone still scuffling on the 
small Hub circuit? 

The reality, be says, was not actually 
so bleak. The break with Island was 
essentially amicable and. in the two 
years since the release of his group’s 
last album. In Co-Motion, he has 
maintained a hectic schedule, touring 
with his own line-up and with the 
bandleaders Carla Bley and George 
Russell- Now, as he enters his hue 
thirties, he has resumed his recording 
career after striking a deal with Blue 
Note — undeniably a step upward. 

The first fruits of the new partner¬ 
ship. Rhythm Method. (CDBLT-1007) 
are released thisweek, to be followed in 
the new year by a recording made at 
Ronnie Scott’s last summer by 
Sheppard's expanded ten-piece band. 
Big Co-Motion. 

From his beginnings in conventional 
post-bop improvising, Sheppard is 
continuing to expand across stylistic 
boundaries, inc o rpo r ating gentle Latin 
rhythms and lighter melodies, his 
undulating tenor and soprano saxo¬ 
phone solos cushioned by Steve 
Lodder’s lush electronic keyboards. 
Although the recording was made in a 
matter of days, and most of his solos 
are first takes. Sheppard tried to give 
more attention than usual to the final 
mix. “We wanted to make die record 
sound quite glossy.” he says. 

For all the fine-tuning in the studio, 
Sheppard and his colleagues invari¬ 
ably deliver their most forceful group 
work on-stage. The extended solos that 
catch fire in concert tend to merely 
smoulder in the studio. Rhythm Meth¬ 
od contains one sampler track from the 
Scott's residency — a 15-minute romp 
called “Well Kept Secret* — and it is 
enough to make you wonder whether 


I t all began one evening in 1923 in a 
pub* called the "Wagtail, at 
Wapping in east London.

tiie live album should not have been 
given priority. 

When be is not touring—and the Big 
Co-Motion band takes to the road this 
weekend — Sheppard is based in his 
native West Country. A self-caught 
musician, he did not take up the 
saxophone until he was 19, later briefly 
passing through London before mov¬ 
ing on to Paris, where he took on all 
manner of musical assignments, from 
playing in house bands in strip dubs to 
parading with the massed Dadaist 
ensemble. Urban Sax. 

When he returned to Britain he 
settled in Bristol. He can often be seen 
at one of the city’s most popular jazz 
venues, the Albert Inn, where he enjoys 
sitting in with the bands. His recent 
outings have been curtailed, though. 


by the birth of his first child. Other¬ 
wise, in common with afl saxophonists, 
he remains preoccupied with the 
search for the perfect sound and the 
perfect reed. Hours and hours of 
practice might produce nothing text 
frustration. Then, after days without 
playing, came the most fantastic re¬ 
sults — and the age-old question: is it 
me or is it the reed? 

The University of the West of 
England is soon to award him an 
honorary master's degree in music. 
Jazz, of course, is awash with formally 
educated players who have bundles of 
technique but nothing interesting to 
say with their instruments.

“Eventually 
they spent £2-5 million," says Anne 
Rumney. the Brit School's princi¬ 
pal, previously head of an Inner 
Lem don comprehensive and in her 
teenage years a dance student “The 
recording studio and the radio 
studio complex were funded after 
the original costing.” 

But from then cm the Brit School 
was on its own. “Funding comes in 
the same way as for a normal 
school,'* Rumney says. “We are a 
state school but independent of any 
local education authority, and our 
places are free. Students can come 
here for the two years before their 
GCSEs, and they study the normal 
curriculum applied, wherever pos¬ 
sible, to performing arts and arts 
technology. Or they come after 
taking GCSE for the two sixth form 
years." 

So what is m it for the industry? 
The Brit in the Brit School is not 
abbreviated flag-waving, but 
stands for British Record Industry 
Trust, and the record industry has 
come in for a fair chunk of public 
suspicion recently, thought to be

ripping off the public and now 
ripping off its own artists. 

The aim of the school is not to 
produce out-front performers. "We 
make the initial interview student- 
focused.” Rumney says, “because 
one of die tilings we were afraid of 
was parents who want their child¬ 
ren in the entertainment industry. 
The students will not thank you if 
you assume they are Fame kids, 
fifty per cent of them have no 
intention at becoming performers. 

“What they have here is aunique 
opportunity to learn, when young. 


how to shoot and edit film, work in 
a box office, master the technology 
required for theatre, radio, record¬ 
ing. the business structures in¬ 
volved And they are working with 
the best equipment When Radio 1 
came down here they were amazed 
by the quality of the radio suite- 
better tiian the one they have. 

“As a result of this training, 
students are coming out with a 
range of qualifications that makes 
them extremely palatable for cer¬ 
tain universities and certain indus¬ 
trial training." ' 


The class of 1993 has recently 
issued a compact disc of music, 
songs and bands, created, per¬ 
formed. recorded and marketed by 
the students, to demonstrate the 
talents of the schooL 

In the corridors the students, 
soon to become palatable, are 
moving between study periods. 
Some will be going to the science 
labs and language rooms in the old 
building, to work in much the same 
way as students anywhere. But an 
the way they will pass the old 
school’s former hall, now occupied 


for its full length and half its height 
by a touring theatre that can be 
dismantled within two hours. It is 
furnished with exit signs, its own 
power supply and everything re¬ 
quired to satisfy the various regula¬ 
tions of every local council in the 
country. 

But it is in the new building that 
the Brit School’s marvels present 
themselves; sometimes in the open, 
like a business suite where 20 
students sit at terminals incorpo¬ 


rating statistics into a program, 
sometimes behind a door where 


you will come upon a girl practis¬ 
ing a dance routine, or in an edit 
suite viewing the film she has 
directed. 

The onlooker does not always see 
more of tiie game, but you can tefl a 
lot from the expressions on faces. 
Here are students doing what they 
want in exceptionally good condi¬ 
tions. They are exceptionally fortu¬ 
nate. Perhaps not only the 
entertainment-linked industries, 
but the rest of the country’s 
employers too. will benefit from 
their good fortune.

Robbie, Howard and Mark, 
his co-vocalists, do back-flips 
and beam earnest, meaningful 
looks a t the girls below. The 
security men, who had carried 
out 30 prostrate children even 


before the band came on, had 
their hands fuIL 

Welcomed with a hail of 
roses, soft toys and knickers, 
Take That sauntered through 
their performance with barely 
a pause for breath. Hit singles 
like “It Only Takes A Minute", 
“Satisfied" and “Why Can’t I 
Wake Up" were delivered in 
seamless medleys. Every¬ 
thing, including their rock 
’h’rofl cover songs, was greet¬ 
ed with the same uncrrtica] 
screaming. Mothers present 
crammed their fingers to their 
ears. Fbrewamed by a consid¬ 
erate record company, the 
press had brought earplugs. 

However, nothing could 
have prepared us for two new 
set-pieces. The old gay disco 
classic. “Relight My fire", had 
a taped Lulu doubling up 
Loleata Holloway's original 
vocal line, and Take That dad 
in a Village People drag. 

The first encore, “Pray", was 
treated to a gothic look, as the 
boys’ monks habits were dis¬ 
carded to reveal a ravaged 
choirboy image beneath. 
“Could It Be Magic?" ended 
the evening: for those present 
the question was rhetorical.

EVER since her 
emergence as a 
teen prodigy in Carr 
the mid-1960s, Thpnt 
Janis Ian has 1,1011 
mined two close¬ 
ly linked seams of inspiration. 
The first that of the social or 
political outsider, was sig¬ 
nalled by the content of her 
very first hit 1967^ “Sodetys 
Child" a precociously mature 
tale of fated interracial 
romance. 

The second, explored most 
folly on a string of acclaimed 
albums released during the 
1970s. involves the approach¬ 
ing of emotional and sexual 
relationships, also from the 
underdog’s perspective, and 
has spurred the New York- 
born singer-songwriter to 
some of her finest work. 
Which doesn’t make her 
sound like a bundle of fun, it 
must be granted- But merciful¬ 
ly, Ian has always maintained 
a sense of humour both off 
and on-stage. 

And that served hear well on 
only her second London ap¬ 
pearance since returning from 
the self-imposed exile that kept 
her out of the public eye for 
most of the 1980s.

Perceptive, big-hearted and 
perfectly balanced between 
hope and despair, it confirmed 
Ian’s ability to bring graceful 
resonance to themes too often 
viewed as unsuitable for the 
cheery medium of pop.

Richard Crosthwaite, of Knight 
Frank & Rutley. says: “At any one 
time, we have about 30 houses at 
Elnvplus on our books. We expect 
foreigners to buy most of them."

According to Nicholas Feraticos. 
whose father .set up business in 
London 45 years ago. the capital 
has excellent business services and 
a high standard of business ethics. 
The shipbrokers and foe banking 
systems are equally good, he says. 
London is also considered to offer

. terms of stability, educa- 
W tion. safety and recreation. 

Mr Crosthwaite says: 
o “It may be that London 
has a better image abroad 
than we would give it 
credit for." 

William Gething, of 
** Property Vision, describes 
, London as “one of the 

great capitals of foe world, 
along with New York, 
Paris, and Rome”. Ms 
Berry agrees. “The rich come here 
because it looks like safe and 
liveable in." she says. Tokyo has 
no space. New York, though excit¬ 
ing, is dirty and dangerous. 
London is greener and has no huge 
skyscrapers in residential areas 
such as Belgravia." 

But step outside the metropolis— 
and die super-rich almost evapo¬ 
rate Iran tw market There is a lot 
more commitment to having a 
house in Dorset than cne in 
Lcmdon," Mr Gething says. “Coun¬ 
try homes are bought because they 
are part of a way of life.

ONE of the reasons London 
attracts super-rich housebuyers 
from the Continent is that they see 
it as a safe city. 

The IRA factor does not seem to 
bother Europeans seeking top of 
the market houses, according to 
Philip Woolf, of Druce's, a leading 
London agency. In all his sales, foe 
IRA has not been mentioned. 
“London is seen as a place of 
personal safety," he says. 

Nod de Keyzer, of SaviUs, says: 
“London has a better safety record 
than most capitals, and safety and 
security are paramount to high- 
net-worth individuals. 

“I sold a house to the chair man 
of a big international company last 
week and he wanted to know who 
lived next door, and who lived 
down the street Such people are 
safety-conscious. They have video 
cameras at the entrances, some 
have 24-hour guards, and if foe 
house hasn't already got sophisti¬ 
cated security protection, they call 
for a specialist to install it." 

The latest police figures show 
that central London has become 
safer in the past 12 months, with a 
fall in foe number of reported 
muggings and burglaries. The 
areas where you are least likely to 
be attacked or burgled, according 
to insurance companies and the 
police, are Belgravia and Mayfair, 
the areas favoured by cosmopoli¬ 
tan buyers. 

In the year to June, there were 
730 reported burglaries in Belgra¬ 
via, down from 880 foe previous 
year. This compares with Dulwich 
and Peckham where there were 
2J90 reported burglaries in the 12 
months to June this year. 

Insurance companies divide 
Britain into postcode areas and 
assess each mainly on the cost of 
burglary claims, although Other 
factors come into it Norwich 
Union, for instance, has 19 divi¬ 
rions for domestiocontents insur¬ 
ance: labelled A to S. Most of 
London is in the Q to S bands. 
However, Kingston upon Thames, 
in Surrey, haIfan-hotn*s train ride 
from central London, is in Band D. 
which bimiw it is considered one 
of the safest areas. Insurance is 41p 
per £100 covered. 

In tiie worst band, costing £225 
per £100 insured, are SW2 
(Bruton) and SW8 (South Lam¬ 
beth). Chelsea and Belgravia are 
considered a safer bet so 
insurance there costs £1.70 per 
£100 (band Q). Mayfair is rated 
slightly more risky at £2 per £100.

Wales gain from 
Canadian loss

IT IS six years since Wales 
disposed of Canada 40-9 in a 
World Cup match that was the 
only full international played 
between the countries before 
the meeting at Cardiff Arms 
Park this evening. And so 
much has happened — or 
failed to happen — in the 
domestic Welsh game during 
those years that you could 
almost argue the Canadians 
will begin as favourites. 

However, allowance must 
be made for the absence 
through injury and business 
demands of seven experienced 
Canadian players: they 
include the forwards, Gord 
MacKinnon, Eddie Evans and 
Norman Hadley, all critical 
elements in the drive to the 
1991 World Cup quarter-finals 
which alerted die rest of rugby 
union to the fact that Canada 
had to be taken seriously. 

“People may still think of us 
as a flash in the pan." Ian 
BirtweU, their coach, said 
yesterday, “but I don’t think 
that’s quite fair. What we do 
have is a problem of continuity 
but we have put in place a 
demanding programme build¬ 
ing into the 1995 World Cup." 
Starting next summer. France 
visit Canada and may be 
followed by Japan; Canada 
hope to send a development 
side to England and Wales 
next spring and next autumn 
will tour Europe, playing in¬ 
ternationals against France, 
Italy, England and Ireland. 

Early in 1995 it is planned to 
visit New Zealand: “I hope it's 
not too demanding," BirtweU 
said. After losing 43-16 to 
Australia in Calgary last 
month he is looking for a more 
precise game against Wales, 
in the belief that defensive 
errors flattered the Austra¬ 
lians.

Arsenal’s cup reputation 
put to test by Norwich

ARSENAL'S reputation as the 
undisputed English masters of 
cup competition faces proba¬ 
bly its sternest examination 
tonight when they play Nor¬ 
wich City at Carrow Road in a 
Coca-Cola Cup third-round 
replay. 

Since losing 2-1 to Wrexham 
in an FA Cup third-round tie 
on January 4, 1992, Arsenal 
have completed 24 cup fixtures 
without defeat: 17 last season, 
when they won both domestic ■ 
competitions, and seven this 
season in the Coca-Cola and 
European Cup-WinneTS* 
Cups. Like them or loath them 
far their frequently uninspir¬ 
ing performances in the Pre¬ 
miership, it is an extra¬ 
ordinary sequence that bears 
testimony to the resolve of 
George Graham’s team. 

Arsenal might have to by to 
extend their run without the. 
services of David Seaman, 
their England goalkeeper, 
who suffered an ankle injiny 
against Aston Villa — their 
prospective fourth-round op¬ 


ponents — on Saturday. He 
took part in a light training 
session yesterday, but will 
have to pass a late fitness test 
tonight 

Norwich, unbeaten in 11 
matches, second in the Pre¬ 
miership and Uefa Cup con¬ 
querors of Bayern Munich, 
have, nonetheless, struggled 
to find their best form at 
home, where six league games 
have produced just two goals. 

Crystal Palace, who led 
Everton 2-0 at Goodison Park 
before being pegged back, will 
hope to make home advantage 
count in their replay tonight 
with the prize of a tie against 
Manchester United to spur on 
the first division side. Bui their 
recent sloppiness has angered 
Alan Smith, their manager. 

Palace also squandered a 
2-0 lead against Notts County 
on Saturday, losing 3-2 and 
missing the chance fa regain 
the leadership. “Very rarely in 
a game do you go from tiie 
sublime to the ridiculous, but 
in that game we did." Smith 


said. “We didn’t act like adults 
at alL Perhaps we are too nice. 
I deliberately created a new 
environment here when I took 
over in the summer. It is a joy 
fa come in to work here now. 
But there’s got fa be something 
else—a bit of grit. I don’t want 
to change things and I certain¬ 
ly can’t change the way we 
play. It is just a question of 
concentration." 

Middlesbrough will be 
without a recognised striker in 
their replay against Sheffield 
Wednesday at Hillsborough. 
John Hendrie. the first divi¬ 
sion's leading scorer, and Paul 
Wilkinson are both ruled out 
because of ankle injuries. 

□ Kevin Moran, the Ireland 
captain, has been forced fa 
pull out of the squad for the 
World Cup qualifying tie 
against Northern Ireland next 
Wednesday because of a ham¬ 
string injury. A thigh strain 
also makes Ronnie Whelan 
doubtful for a game Ireland 
must win to be guaranteed a 
place in the finals.

Police pound FA Cup beat

M ario Russo is one of 
those goaiscorers 
for whom football 
managers sell the family sti¬ 
ver. He is 3L the pace is 
sl acken ing but the touch is 
still there. And as a hat-trick 
on Saturday that took his 
season’s tally to 20 would 
suggest, he stiff scores goals 
at a greedy rate. Yet he cost, 
and costs, his dub nothing. 

The dub so blessed is the 
Metropolitan Police, who 
compete with the semi-profes¬ 
sionals in the Diadora 
League but remain a works 
team, representing an organ¬ 
isation of28,000 people. Only 
policemen and, as of this 
season, dvfl members of the 
police service, can be selected. 
The players are unpaid and 
the manag er cannot flourish 
a cheque book to sign a new 
forward. All know work 
comes first late-duty calls 
forming an occupational 
hazard. 

Derek AUdridge, the secre¬ 
tary, said* "We do suffer, 
especially in an age when 
people demand more value 
for money and more account¬ 
ability. Running a sports 
team across 46 sections of the 
force, spread from Hertford 
to Hailsham. creates further 
problems. You can imagine 
what that was like in the days 
when policemen bad to live 
within 2 1 z miles of their 
station." 

Colin Rose, the manager, 
who works at Scotland Yard 
acknowledges the difficulty. 
The demonstrations on the 
Isle of Dogs, for instance, 
brought late cry-offs from two 
players. "It amid be any¬ 
thing;" he said. “Somebody 
might have made an arrestor 
have to stay at their station to 
type up a report" 

The determination of the 
1993-4 footballing crop to 
work their duties round play¬ 
ing commitments, however, 
reflects a feeling that then- 
side is an outstanding one.

round by Tow Law in 1984-5.

to run," Cottam remembers, 
grateful to be given tiie 
breathing space to begin his 
search for Us new career.

VS. “ 1 
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National Hunt looking to 
sharpen competitive edge

NATIONAL Hunt racing is to 
be made more competitive in 
an effort to secure its future 
prosperity in the racing calen¬ 
dar. which has come under 
threat from a declining horse 
population and the expansion 
of Flat fixtures as a result of 
all-weather racing. 

A paper prepared by the 
National Hunt review group 
comprising British Horse-

steeplechases, and increase 
both races confined to mares 
and National Hunt Flat races, 
in which professional jockeys 
will be allowed to ride. 

Although the central theme 
of the document—competitive 
racing — has been firmly 
established, details of how this 
is put into practice are up for 
discussion before the review 
group presents its case for 
approval by BHB directors, 
possibly next month. 

The importance of jump 
racing generating its fair 
share of levy is highlighted in 
the document, which under¬ 
lines the off-course betting 
industry’s insistence that as 
few National Hunt fixtures as 
possible should comprise cri¬ 
teria fixtures on account of 
their lower betting yields. 
National Hunt racing receives 
a 40 per cent prize-money split 
from the Levy Board: Flat 
racing gets the remaining 60 
percent. 

David Oldrey, joint-chair¬ 
man of the review group, said

Oldrey believes handicaps should be made to work better 


yesterday: “Too many Satur¬ 
day afternoon races are not 
attracting the runners they 
should. This is principally 
because the races are not well 
structured. They are a night¬ 
mare from the bookmakers' 
and punters' points of view. 


“National Hunt raring is 
based to a large extent on 
handicaps, so the critical thing 
is to make those handicaps 
work better. For instance, the 
better horses have plenty of 
opportunities, but those just 
below the top are extremely 


limited in what they 
realistically compete in.” 

The jumping Pattern, over¬ 
hauled in 1989, will remain 
intact, but opportunities for 
the better horses outside the 
Pattern will be roughly halved 
under the new proposals, al¬ 
though the value Of those races 
will be increased to compen¬ 
sate. The group feds too many 
races are at the mercy of one 
quality performer whose pres¬ 
ence frightens off all but a 
handful of opponents. A small 
number of handicaps tor hors¬ 
es at the other extreme of the 
scale will be introduced. 

National Hunt Flat races — 
or bumpers, as they are more 
commonly known — have 
proved a source of endless 
frustration, both to trainers in 
their baiioting-out mechanism 
and punters in the lade of 
available form lines. 

The group proposes to in¬ 
crease significantly the 
number of bumpers, and the 
number of times a horse can 
run in them before becoming 
ineligible. At present all non¬ 
winners are balloted out in 
favour of unraced horses so 
that in the average bumper 
staged last season, a massive 
64 per cent had not previously 
run. Amateur jockeys who will 
lose out under the proposed 
new riding arrangements will 
be compensated through in¬ 
creased opportunities in low- 
races, principally 


Rule needs revision 


AT FIRST sight many in the 
point-to-point world will wel¬ 
come the National Hunt re¬ 
view committee’s proposal 
that winners of maiden and 
novice hunter chases will be 
allowed to compete the follow¬ 
ing season in novice chases 
(Brian Bed writes). 

However, this does not 
seem to be the most effective 
way of achieving the objective 
of upgrading point-to-point 
ers to the racecourse. 

A licensed trainer could run 
six horses — for whom hunter 


cer tifi c ate s have been ob¬ 
tained but who have never 
seen a point-to-point course— 
in hunter Hmix an A tfwn 
again in novice chases. 

A Scottish hill fanner who 
has one promising point-to- 
pointer that wins one of tile 
point-to-point series finals or 
a Times Rising Stars qualifier 
will have disqualified his 
horse from novice chases. 

The bias of advantages 
towards tike licensed trainer is 
unwarranted, and the propos¬ 
al needs to be revised. 


A group of trades, compris¬ 
ing Bangor. Perth. Stratford, 
Tbwcester, Worcester, South- 
well Lingfidd and Wolver¬ 
hampton. are keen to extend 
jump raring through the sum¬ 
mer, a proposal that will be 
considered in the BHB*S fix¬ 
ture review. 

The in-depth report of the 
National Hunt programme 
comes hot on the heels of a 
s imilar exercise on the Flat 
Initially, bookmakers claimed 
the competitive racing Flat 
programme had yielded sig¬ 
nificantly lower volumes of 
betting turnover. However, 
those fears lave not been 
reiterated tor many months.

Hall and 
Lambert 
share 
amateur 
laurels

IT MUST have caused the 
judges the minimum of soil- 
searching before they declared 
Julie Hall and Catriona Lam¬ 
bert joint winners of the Daily 
Telegraph woman golfer of 
the year award for 1993. 

This pair dominated the 
amateur season, with Hall, 
tiie Englishwoman from Felix- 
stoweferry. excelling at 
strokeplay and Lamben, the 
Soot from North Berwick, 
collecting a trio of matchplay 
tides, including the British — 
tbe most precious of them all 

— in the centenary year of the 
Ladies’ Golf Union. It would 
have been invidious to declare 
one better than the other, 
hence the first shared award 
since 1984. 

Hall, 26, works for Com¬ 
mercial Union in Ipswich and 
in true amateur fashion has to 
plan her play around her 
work. She indicated she might 
have a season to remember 
when she won the Helen 
Holm, the 72-hole tester at 
Troon, in April, and she also 
swept up the British, English 
and Welsh strokeplay titles. 

Lambert, two years younger 
than Hall, is a graduate of the 
University of Stirling and, 
finding suitable employment 
bard to come by, had time to 
concentrate on her golf — to 
very good effect She won the 
Scottish and Spanish match- 
play titles and the St Rule 
Trophy but her finest moment 
was winning the British ama¬ 
teur title at Royal Lythara and 
St Annes. 

She was given a scare in the 
semi-finals by Sandy Lambert 
(no relation), of Coombe Hill, 
who proved that golfing 
housewives and mothers are 
not to be taken lightly by 
succumbing only to a birdie 
two at the 19th. In tbe final 
Lambert beat Kirsty Speak, a 
young Lancastrian, whose rise 
to prominence showed that 
there was little wrong with the 
English production line. 

England won the European 
team championship for the 
second time in succession, 
beating Sweden in the semi¬ 
finals — Joanne Morley won 
the deriding match at the 22nd 

— and Spain in the final. They 
also won the home interna¬ 
tionals at Hermitage in 
Dublin. 

HaD, Speak, Moriey, Jo¬ 
anne Hockley, Nikki Buxton, 
the English champion, and 
Lisa Walton, who has been 
such a success at college in 
San Diego, made up the bulk 
of the Great Britain and 
Ireland side for the biennial 
Vagliano Trophy match 
against the Continent of 
Europe at Morfontaine. a 
cloistered gem of a course near 
Paris. The visitors, bolstered 
by a trio of Scots in Lambert, 
Janice Moodie and Mhairi 
McKay, who retained the 
British girls' tide, won for tbe 
sixth successive time. 

Moodie and McKay are at 
college in tbe United Slates 
and will be hoping to make 
their debut in the Curtis Cup 
next year, but Ireland and 
Wales may have difficulty 
bridging the gap between the 
likes of Mary McKenna and 
Vicki Thomas and the next 
generation of top-class 
players.

Until media attitudes 
alter, sportswomen will 
remain second best, 
Christine Spreiter says 




T his autumn, for the first 
time in the United 
Kingdom, there was a 
successful world cup 
windsurfing event in Brigh¬ 
ton. You may have seen a 
piece in the papers about it, 
perhaps with a picture of the 
local hero. Nik Baker, cele¬ 
brating his second place in the 
international fleet 
The race, in September, 
coincided with a deep low- 
pressure weather system, and 
the combination of a 25-knot 
southerly wind, stormy waves 
and, unbelievably, sunshine, 
prorated unrivalled opportu¬ 
nities for the media to show 
windsurfing at its best... men 
battling nature, practising 
control and skill at speeds of 
over 30 knots, disaster threat¬ 
ening at every turn. 

Also present, also raring 
furiously for up to seven 
hours a day, were the women, 
including the 1991 world 
champion, Jutta Mueller, 
from Germany, and the top- 
ranked woman in the United 
Kingdom — me You would 
not. however, have discovered 
that from reading the newspa¬ 
pers. Nor would you have 
learnt that I achieved my best 
result in five years of world 
cup racing, matching Nik's 
achievement with second 
place in the women's division. 

Even the result went 
unreported. 

Last year, the Brighton 
event was cancelled owing to 
lack of wind. With no men's 
racing to get excited about 
there was considerable inter¬ 
est in the women: arty photo¬ 
graphs. interviews, feature 
articles. Why do the women 
become so boring as soon as 
they leave the beach? 

It is not just me and not just 
my sport. Surveys show (hat 
more than 94 per cent of 
sports writing is about men. 
The claim that there is no 
public interest in women's 
sport is probably true — but 
people need to know it exists 
before they can develop an 
interest ft is more accurate to 
say that there is no media 
interest Unlike the public, 
which is 52 per cent female, 
national sports editors are 100' 
per cent male (Sports Council 
figures, 1992) and they seem 
uninspired by women's 
achievements. 

Journalists need to be ade¬ 
quately informed, ft is the 
responsibility of the sports 
associations and governing 
bodies to package women's 
sport in ways that demon¬ 
strate its potential for excite¬ 
ment and news value. The 
recent successes of tennis, 
athletics, judo and golf, as 
well as the England cricket 
team that won the women's 
world cup this summer, have 
revealed this potential. 

Journalists explain their re¬ 
luctance to cover women's 
sport with the standard argu¬ 
ment the men are better. In 
sports of strength and speed, 1 
this is undeniable and is even < 
recognised by the law, which ] 
excludes competitive sports ^

from the Sex Discrimination 
Act of 1975. 

But it does not diminish die 
value or interest of women’s 
competition: consider, for ex¬ 
ample. Sally Gunnell’S victory 
in the 400 metres hurdles at 
the world athletics champion¬ 
ships. In die words of The 
Times athletics correspon¬ 
dent, it was “as thrilling a race 
as any we have seen here". 
There was no mention of 
inferior performance, nor 
should dine have been. 

This demonstrates how all 
high-level women’s sport 
could be reported, once the 
press derides that it is worth¬ 
while in its own right The 


equivalent comment in the 
windsurfing world and. I 
suspect in many sports, 
would be: “I didn’t watch it; it 
was just the girlies’ race". 

Th e significance of media 
attention is greater than ap¬ 
plause for the ego. Coverage 
equates to money, in die form 
of sponsorship, without which 
one cannot compete, particu¬ 
larly in my expensive business 
of professional windsurfing. 

For women this is especially 
true. The Professional Board- 
sailors’ Association uses the 
feet that women do not get 
publicity to justify the un¬ 
equal distribution of prize- 
money. In Brighton, women 


received 20 per cent of the 
total, despite paying equal 
entry fees OF £70, creating a 
situation in which only the 
winner could expect to fully 
recover her travel expenses 
(first place prizerooney was 
£600). Underfunding, at all 
levels, will continue to deter 
females from competing in 
sports in which there is no 
recognition, reward or future. 

The Sports Council recog¬ 
nises the problems and has 
targeted the media in its 
recent paper. Women and 
Sport. It criticises both die 
quantity and die quality of 
coverage, feeling that wom¬ 
en’s sport is frequently 


trivialised or ignored. In par¬ 
ticular. die importance of 
female role models is stressed 
for their ability to encourage 
young people. 

The message is clear a 
change of altitude from the 
media is required before 
women can face anything like 
equal opportunity in sport 
How many female potential 
world champions are giving 
up sport frustrated in the 
knowledge that what they do 
is of no interest to anyone?

JOHN Daly, who has been 
suspended indefinitely from 
die US PGA Tour, will play in 
the Mexico Open, which be¬ 
gins tomorrow. Daly, a former 
US PGA champion and the 
biggest draw in golf, was 
suspended by American tour 
organisers on Sunday after 
walking off the course during 
the Kapalua International 
tournament in Hawaii at die 
weekend. 

Kaye Kessler, a spokesman 
for the Mexico Open, said 
Dalys flight from Palm 
Springs, California, was 
scheduled to arrive in Mexico 
City early yesterday. 

The tournament, which is 
not part of the US PGA Tour, 
will be played at the Club de 
Gold La Hacienda, in Mexico 
City, with the final round on 
Sunday. Leading American 
players such as Jay Haas. 
John Cook, Craig StadJer and 
Andy North will also be 
competing. Daly was due to 
play in an 18-hole exhibition 
match yesterday and to partic¬ 
ipate in a news con fere nce in 
the afternoon. 

He was suspended earlier 
this year by the US Tour and 
underwent a three-week alco¬ 
hol rehabilitation course in 
Arizona. But a spokesman for 
the US PGA Tour said there 
was no indication the reason 
for his latest suspension in¬ 
volved alcohoL 
The US Tour commissioner, 
Deane Beman, met Daly after 
the tournament in Hawaii on 
Sunday and suspended him 
until at least the start of the 
1994 tour. While the American 
tour’s official season ended 
with the Tour Championship 
in San Francisco an October 
3L several competitions which 
it either approves or co-spon¬ 
sors, and over which, it has 
jurisdiction, remain. 

Daly was scheduled to com¬ 
pete in the Shark Shootout in 
Thousand Oaks. California, 
from November 19 to 21, the 
four-man Skins Game in Palm 
Desert, California, and the 
J.C Penney Classic, from 
December 2 to 4, in Tarpon 
Springs, Florida. Organisers 
are now eying to replace one 
of golfs biggest attractions. 

“Everything is up"hr die 
,:- air." a spokesman for a Los 
Angeles publicity company 
said. “Most of the good play¬ 
ers have commitments at this 
time of the year." 

Daly became a firm favour¬ 
ite an the tour with his kmg 
driving and his surprise vic¬ 
tory at the US PGA Champ¬ 
ionship in Carmel, Indiana, in 
1991. His only other tour 
victory was last year in the BC 
Open. But his career has been 
plagued by personal and pro¬ 
fessional troubles since his 
PGA victory. 

He postponed marriage but 
eventually wed his live-in girl¬ 
friend. After their marriage, 
charges were filed against 
Daly when his wife alle ged he 
assaulted her and damaged 
their home in Castle Fines, 
Colorado, at a Christmas par¬ 
ty.

Gustafsson. who climbed to 
twelfth in the world rankings 
in 1991. lost ground last year 
when he was injured, but has 
worked his way back to nine¬ 
teenth with a good second half 
of the year. 

“At the beginning of the 
year. I had a terrible start" he 
said, “but once you start 
winning and it keeps rolling, 
it's a lot easier, if I am injury- 
free, l think I can reach the top 
ten, but you also have to be a 
bit lucky to win dose match¬ 
es.” He plays Ivan Lendl or 
Brett Steven, of New Zealand, 
in the next round. 

Chuck Adams, of the United 

Stales, ranked 66th in the 


world, bear David Witt and 
now plays Boris Becker or 
Jason Stol ten berg, of Austra¬ 
lia. Becker needs to win the 
tournament to qualify for the 
ATP championship in Frank¬ 
furt next week. 

Steffi Graf, the top seed and 
defending champion, showed 
no ill effects from her recent 
foot surgery as she thrashed 
Debbie Graham, of the United 
States, 6-Z 6-0 in the first 
round of the Virginia Slims of 
Philadelphia tournament

Cantona, who had been 
involved in a touchline inci¬ 
dent with Galatasaray substi¬ 
tutes and officials during the 
goalless draw in Turkey 
which eliminated United from 
the competition, was shown 
the red card by Rothiisberger 
at the end of the match for 
allegedly making a two-fin- 
gered gesture and critical com¬ 
ments to him about his 
performance. 

The committee, which will 
consider reports from Rothiis¬ 
berger and die Uefa delegate 
at the match, will also exam¬ 
ine comments Cantona is al¬ 
leged to have made in a 
television interview and to 
L'Equipe, the French sports 


newspaper that quoted him as 
suggesting some referees in 
European matches may have 
been bribed. Cantona has 
denied making such a 
statement 

A Uefa spokesman yester¬ 
day confirmed that Cantona 
will face one catch-all charge 
of “serious misconduct". The 
player has been given until 
midnight tonight to submit a 
written defence to the allega¬ 
tions. If the committee finds 
him guilty it has almost un¬ 
limited powers of punishment, 
including suspension from all 
club competitions. Cantona 
would have three days in 
which to appeal, and would be 
allowed to attend such a 
hearing. 

Fife, die world governing 
body, could extend any ban to 
cover international matches. 
Cantona was named yester¬ 
day in the France squad for 
the group six qualifying match 
in Paris next Wednesday, 
from which they need a point 
to reach the finals. 

Meanwhile, the role of die 
four home countries as the 
game's law-makers may have 
to be reduced, according to 
Sepp Blatter, die general sec¬ 
retary of Fife- England. Scot¬ 
land, Wales and Northern 
Ireland each has a delegate on 
the International Football As¬ 
sociation Board (IFAB), which 
determines die laws of foe 
game, while Fife has four. But 
in an interview with the Swiss 
weekly newspaper. Sport, 
Blatter said that “times have 
changed and the 
mtemationality of the rule¬ 
making authority should be 
widened". Blatter said die 
move could be made next year 
by Fife's congress. 

Blatter was also critical of 
the standards of play at dub 
and international level in Eng¬ 
land- There still is coo much 
emphasis on developing the 
athletic aspect and kick-and- 
rush is still played like thirty 
years ago," he was reported as 
saying. 

Graham Kelly, die Football 
Association's chief executive, 
was quick to respond. “I didn't 
see much evidence of kick- 
and-rush when Norwich beat 
Bayern Munich with thought¬ 
ful, measured football last 
week," he said. “And I'm sure 1 
Arsenal didn’t get ten goals in 
their tie against Standard 
liege with kick-and-rush."

Frank ousted from Whitbread

DAWN Riley, a member of 
Tracy Edwards’s crew aboard 
her 198W0 Whitbread Round 
foe World Race entry. Maid¬ 
en, emerged yesterday as the 
new skipper of the US Wom¬ 
en’s Challenge in a mutiny 
that left fellow American, 
Nance Frank, and three of her 
four crew on the dockside. 

Frank, who had been 
fighting off creditors since the 
start of the race from South¬ 
ampton in September, with¬ 
drew the boat on October 29 
after three crew members —

— refused to continue under 
her leadership. 

At one pomt lad week, it 
was thought that the women 
might have sunk their differ¬ 
ences by promoting MikaeJa 
von Koskull and Michel Paret 
as joint sailing skippers, but 
while this was acceptable to 


the rest of the crew. Frank 
refused to accept demotion. 
Her inability to raise funds 
for the rest of the race sealed 
her downfall. 

The final move to oust 
Frank was orchestrated by 
Ocean Ventures Manage¬ 
ment, the owner of the boat 
and also responsible for Ross

Field’s third-placed New Zea¬ 
land entry, Yamaha. The com¬ 
pany formally repossessed the 
craft on Monday without 
Frank's knowledge, then put 
forward a proposal to the 
Whitbread race organisers 
that would enable the yacht to 
continue under a new skipper 
and four new crew members. 

The rules stale that only 20 
per cent of the crew can be 
changed on one leg, but Ian 
BafleyWiUniot. the race di¬ 
rector, agreed to the changes 
because experience on board 
would not be diminished “I 
believe that it is in the best 
interests of the race, the 
majority of the crew and 
women’s sailing to allow the 
boat to continue," he said 
yesterday. 

Riley, who raced aboard 
Bill Koch’s America's Cup

Stepping off the boat is 
Susan Chin, who had under¬ 
written Frank’s challenge to 
date, together with fellow 
Americans, Barbara Span 
and Vanessa Linstey. Paret, 
another Maiden veteran, has 
decided to leave foe crew Im¬ 
personal reasons. 

Edwards welcomed the 
changes. "Nance Frank was 
such a waste of space,” she 
said. “If women’s sailing is 
going to be promoted, it has to 
be done properly and Dawn 
Riley is the one to do it I was 
so frightened that after all we 
did to raise the profile of 
women within the sport that 
Frank was going to drag it 
bade into the gutter."

Players

Zealand rugby league players,

30, who entered the country 
on a Moroccan passport with 
a French contingent said 
Organisers promoted the 
second annual Jerusalem 
marathon as a “Run for 
Peace” and said 187 runseis 
from 26 countries participat¬ 
ed, with 154 finishing 
Although Palestinian run¬ 
ners stayed away, organisers 
stressed that, in the sprit of 
detente following the PLO- 
Israel accord, two runners 
from Morocco and a Tunisian 
showed up. All three also 
have French passports. 

Sebtaoui. who moved to the 
French city of Orleans from 
Rabat Morrocco, when he 
was a teenager, said he hoped 
his participation would pan 
the way for more Arab ath¬ 
letes to visit Israel. 

“I can tell them foal fins 
marathon was extraordinary 
and the welcome we received 
was exceptional" be said. 

His wife. Catharine, cried 
when he led foe pack into 
Teddy stadium at the finish. 

T will tell our children that 
their father was the first 
Muslim to run foe Jerusalem 
marathon and to win." foe 
said. 

Yitzhak Ofek, the race 
organiser, said that despite 
the difficult terrain, Jerusa¬ 
lem’s "magnetic force”, in¬ 
cluding its spectacular vistas 
and religious attractions, has 
the potential to draw runners 
from around the world Still 
small by world standards, the 
number of participants dou¬ 
bted since last year. 

Sebtaoui won in 2hr25min 
52sec in the hilly race that 
wound Its way around the 
city, past Israel's parliament 
and other more modem land¬ 
marks, including the Israel 
museum. 

Municipal officials moved 
the race out of die historic 
sector after traffic was badly 
bdd up last year. 

Sergei Strugemov, of Ros- g. 
sia, who challenged Sebtaoui * 
two kilometres from the fin¬ 
ish, placed second in Zhr 
26min 57sec, ahead of his 
compatriot Vladimir Stents, 
who docked 2hr 29min llsec.
